Local authority spending on education 
has dropped in real terms this year for 
the first time since the Government 
squeeze on council spending begBn/a 
TES survey reveals this week, ft also 
shows that a further 5,000 teachers' 
jobs are set to disappear over the 
coming 12 months, with secondary 
posts worst hit. 

The survey suggests that l.e.a.s in 
England ana Wales have budgeted to 
spend about £20m less this year than in 
1983-84. This contrasts with an in- 
crease of about £50m on education 
spending last year. 

The TES survey of local authority 
education budgets also shows the ex- 
pansion in further education has been 
curtailed, with only a few new jobs In 
post-16 education this year. 

Renuns were sent in to The TES by 
79 of the 104 l.e.a.s in England and 


Wales, representing about three-quar- 
ters of the authorities and just over 80 
per cent of the teaching force.

The figures suggest that for the first 
time since the Gove 


jovemmeot launched 
an offensive against local government 
spending, a large number of author- 
ities are being forced to cut back on 
education. In our sample twice as

Suffolk shoves the humble halfpenny

The reasons why teachers gave in- 
service courses such a low priority 
included a reluctance to give up their 
own time, lack of opportunity, a 
feeling that it was too tiring after 
school, lack of financial support, and 
little incentive or encouragement to do 
so. 

The types of course most likely to 
attract support were those on the 
introduction of new curriculum, 
teaching the less able, learning difficul- 
ties ana mixed ability teaching. 

Among the 118 teachers wno had 
never applied for In-service training, a 
course on the development of old skills 
wns named as the most likely to gain 
their support, followed by a course on 
basic teaching methods and refresher 
courses.

T HE TES survey of local authority spending 
plans (pages 11-13) gives a snapshot of the 
education scene, as it appeared in April 
1984 and reflects the budgetary intentions 
of the local education authorities. Some 79 l.e.a.s 
in England and Wales - 75 per cent - replied, a 
high response-rate which suggests thBt, subject to 
all the shortcomings of a "quick and dirty" inquiry 
of this kind, the answers should be reasonably 
brnadJy-based. 

The picture which emerges is far from reassur- 
ing. It looks as if this year may see a fall in the real 
spending by local authorities on education. The 
survey suggests this will be very small - of the 
order of 0.2 percent - and therefore well within 
the margins of accounting error. It will be very 
much less than the 2.9 per cent cut in spending 
projected in the most recent Public Expenditure 
White Paper. But even so, it is clearly going to 
hurt this year and the evidence will soon build up. 

The Government appears to be achieving its 
object oi getting expenditure under control even 
if spending continues to run ahead of the arbitrary 
targets laid down by the Department of the 
Environment. The TES survey suggests that l.e.a. 
spending will exceed the Government’s stated 
target figures by 2-2 Vi per cent - something of the 
order of £375 million. (This compares with a 


recent estimate of 4 per cent for overspending by 
all local authorities including those which are not 
l.e.a.s). 

Another yardstick to apply to local spending 
plans is to set them alongside the estimates of 
Grant Related Expenditure- the GREs which, in 
theory at least, show how much authorities need 
to spend to provide a standard level of service. 

Last month Sir Keith Joseph published (he 
GREs for education for English l.e.a.s. The TES 
survey shows that the English authorities which 
sent in replies plan to exceed their GREs by 5.6 
per cent. 

These figures may become increasingly impor- 
tant as the Government looks for ways of 
replacing its present crude target system with 
more equitable and rational forms of control on 
spending. 

The survey shows continuing pressure on 
teacher numbers. The number of jobs which are 
expected to go this year, if the sample is a reliable 
guide to the country as a whole, is 6,000 - about 
the same as last year. Authorities are seldom able 
to achieve the full cuts they plan - last year’s 
actual reduction in staff numbers was probably 15 
per cent below the target number. In any case, the 
6,000 projected for next year falls a long way short 
of the 8,600 to 12,600 reduction allowed for in the 


Government White Paper. 

The survey shows that only a marginal increase 
in the number of FE teachers is expected: 68 this 
year compared with 600 last year. Presumably a 
great deal will depend on what happens in the 
second year of the Youth Training Schemes and 
how YTS affects the number of students staying 
on in full-time education beyond 16. 

The demographic curve is now beginning to 
affect the secondary schools more and more, 
while the primary schools are beginning to see the 
modest expansion of reception classes. Now is the 
time, logically, when the diseconomies or declin- 
ing scale mean that more resources per child are 
required to maintain the secondary school curri- 
culum. Yet this looks like being the first year 
when they suffer a cut in real terms. 

The HMJs’ survey of the impact of l.e.a. 
expenditure plans on the quality of educational 
provision is always the best part of a year out of 
date. The impact of the budgetary cuts recorded 
this year will not filter through to the HMIs’ 
report till some time next spring. The prospects 
for the coming year cannot be called bright. All 
that remains to be seen is how deep the knife will 
go in particular places. 

If this is the picture which emerges in the year 
before rate-capping, what will 1985 bring? It is

The case of Mt Paul Harrington 
threatens to cause yet more damage to 
the reputation of North London 
Polytechnic (page 3). 

At one level, the issue is simple, it is 
agreed that Mr Harrington is a second- 
year student in good standing at the 
college. Other Btudents objected to his 
politics and fearing his political activity 
might hurt them, obstructed him from 
attending lectures. He has responded 
b y getting a High Court injunction to 
maintain his rights and has ended the 
term being escorted to an empty 
lecture room by the Tipstaff. 

■ It was plainly wrong for the students 
(whether stirred up by the Socialist 
Workers Party' or not) to try to bar Mr 
Harrington's right to attend, however 
much they may have disliked his views 
or objected. to his political activities. 
No doubt other, students objected to 
the political activities of some mem- 
bers of the Socialist Workers Party as 
well they were entitled to do, but it 
must be a fundamental principle that 
students are not accepted or rejected 
by Institutions of higher education on 
political grounds, nor can their right to 
attend be withdrawn by other mem- 
bers of the student , body. .

Final exams may be disrupted in 
polytechnics and colleges throughout 
the country if any of the 14 staff at the 
North London Polytechnic who have 
been ordered by the High Court to 
identify student pickets are sent to 
prison, the National Association of 
Teachers in Further and Higher 
Education warned this week. 

"If any of our members are sent to 
prison, it would be a flashpoint for 
action" , Mr David Tricsman, the asso- 
ciation's London regional secretary, 
said. Members might withdraw volun- 
tary services including exam supervi- 
sion. 

Mr Justice Murs-Jones told the lec- 
turers last Friday that they must give 
the names of the students who rind 
picketed the premises in an attempt to 
prevent attendance by the National 
Front student, Mr Patrick Harrington. 
He allowed them seven days in which 
to appeal. 

Two students who had been identi- 
fied escaped suspended prison sent- 
ences after they had apologized to the 


judge and promised (o use only lawful 
tormi 


forms of protest in future. 


All was quiet at the polytechnic this 
week because Mr Harrington had 


finished his lectures for the year. He 
sat alone through his last lecture last 
Thursday - on free speech - while 
protesting students chanted "Nazi 
scum" outside. 

But the police said the students' 
behaviour did not amount to contempt 
of a High Court injunction ordering 
the students to allow Mr Harrington 
access to his lectures or to any other 
part of the premises. 

On Tuesday, however, seven picket- 
ing students had been arrested on 
chargcsof obstructing ihe police, using 


threatening behaviour and displaying 
Ing in a manner likely to 
cause a breach of the peace. They were 


remanded on bail for two weeks by 
Highbury Corner magistrates.

‘Pie-eyed’ peace courses accused of bias 


Peace studies should not be taught in 
schools and universities because it 
lacks the intellectual content and 
rigour to qualify as a serious academic 
discipline, encourages prejudice and 
conceals a concerted attempt to man- 
ipulate the political thinking of young 
people. 

That Is the message behind a sca- 
thing new critique of the subject by two 
prominent academics - Baroness Cox 
and Dr Roger Scruton - which was 
published yesterday by the Institute 
tor European Defence and Strategic 
Studies. 

The authors base their conclusions 
on an analysis of existing peace studies 
courses from universities, local educa- 
tion authorities and schools and on 
examination of their associated pub- 
lications. 

“Wc deny that peace studies can 
constitute a clearly defined subject at 
any level. In particular, we believe that 
peace studies is not 8 respectable 
subject for a first degree, and is even 
less respectable - indeed downright 
disreputable - as part of (he school 
curriculum", they write. 

Baroness Cox, a sociologist, best 
known for her controversial research 
on exam results, and Dr Scruton, 
reader in philosophy at Birkbeck Col- 
lege, London, take issue with all the 
existing peace studies courses includ- 
ing those run by the University of 
Bradford and Atlantic College in 
South Wales, an independent school, 
which have achieved widespread 
acceptance. 

They argue that any proper consid- 
eration of the questions raised by the 
issues of peace and war should be 
founded on serious study of subjects 
such as philosophy, logic, military 
strategy, economics and politics.

"The peace studies papers put out by 
the teachers and graduate students of 
the Bradford school make depressing 
reading. They show a marked bias 
towards unilateralism, a pie-eyed and 
even whimsical approach to major 
problems of strategy, logic and moral 
and political philosophy, and an indif- 
ference towards the geopolitical situa- 
tion which has caused the present 
crisis’’ , they say. 

The failings of the undergraduate 
course are even more blatant, they say, 
and dismiss it as a "muddled ragbag” 
concerned more with a hesitant and 
incestuous investigation of the nature 
of “peace studies’’ rather than with 
tackling real probems. 

Again, there is evidence of political 
bias, they say. Typical is the question 
which asks: "In order to achieve an. 
egalitarian society, we must positively 
discriminate in favour of those current- 
ly disadvantaged. Discuss.*’ 

They conclude that: "Bradford’s 
programme demonstrates that the sub- 
ject (peace studies) does not exist”.

The Centre for Peace Studies at St 
Martin's College, Lancaster, and the 
World Studies Teacher Training Cen- 
tre at York University are also accused 
of producing materials for teachers 
biased towards the case for unilateral 
disarmament. 

The authors are equally trenchant in 
their condemnation of peace studies in 
school which, they say, is the product 
of a "downward seepage of academi- 
cally incoherent and politically partial 
teaching practices in the name of an 
educational goal”. 

They accuse Teachers for Peace, the 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament - 
linked pressure group that dominates 
the field, of astonishing naivety in their 
attitude towards the Soviet Union. 

Dovopox, TfP's introductory pack 
for schools, represents a "level of 
intellectual attainment and moral 
awareness ... so low as to make us 
doubt whether those who distribute it 
are really capable of critical thinking", 
they ada, saying it presents the desire 
for peace as if this could be achieved by

the West acting alone. 

Baroness Cox and Dr Scruton reject 
the central arguments of the peace 
studies lobby at school level - that 
nuclear strategy is so important that 
young people should be encouraged to 
discuss it in the classroom so that they 
will later be able to make informed 
choices as adults. 

Proponents of this viewpoint are 
committing the besetting sin of “rele- 
vance", they say. 

“Peace and nuclear strategy are not 
the only major issue of our time. Sex 
too is a major issue: so is socialism; so 
is the environment; so is the market 
economy; so is constitutional govern- 
ment, and so on. 

“Should all these be discussed in 
school, by children who have yet to 
acquire tne historical knowledge, ar- 
ticulate expression, and grasp of argu- 
ment that might enable them to discuss 
them profitably?

Doug McAvoy started work as a PE 
teacher at a secondary modern school. 
This was followed by a spell as a 
college lecturer. He became the 
NUTs deputy general secretary nine 
vears ago. His wife is a teacher and 
NUT member and they have a son 
aged 18 . 

Indeed it was soon after entering 
teaching that he realized a career in the 
union would interest him and he was 
elected to the NUT executive from the 
Newcastle area in 1970. 

He says: “In Newcastle there was 
emeraing a young group of interested 
members of the union who felt that the 
leadership of Newcastle had been 
around for a long time and needed to

sort of man - very near to being 
non-political.

Discretion the better part of valour 


H eriosm took a beating at the NATFHE 
conference. Fear for their jobs persuaded 
the college lecturers to pull back from 
their previous threats to withdraw from 
the Youth Training Scheme. Instead, they chose 
to condemn the Technical and Vocational Educa- 
tion Initiative, in which few of them are yet 
involved. 

And a majority agreed with their leaders not to 


back “heroic personal gestures" against racism 
when, they were warned, these could imperil 
jobs. Instead, they opted fora more conventional 
and “disciplined” approach. 

The conference was staunch in its opposition to 
all forms of privatization, and fear that this might 
be extended from the YTS to adult training

Lecturers everywhere are affected by 
the issues of anti-racism and profes- 
sional integrity raised in the North 
London Polytechnic dispute, the con- 
ference was told. 

And it voted overwhelmingly to 
provide "tangible assistance" to the 
poly staff who have been taken to court 
by the National Front student at the 
centre of the affair. 

The union's leaders had allowed an 
appeal for unequivocal support from 
tne poly’s staff to be put to the 
conference on Monday despite misgiv- 
ings about possible legal dangers. 

Lawyers bad warned that anything 
said in a resolution or in the course of 
debate might be taken as contempt of 
court and could endanger NATFHE 
funds. Frantic negotiations had taken 
place during the previous two days to 
composite . resolutions from eight 
NATFHE regions Into o safe form of 
words. 

Mr Cecil Robinson, the union’s 
president, was dissuaded from block- 
ing the motion by the likelihood that 
the conference would overrule his 
decision, as it had done on an earlier 
matter. 

The resolution expressed deep con- 
cern at the High Court's ruling that the 
lecturers concerned must comply with 
a court order to Identify students from 
photographs and give their mimes to 
solicitors acting for an official of the 
National Front. 

It described this ns nn affront to the 
civil liberties or lecturers nml warned 
that it was liable to destroy the profes- 
sional relationship between lecturers 
and students and to damage anti-racist 
work at the polytechnic.

Teachers must grasp the opportunity 
to restructure their salaries now or 
“kta eoodbye” to the chance of a 
wofesSonal salary scale until 1990 or 
beyond, the annual conference of the 
National Association of Head 
Teachers was warned yesterday. 

Mr David Hart, general secretary of 
the NAHT, said the salary structure 
working party was of "crucial signifi- 
cance" and urged all teachers’ orga- 
nizations to strive to reach agreement.

The NAHT, which is Britain's head- 
teachers’ union, is to decide within the 
out 12 months whether to admit 
deputy heads to its membership. 

The conference stopped short of the 
action taken earlier this year by its 
rival, the Secondary Heads’ Associa- 
tion, which has invited deputies to 
become members. 

Instead, it voted to give its leaders a 
year in which to come up with a, 
decision over whether deputies should 
be admitted to the union- either as full 
or associate members.

Mr Hart said that the pressures of 
headship were escalating, adding: 
"The autonomy of the school has been 
eroded and local authority control and 
influence increased." 

He said that interference in the 
rights and responsibilities of heads and 
governors arose either from political 
Imposition or “rank bad manage- 
ment". concluding: “I believe the time 


is ripe for a national debate upon the 
whole subject of the role, powers and 
responsibilities of the parties that 
make up the education service.

Mr Hart claimed that the Govern- 
ment's proposed rate-capping legisla- 
tion posed "the greatest threat to 
education resources".

Law on assemblies ‘must change’ 


Radical changes to the law governing 
religious Instruction in schools have 
been called for by (he NAHT working 
party that was set up to investigate the 
subject. 

The working party* whose report 
was accepted by the conference this 
week, recommends that the obligation 
on schools to hold dally “collective acts 
of worship” should be removed. 

Instead, the working party believes 
that schools should be compelled to 
hold an assembly of all their pupils at 
least once a week - and that school 
governors* In consultation with (he 


headteacher* should determine the na- 
ture and frequency of acts of worship. 

The working party also wants to 
remove the obligation on schools to 


provide religious Instruction for every 
pupil - and instead tell them to provide 
religious education. 


The working party was ret up after 
last year’s NAHT conference at which 
many heads said that the present law 
was outmoded because Britain was now 
a multi-cultural society. 

]t took evidence from a host of 
religious organizations and the main 
political parties.

Headteachers are rapidly moving into 
an age when they have responsibility 
without power, Mr John Rex, the 
incoming president of the National 
Association of Head Teachers, told 
the conference. 

Mr Rex, who Is head of Halton 
Middle School in Leeds, attributed 
that to “constant pressure from outside 
sources on internal organization and 
discipline". 

Much of that pressure was direct 
political interference, and it "makes 
one yearn for the situation once slated 
to be the case in several local education 
authorities ‘that we have (out political 
parties -Conservative, Labour, Liber- 
al and Education’. 

“It always seems odd to me that, if 
headteachers bo the top of the educa- 
tion milk, many l.e.a.s do not have 
headteacher, in addition to teacher, 
representatives on their education 
committees. Add this to the frequent 
overwhelming of headteacher opinion 
on joint consultative committees, and 
one cannot wonder at our anxiety." 

Mr Rex called for the formation of a 
General Teaching Council which 
should have the power to draw up a 
professional code of conduct for 
teachers. 

However, he added: “Incompetence 
should Temain to be dealt with by the 
employers, who would also retain the 
right to take their own action on 
misconduct." 

He said teacher trainers, advisers 
and administrators as well a& teachers 
should be represented on and reg- 
istered with tne council.

schools and employment published 
last week by the US National Academy 


The report, compiled by a commit- 
tee of public and private sector em- 
ployers, says that what American in- 
dustry really wants is a supply of 
school-leavers with a good command 
of the English language and “core 
competencies" in reasoning and 
mathematics. A “positive attitude" 
and “sound work habits” arc also of 
basic importance. 

It continues: “The major asset re- 
quired by employers of high school 
graduates is the ability to learn and to 
adapt to changes in the workplace. 
Technical education, vocational train- 
ing, and specific jobs skills can en- 
hance a student’s employability, but 
cannot substitute for education in the 
corfi competencies”. 

Contradicting the fashionable 
assumption that high technology is 
going to cause revolutionary structural 
changes in the labour market, the 
report points out that most new jobs 
created in the United States over the 
next 15 years will be in traditional 


expected to grow at a faster rate, they 
wifi spnwn relatively few jobs becuusc 
they start from a small base. 

Thus the demand for computer 
service technicians, expected to dou- 
ble by 1495, will still form a “barely 
measurable” proportion of the overall 
Labour market atlcss than I per cent of 
the total. 

The national academy’s sober 
appraisal of high technology is likely to 
cause dismay in the countless Amer- 
ican school districts that have invested 
heavily in microcomputers so that 
schoof- leavers can be taught 
rudimentary programming. Although 
the academy recommends that all 
school-leavers should know basically 
what computers can and cannot do, it 
excludes programming from its list of 
“core competencies”. 

In another departure from conven- 
tional wisdom, the committee predicts 
that the job market of the 1990s will be 
“more like today’s than unlike U”, and 
that changes in the workplace will 
happen gradually. Since change will 
nevertheless be a permanent feature of 


most occupations, the report recom- 
mends that all pupils - Including those 
who will go straight into employ ment- 


should be taught the same basic intel- 
lectual skills as those bound for further 
education.-

Rate-capping threat brings l.e.a.s to heel 


the first time since the Govern- 


U Ity Or I.C-0.& is planning iu vui 

education spending over the next 12 
months, The TES survey has revealed. 

Faced with tight spending targets 
and the prospect of rate-capping from 
next April if they do not fall into line, 
most l.e.a.s seem to be coming to heel 
on the Government’s overall strategy 
for council finance. 

Of the 79 l.e.a.s in England and 
Wales represented in The TES survey, 
nearly two-thirds (51) have budgeted 
to cut education spending over the 
next 12 months. Only 21 said they 
planned to increase spending on 
education while five are planning 
neither an increase nor a decrease. 
One authority did not have figures 
available. 

In real terras, this suggests that the 
IN l.e.a.s in England and Wales will 
togethercut spending by around £ 20 m, 
in contrast to an increase of about 
£50m in 1983-4. 

This is a dramatic reversal of last 
year's figures, when half of l.e.a.s 
budgeted to increase spending. Then 5 


out of 10 planned to spend more, 4 out 
ol 10 spent less and the remaining 1 in 
10 held their budgets at the previous 


year's level. 

But the fact that, as our survey 
suggests, nearly 3 local authorities in 
10 nationwide intend to spend more in 
real terms on their education services 
may still be unwelcome news to the 
Government. And many of the lower- 
spending councils expect to breach 
their spending targets in 1984-5. 

The biggest percentage increase in 
real terms in education spending is 
being made by North Tyneside, at 4.6 
per cent. The council is spending an 
extra £2.2m. Newcastle is planning 

C h of 2.8 per cent and Bucking- 
lire 1.9 per cent. The ILEA is 
palling an extra £l5m forward but with 
f* vast budget, this only means an 
increase of 1.7 per cent.

With rate-capping only just over the 
horizon, both the Government and 
local authority treasurers will be keep- 
ing a particularly keen eye during the 
next 12 months on town hall spending. 

How authorities fare this year wnl 
influence the size of their budgets next 
year and, because of the cumulative 
effect of penalities for over-spending, 
possibly tor successive budgets. Even 
councils which escape rate-capping 
may find themselves heavily penalized 
under the Government's rules. 

According to The TES survey, more 
than two-thirds of all authorities arc 
likely to breach their public spending 
targets this year. Of ttye 79 l.e.a.s 
which responded 56 expect to exceed 


the target, and 23 to meet it or stay 
below. 

At the same time about half of the 
authorities said they expected to over- 
spend on their GRE (Grant Related 
Expenditure) the basic sum which, in 
the Government's view, every author- 
ity needs to spend to maintain a 
“comparable" level of service in every 
department. 

The GRE is the figure on which each 
authority's level of block grant from 
central government is assessed. Spend- 
ing targets are effectively a further 
hurdle which can reduce the basic level 
of grant. 

The Government intends to penal- 
ize overspending authorities on a slid- 
ing scale by docking central govern- 
ment grant according to the level of the 
overspend. This year the penalties 


have been increased with particularly 
heavy consequences for some councils. 

Overspending on target by 1 per 
cent will cost an authority the product 


of a 2p rate in Government grant. A 
further l percent overspend will mean 
an additional 4p rate clawback, the 
next 1 per cent will cost an 8 p rate and 
for every additional 1 per cent the 
penalty will be the product of a 9p rate. 

The figures are cumulative, so an 
authority overspending by 4 per cent 
would stand to lose the equivalent of a 
23p rate in central government grant 
during the year. 

In the past many authorities have 
opted for a modest overspend in order 
to guarantee services. But as the 
penalties have been increased, more 
and more councils arc settling for a

smaller overspend in the “acceptable" 

range of 1 to 2 per cent. 

Nationally, local authorities of all 
types are budgeted to overspend by 


year. In cash terms, according to The 
TES survey, the Inner London Educa- 
tion Authority is the biggest overspe n- 
der with £125m budgeted in excess of 
target. Cheshire said it expected to 
overspend on all services by £15.7m, 
Avon by £12.7m and Kirklees by £6m. 

Official figures returned to the De- 
partment of the Environment reveal 
that, in percentage terms, the biggest 
overspending l.e.a.s (all services) this 
year are Haringey (5.96 per cent), 
Sunderland (5.26 per cent), Cleveland 
(5.01 per cent) and Brent (4.89 per 
cenp. 

The consequences for education 
budgets in all these authorities could 
be severe. Haringey, which failed to 
send in a return to The TES survey, 
also overspent on its GRE allocation 
this year and could be a candidate for 
rate-capping next year. 

Labour-controlled Sunderland, 
which increased its rates bill by 10 per 
cent this year, reports an education 
budget virtually at a standstill despite 
its massive overspend. Capitation, 
however, has been increased by 1 1 per 
cent. 

The other high-spending author- 


ities, Cleveland and Brent (which both 
failed to respond to The TES survey) 
will have incurred heavy penalties ana 
will have to decide how much priority 
to give education spending within their 
budgets in difficult circumstances. 

Altogether, the overspend among 
education authorities is £314m, or 2.3 

f ier cent. This represents the author- 
ties' total budget with education nor- 
mally accounting for 60 per cent of 
spending. . 

Several education authorities 
appear to have reduced their level of 
overspend since replying to the survey. 
They include Manchester, Norfolk, 
North Tyneside, WaisaU and Kirklees. 
all of which seem to have made 
last-minute revisions in the returns to 
the Environment Department. 

While spending controls have had a 
serious Impact on education budgets. 


other factors have continued to influ- 
ence the level of spending this year. 

The Tall in pupil numbers is still 
relieving some of the pressure on 
funds , but in many ways this is offrtt by 
the cost of redeployment of teachers 
school reorganizations, early retire- 
ment deals and redundancy agree- 
ments. And while secondary numbers 
are still falling, , primary rolls are 
beginning to stabilize. 

With growing unemployment, an 
increasea uptake in free school meals 
has been an unpredictable factor in 
many l.e.a. budgets. The level of rate 
support grant does not take account of 
the changes. Transport, loo, is costing 
l.e.a.s more. 

Perhaps the biggest unpredictable 
factor is in the level of spending on 
post- 16s. Most authorities effectively 
lost money on the YTS schemes last 
year, because a shortfall of candidates 
meant many schemes did not generate 
the expected returns in grants or 
income from managing agents. 

This year less money all round is 
likely to be available for FE. Many of 
the jobs created for the expected boom 
in further education college students 
have been cut back again. 

Low interest rates and low inflation 
are still working in l.e.a.s' favour. Last 
year the drop in interest rates caused 
what some treasurers called a “wind- 
fall" for education budgets. But this 
year the effects have been built in to 
the budgets, and the accountants now 
fear a nse in the rates which would 
leave them unexpectedly out of 
pocket. , , , , 

Over the next few months, as block 
grant levels for individual authorities 
next year are worked out, the next 
stage in the Government's strategy will 
become clear.

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Another 5,000 
teachers’ jobs 
in jeopardy 


EDUCATION BUDGET (Staff and Pupils) 1984-85 
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ihe steady loss of teachers' jobs 
looks set to continue in the 
coming year with an estimated 
5,000 posts due to vanish in 


three-quarters of the county's local 
education authorities, according to a 
TES survey. 

Returns from 79 of the 104 l.e.a.s in 
England and Wales also show that 
4 jfio jobs disappeared last year, 700 
fewer than estimated. Scotland fares 
slightly better with about 800 jobs set 
to go, compared with 1,084 last year. 

The decline reflects growing anxiety 
among l.e.a.s faced with ever tighter 
spending targets and, from next year, 
tne threat of rate-capping. But the job 
losses arc to be achieved by redeploy- 
ment, natural wastage ana premature 
retirement rather than compulsory 
redundancies. 

in contrast to last year, however, 
secondary teaching will bear the brunt 
of the cutbacks. Almost four times as 
many secondary posts are destined to 
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in contrast to last year 
secondary teaching will bee 
of the cutbacks. Almost fo 


vanish as primary jobs. In the past 12 
months slightly more primary jobs 
disappeared than secondary. 

Response to the TES survey came 
from 28 metropolitan districts, 34 
county councils, 12 outer London 
boroughs, and the Inner London 
Education Authority as well as four 
Welsh counties ana 10 Scottish re- 
gions, together representing more 
than 80 per cent of the country's 
inching force. 

The biggest job losses in 1983-4 were 
in Hampshire (321), Surrey (304), 
Devon (240) and Avon (229). Pro- 
jected cuts In the ILEA were avoided. 
In 1984-5 the hardest hit areas will be 
Lancashire (332), Birmingham (236), 
Cheshire (228) and Staffordshire 
(218). 

* Last year's job cuts were offset by 
recruitment in some areas, especially 
In Birmingham- where a Conservative 
council took on an extra 479 teachers - 
m Somerset, and in Bradford. The 
authority planning to take on most new 
teachers next year is the ILEA, which 
n to increase its payroll by 234.

The pattern is one of little change or 
slight improvements, in line with a 
Government forecast of an overall 
ratio (primary and secondary) of 17.7 
by the spring of 1987. 

North Tyneside plans the highest 
growth rate in 1984-5, at 4.6 per cent. 
Its budget will increase by fust over 
£2m in real terms but this figure hides a 
net increase in staffing of only 25 
teaching jobs. Capitation will be in- 
creaseaby 5 per cent. 

Hereford and Worcester is making a 
big drive to restore educational provi- 
sion, following criticism by HMI last 
year in which the country was singled 
out as one of four giving cause for 
concent. 

The county is creating 85 new 
teaching jobs, effectively replacing the 
81 lost during cuts last year. Capitation 
has been increased by £65 ,000, about 3 
per cent, and spending on remedial 
teaching staff is being increased by 135 
per cent. 

The other l.e.a.s that HMI was 
concerned about, Norfolk, Wiltshire 
end Somerset, are ail shedding 
teaching jobs.

Unsurprisingly, the authorities 
proposing the most drastic job cuts are 
also planning to spend less on educa- 
tion in real terms. Cheshire, Lan- 
cashire and Staffordshire are following 
moderate job losses last year with even 
bigger ones in 1984-5. 

Cheshire is increasing capitation by 
3 per cent and spending a third more 
on buildings. Lancashire, while axing 
250 jobs, is giving priority to retaining 
a further 80 sccondaryposts to protect 
the curriculum. Staffordshire plans 
investment in special education and 
microtechnology In the classroom, 

Premature retirement still appears 
to be the most popular method of 
making job cuts. In our sample, b total 
of 5,911 teachers, from every author- 
ity, left the profession early fit 1983-4. 
Tile figure was slightly down on 1982- 

As the number of teachers retiring 
early is greater than the.net job loss by 
some 1,600, not all the posts can have 
been left unfilled and some teachers 
who applied may not hove taken it up. 
Nevertheless, many of the jobs have 
disappeared. 

Tne expected growth in further 
education staffing has not gathered 
momentum after an initial surge last 
year. In 1983-4 more than 600 new 
lecturer posts In FE colleges were 
created, out probably because of a 
disappointing response to YTS 
schemes ana uncertainties over MSC 
funding of college education, numbers 
look set to fall hack again. 

In 1984-5, job gains of nearly 700 
stand to be offset by new losses of 610, 
resultlngin an insignificant net gain of 
just 68 FE college lectureship posts 
across the countiy. 

Hampshire, which last year pro- 
vided 100 new college lectureships

Congress and President Reagan are 
heading for another bitter clash over 
the extent of Government powers to 
enforce civil rights in education. 

In Che House of Representatives last 
week two committees brushed aside 
the President's objections, and en- 
dorsed a draft Civil Rights Bill which 
will force the Federal Government to 
lake a more active pari in policing sex 
discrimination laws in schools and 
colleges. 

The committees' decision came the 
morning after President Reagan 
announced he would oppose the leg- 
islation because it was too far- 
reaching. He said that while the admi- 
nistration would support a law to cut 
off Government funds for educational 
institutions that discriminated against 
women, the Bill proposed in Congress 
would open the door too wide for . 


“Federal intrusion" in local and state 
governments. 

Civil rights groups persuaded Con- 
gress to consider passing a new and 
stronger civil rights Bill after a con- 
troversial Supreme Court ruling in 
Februaiy. This severely limited the 
scope of the main law which has been 
used for more than 10 yeaTS to prevent 
sex discrimination in education. 

That law, Title IX of the 1972 
Education Amendments Bill, said 


simply that sex discrimination was 
forbidden in any programme or activ- 
ity receiving Federal Financial assist- 


ance. But the statute has been a cause 
of heated controversy for most of its 
life because it does not contain a clear 
definition of Federal financial assist- 
ance, or spell out exactly how it could 
be enforced by Federal authorities. 

In February the Supreme Court 
finally settled two main issues, it 
pleased civil rights groups by ruling 
that private colleges at which students 
received Federal grants were indeed 
receiving Federal financial assistance, 
and therefore came under the scope of 
the law. But it angered them by saying 
that under Title IX Federal funds 
could be suspended only from activi- 
ties that received Federal money 


Beer ad ban sign 
of religious divide 


TURKEY 


The banning of beer advertising on 
television and the introduction of more 
modest sportswear for female students 
are earning the Turkish Education, 
Youth and Sports Minister, M. Vehni 
Dincerler, a reputation as one of the 
most reactionary public figures. 

The controversy demonstrates just 
how deep the religious divide still runs 
in Turkey, 60 years after the collapse 
of the Ottaman Empire and the found- 
ation of a secular republic by Mustafa 
Rental Ataturk. 

The state broadcasting corporation 
decided not to accept beer advertise- 
ments only weeks alter Mr Dincerler 
had mooted the idea . He presented the 
issue as one of health, but the left- 
wing, of rather Kemalist, establish- 
ment latched on to it as a concession to 
Islamic principles and a violation of the 
secular view of the state. 

The issue of the costumes worn by 
middle and high school girls at May 
parades and gymnastic displays has 


always been a source of dissent in 
Turkey. The parades mark the day that 
Ataturk, who later attacked the wear- 
ing of the muslim veil and sought to 
popularize Western fashions, landed 


at the Black Sea port of Samsun at the 
beginning of the war of independence. 

It is now celebrated as youth and sports 
day. 

Muslim parents have often refused 
to allow their daughters to take part in 
the displays because of the sttimpy 
clothing the girls would have to wear, 
but this year they had less to worry 
about, with most of (he shorts and | 
skirts coming well below the knee. Mt 
D incerler also ordered the banning of 
stretch-cotton, and was once again 
lampooned as a dangerous fun- 
damentalist. 

The importance of dress and appear- 
ance can be overestimated in Turkey, . 
where even the Tourism Minister’s i 
reservations about topless bathers 
were turned Into a heated debate on 
religion and the state. 

Last month, at a meeting of (he 
Higher Education Council, the body in 
overall control of the universities, 
much time was taken up by a discus- 
sion of whether to allow female stu- 
dents to wear headscarfs in class. 
Eventually a compromise was reached 
under which religiously-minded stu- 
dents would be allowed to cover their 
hair with a stylish modem turban but 
not the oldfashloned headscarf.

Grove City College in Pennsylvania 
appealed against a Department of 
Education decision to cut off Federal 
grants and loans to its students. This 
was because college officials refused to 
sign a form asserting its compliance 
with Title IX. The college argued that 
since it was a private institution and 
received no funds directly from the 
government, it was not covered by 
Title IX. 

A narrow majority in the Supreme 
Court agreed with drove City's argu- 
ment, ruling that the only activities at 
Grove City that fell under the jurisdic- 
tion of Title IX were those which had 
received direct government assistance. 

Two of the Supreme Court judges, 
however, wrote a strong dissenting 
opinion in which they said the major- 
ity's position would lead to “absurd" 
situations. They pointed out that the 
court's decision meant there would be 
nothing to prevent Grove City from 
running separate maths and English 
classes for its students even though 
they received Federal grants.

Growing International concern about 
the health of Andrei Sakharov, the 
dissident Soviet physicist, and his wife 
Yelena, may prevent a planned recon- 
cDiation between scientists in the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 

Dr Frank Press, President of the 
National *• Academy of Sciences, 
announced last month he would ji^lt 
the Soviet Union to deliver new propos- ' 
ais for resuming formal research links 
with (he Soviet Academy of Sciences. 
The US Acadomy decided to suspend 
the links In 1980 as a protest against the 
Soviet Government decision to con- 
demn Dr Sakharov (o Internal exile In 
Gorki, 250 miles east of Moscow. 

Dr Press refused to provide details of 
the proposals he would be taking to 
Moscow, but said the US Academy 
hoped to resurrect the relationships 
that existed 20 years ago, when disting- 
uished scientists from both sides took 
part In exchange programmes. He said 
the Academy’s concern about Dr 
Sakharov was undlmlnfahed, but Its 
members felt (t essential to resume 
contact with Soviet scientists at a time

Under the new Act, the Federal 
Government could cut off funding for

In hearings on 
Capitol Hill, however. Assistant

would be "staggering". 

He also complained that the legisla- 
tion would introduce “unnecessary 
tension" between the two worthwhile 
aims of reducing Federal interference 
in local affairs and upholding equal 
opportunity. 

The Administration has made no 
secret of its belief that the narrower 
interpretation of Title IX upheld by 
the Supreme Court in February is un 
adequate safeguard against discri- 
mination. President Reagan has hinted 
that he might veto (he new Bill. But if 
Congress insists on passing it just 
before the Presidential election in 
November his decision will be a diffi- 
cult one.

With more than 13 million officially 
registered as unemployed in the Euro- 
pean community, compared to two 
mSkm a decade ago, the European 
Trade Union Confederation is calling 
for a major “investment in people" 
through education and training, since 
it is they “who will bring about qualita- 
tive renewal in the economy and in 
society”. 

During a three-dBv colloquium m 
Brussels on May 21-23, on the theme 
Education, Training and Employ- 
ment, trade union representatives 
from 17 European countries under- 
lined the urgent necessity of action 
from the EEC and from national 
governments to ensure adequate, re- 
levant education and training prog- 
rammes for both young people and 
adults. 

Echoing the observation of Mr 
Scfwartzenberg, on behalf of the 
French presidency of the EEC council 
of ministers, that education is “having 
great difficulty standing up to the 
pressure of a society undergoing total 
transformation, while in felt crisis”, 
speaker after speaker pointed out that 
revitalized education and training are 
necessary prerequisites of economic 
recovery, although alone they cannot 
provide a way out of the crisis. 

The needs of adults for both general 
education and specific retraining were 
a preoccupation of the colloquium. Mr 
Ivor Richard, social affairs commis- 
sioner, said “I was shocked to be told 
recently that well over 90 per cent of 
public expenditure on education and 
training within the member states goes 


on young people, within the education 
system. Adult education and training 
needs are neglected by comparison. 

A new “contract of solidarity” be- 
tween governments, employers and 
unions to guarantee access to good- 
quality training for all adults, em- 
ployed and unemployed, was re- 
quired, he said. 

The trade unionists went further. 
“There are people who left school 15 
or 20 years ago who can't read or 
write,” Mr Mathias Hinterscheid, 
general secretary of the ETUC, 
pointed out. So governments must 
devise a general framework for adult 
education and training, within whose 
terms discussions between employers 
and trade unions can be held. 

Training of workers is a form of 
investment, it was emphasized, so the 
cost must not be left to the individual 
to bear. Employers must be obliged to 
contribute financially, perhaps 
through a levy or “a special education 
fund . . . into which the state and 
employers would pay a specific percen- 
tage of the total wage bill”. Partly 
under trade union control, this fend 
would be used not just for very narrow, 
specific training but also for broader 
educational purposes. 

Many speakers warned of the dan- 
ger of a gulf opening up in European 
society as b result of technological 
change. On the one hand there will be 
“an elite of largely male, technical 
specialists - highly trained, well-paid 
and with stable and worthwhile jobs'', 
Mr Richard said. While at the other 
extreme “substantial numbers of tech- 


nological illiterates - many of them 
women - will be condemned to un- 
stable, low-paid jobs or to long-term 
unemployment''. 

If this trend is to be halted, adults 
must become familiar with the new 
technologies, especially those being 
introduced in their field of work, ana 
children must learn to use them from 
an early age. “The discussions on new 
technology were extremely important 
for Britain,” said Ms Carol Bailey, 
TUC representative. “We haven't be- 
gun to think about a lot of the issuesyet 
in the United Kingdom. We’re ratner 
far behind compared to Scandinavia, 
for example”. 

One point of keen debate was the 
way in which informatics should be 
taught in schools. A consensus 
emerged in favour of the “Scandina- 
vian approach”, that computer studies 
should not be a separate subject, 
taught only to some pupils, but rather 
that information technology should be 
introduced into all the subjects. 

Although (he ETUC wants lo sec 
more effort going into adult education 
and training, the spectre of nearly five 
million unemployed young people in 
the EEC haunted the colloquium, 

Trade unionists attacked the com- 
mission’s efforts, such as the pilot 
projects on the transition from school 
to working life, as “flimsy" and 
“piecemeal solutions” while tne com- 
mission passed the buck back to 
national governments. 

New possibilities within the re- 
formed European Social Fund, were, 
however, seen as positive. They in-

The amendment modifies the terms 
under which contributions are to be 
made to private schools by local au- 
thorities.

Suspect specialism 

Sir - Many of Mr Eric Bolton's 
suggestions rely an implicit assump- 
tions which are extremely question- 
able. If his emphasis on subject spe- 
cialism In primary education is nothing 
more than a desire for greater exper- 
tise then 1 would applaud the sugges- 
tion. However, when linked with a 
commitment to dissolve class-teaching 
his intentions arc more sinister. 

Any talk of specialist subjects im- 
plies that these areas can be identified 
and indeed justified. This is not a 
contribution to the “core curriculum" 
debate but a pre-emption of it. Furth- 
ermore, the very notion of distinct 
areas of knowledge is itself highly 
problematical, and any curriculum de- 
cision based on these assumptions 
roust be seen for what it is, merely a 
preference for one way of working 
over another. 

If Mr Bolton intends to add weight 
to his preference by pointing to “high- 
er standards'* or “greater competence” 
then we are owed a description of the 
criteria for success appealed to. If this 
entails specific skills in narrowly-de- 
fined subjects, taught in formal lessons 
then the ground rules wifi govern the 
unsurprising outcome. However, few 
in primary education would welcome 
this return to the dark ages for no good Special!

All primary teachers are now being 
offered four years of full-time “train- 
ing”, and that is a very considerable 
time - quite long enough to equip 
students to teach mathematics, science 
and everything else in a thoroughly 
efficient manner. If they cannot do this 
then Mr Bolton should be asking 
severe questions regarding how stu- 
dents are spending their time in 
colleges. 


A final thought is as to how these 
subject specialists (should wc require 
them) might be produced. 

Will they be university mathemati- 
cians topped up with one year of 
teacher training? We know the result 
of that. 

Or will they be BEd students who 
have focused their four years upon a 
maths specialism. Perhaps that is how 
we will produce them. 

If so - might I point out that there 
seems remarkably little correlation 
between practising teachers' “special 
subject" and their classroom strength.

In this sense all primary teachers are 
specialists; it has tittle, it anything, to 
ao with subject divisions.

What education 
needs more than subject experts are 
expert teachers. 

The characteristic which is distinc- 
tive of a primary specialist is his/her 
willingness to dissolve subject barriers 
in order to facilitate the development

I fully accept 
microtechnology in industrial and 
commercial processes because the 
advantages are obvious. The cost 
effectiveness of the technology is easy 
to see, even though it puts great 
pressure upon job opportunities. 

Yet nothing I have read, nothing I 
have been told and nothing ] iiavc 
seen, has convinced me one jot ihnt 
microcomputers are any more than an 
expensive luxury in n primary school. 
The only slightly persuasive argument 
for their de^noyniciit is that computers 
in school familiarize children with 


computers. This is obvious, but does it 
justify the large inilinl investment in

for software, repair and maintenance? 

By now readers will have guessed 
that our school is one of trie few 
schools yet to acquire a microcompu- 
ter, This may appear to be astonishing 
to some, yet it is not because o? 
neglect. As a staff, we have yet to be 
convinced of their educational value. 

If computers are as vital to primary 
education as the pundits claim, then 
the disadvantaged schools in areas of 
low employment and high poverty arc 
being even more disadvantaged. 
Schools in such areas cannot hope to 
raise the funding for microcomputers 
with jumble sales and sponsored 
events. Hopefully, they will not even 
try to do so. 

There is no doubt that young chil- 
dren are fascinated by computers and 
many play with them at home. Many 
are even more fascinated by watching 
video nasties. The fascination or popu- 
larity of a pastime is no justification for 
its inclusion in the primary school 
curriculum. 

What then do the computer pundits 
think children can gain educationally 
from computers m their primary 
schools? Apart from familiarization 
with computers I can only think of two 
possible claims: that they are useful to 
teach "facts 11 because children will pay 
attention, being fascinated by compu- 


teaching resource that many claim, the 
currently “cack-handed" way they 
come into the life of schools would be a 
cause of concern. The fund-raising 
effort finally gets the computer ana 
everyone is excited. The computer 
arrives and every child wants to use it, 
but few teachers know how to handle 
it. A huge expenditure is followed by 
confusion. Soon it has to be timetabled 
and children see it occasionally. Be- 
cause most teachers do not know how 
to use them local authorities then 
divert in-service resources away from 
the more crucial areas of teacher 
education and into computer training. 

Meanwhile, the school may have to 
acquire more than one computer and 
security problems loom. The school is 
suddenly a very attractive place to 
burgle. It also has a huge recurring 
expenditure to meet and other more 


begin to distort the life of the school. 
They demand an ever growing slice of 
teachers' time and school’s finances. 

I do not doubt that many reading 
this article will throw up their hands in 
horror. But the last thing we want is for 
the school's life to move gradually 


away from real experiences towards 
the simulated world of the micro- 
computer which is devoid of mystery, 
feeling and the unexpected.

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ters; and that they are useful in basic 
skills such as spelling, punctuation, 
English usage and multiplication 
tables. 

These seem flimsy reasons for such 
major investments which will take 
scarce funds away from more impor- 
tant resources such as books. A good 
teacher will teach facts by involving 
children in first hand experiences as 
recommended by HMI in the latest 
reports. Facts on a computer screen 
will go the way of facts on most 
television programmes - soon to be 
forgotten. Children learn very little 
when passive. And what of the effects 
of poor or even inaccurate programs, 
as reported in The TES on April 6? 

Basic skills can be mastered just as 
easily in more traditional ways and are 
even more likely to be retained if they 
are taught - or even drilled - within the 
context of a child’s ongoing “work". 
This latter way is also more “cost- 
effective" than using a computer. So. if 
the teaching of facts ami skills is better 
done by a teacher in a classroom based 
on first hand experience there seems 
little justification for (he purchase of a 
microcomputer.

When children reach the age of five, 
wc make them an offer they can’t 
refuse. After the initial trauma lias 
passed - "Have I got to go again 
tomorrow?” - they are settled in to 
their pupil role, some infant class- 
rooms are among the happiest places I 
know, kind, gentle and purposeful. 
But education doesn't stay so full of 
sweetness and light: it is not long 
before the pupil mind turns to some 
alternative activities. 

At that trendy primary school . . . 
the one on the right side of the tracks 
. . . "bunking ofr is a rare event, a trip 
round the park on a sunny day, 
perhaps. But if caught, miscreants arc 
paraded before the entire school for 
ritual degradation. “Now children, 
what have these boys been doing? 
They have been very, very naughty 
. . . The wide-eyed infants gaze into 
the guilty, slightly blushing faces for 


clues lurking, inner evil. “Now tell 
everybody what you have done. You 
first. Dominic!" 

But even here, it’s possible to avoid 
the far-reaching tentacles of the con- 
temporary primary classroom. Audio- 
visual posters, register bearers, guides 
of visitors, library/livestock tidiers and 
message transmitters - all cheerfully 
roam the school doing their various 
tasks. Skilled and favoured operatives 
can avoid many cloying hours of the 
latest maths scheme or the pervasive 
“whole school” topic work. 

Parents, too, sometimes conve- 
niently aid this process: “Justine will 
be absent this week as she is filming 
with her father in the Sudan" . . . 
“Bjorn has gone to stay with his father 
in Ibadan" . . . “Samantha has been 
lucky enough to land another modell- 
ing contract - for baked beans this 
time! Would you approach the local 
authority for the usual licence, 
please? 1 ' 

There are, of course, other ways of 
distancing oneself from the processes 
of schooling. At Sunnybank, even the 
Good Little Girls at the front are to be 
found gazing fondly out of the window. 
Who knows what thoughts are super- 
imposed upon the visual images of 
playground, field and genteel semis? 

But at Culture and Anarchy Comp, 
many pupils are not even “present” to 
gaze through its grimy, Gothic win- 
dows.

As the implications of falling 
rolls begin to become plainer, school 
teachers, like their colleagues in farth- 
er and higher education, are beginning 
to Jook towards the education ofadults 


- relatively neglected over the years. 
Here and there, comprehensive 
schools are giving a new dimension to 
their titles by enrolling grown-ups In 
their classes. - . . 

. The idea is hot new, of course 
(Cambridgeshire, for example started 
something like it in the 1920s), but the 
bleak ibb situation in secondary educa- 
tion has given it a new impetus. 
Classrooms hitherto containing often 
reluctant younger learners now con- 
tain a sprinkling of more eager, highly 
motivated older people. 

This cannot but be good, The be- 
nefits to pupil}, students and teachers 
are clefar. Adult* have access to day- 
time courses, often :to “second- 
chance" education;, pupils have the 
experience of sccihg their elders learn- 
ing - even helping thcln and being 
hel ped by -thent. A mote open and less 
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saged” register statistics reveal a rosier 
picture, i no kids arc nevertheless busy 
... in domestic labour, (lie black 
economy and just “hanging about”. 
Sonic “come for the mark", then 
disappear quickly and quiet ly hy one of 
several known paths/assault courses 
out of the school . . . broken wire 
fences, over the school keeper’s wall, 
across the roof of the girls’ toilets. The 
hot dog/hamburger van parks strategi- 
cally at the “freedom" end. Patrolling 
teachers try to act as one-way valves. 
With younger pupils, greater efforts 
are made to bring them back into the 
fold, for, as one teacher put it: “They 
just hang around the streets. At least 
we give them something to do here. 1 ' 

Jason, who has featured here be- 
fore, is avis rara. Sporting his "School 
is a drag" T-shirt, he is greeted with 
affection: "Elio, Jacc, where you bin?” 
“Doin’ my cartoons, ain’t I?” . . . but 
comes into school to cadge some more 
materials from the art teacher.

I suppose they thought, 
Well, all that’s against the law so our boys can't be 
involved; we needn’t do anything about it”. 

It would be surprising if they had. It is difficult 
to argue with gay rights activists who claim that 
Britain's secondary schools are ignoring the needs 
of school-age homosexual boys and girls. Virtu- 
ally no provision is made for them in either the 
curriculum or existing pastoral care services. 

Writing in Prejudice and Pride (Routledge and 
Kegan Paul, 1983), a book of essays exploring 
discrimination against gay people, Malcolm Dob- 
son outlines the problems faced by gay teenagers 
at school. 

All loo often, he says, the minority who do 
"come out" to a teacher are told “it’s just a phase" 
because the teacher sincerely believes it is and 
informed counselling is simply not available, a 
conclusion borne out by a survey of l.e.a.s 
undertaken in 1981 by the Campaign for 
Homosexual Equality. Of the 42 replies received 
only four answered a question about counselling: 
two said they provided none, the remaining two 
mentioned the (irrelevant) counselling available 
in further and higher education and the existence 
of college gay societies. 

The only authority to have made any move in 
recognizing the existence of young homosexuals 
is the ILEA who have given a grant to the London 
Gay Teenage Group since 1979 despite public 
controversy and criticism in the House of Com- 
mons. In the current financial year this amounts 
to £6,223 - £5,765 of which is to pay two part-time 
juutft workers. 

Nationally the position is the same. “It’s an 
area we leave very firmly to individual authorities 
to decide on and do what they think best,” said a 
spokesman for the DES. The Department’s only 
pronouncement on how the subject should be 
broached appears to be a reference in the 1977 
Hmlth Education in Schools guidelines: 
“Homosexuality, both male and female, is prob- 
beat dealt with in passing if and when it 
wises, as it may do with older boys and girls from 
their studies of literature, visits to the theatre and 
cinema, and from television programmes.”

Schools largely ignore homosexuality in spite of the 
efforts of the gay youth movement to get itself taken 
seriously, Hugh David reports 
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concerning all sexual minorities". 

These give a perhaps more accurate measure of 
the level of GYM’s concern. It is not so much with 
helping individual teenagers “come out” in their 
own schools, although the group’s unofficial 
"officers" spend a great deal of their time 
counselling, advising and supporting such cases. 
Instead the Gay Youth Movement is trying to 
influence the whole of current social and educa- 
tional thinking. 

To members like Graham Piper and IS- year- 
old Barry, as he asked me to call him, being gay 
means being political. Everything about them, 
their dyed hair, make up, outrageous dress, even 
the pink triangle ear-ring Piper was wearing, is 
calculated to shock and announce their rejection* 
of "straight" society and its values.' Barry expres- 
sed this well: “1 consider ties a symbol of the 
masculinity that I’m against. They present a very 
straight Bnd very male image 1 do not want to 
accept". 

An intelligent and articulate fourth-form pupil 
at an inner London comprehensive, Barry admit- 
ted that his education was being seriously ham- 
pered by his assertive homosexuality and refusal 
to conform at school. ’Tve known ever since I can 
remember that I am gay,” he said. “And no 
bloody way am I going to be scared off by people 
saying. Go and find yourself a girlfriend. 1 took ail 
the insults and still remained a good boy and did 
absolutely nothing about it, but things got more 
and more serious so now I’ve started fightingback 
- and so have they." 

The battle lines were drawn up a year of so ago. 
"I remember beingstood up in a games lesson and 
the master saying, ’Look everybody, wc’vc got n 
poof here, a fairy’.” Now, he claims, his educa- 
tion largely consists of "the odd English lesson” 
sandwiched between visits to the child guidance 
clinic and confrontations with child psychologists 
and educational therapists. 

Care orders have been threatened, but, be- 
cause Barry refuses to accept that there is 
anything wrong with him, his relations with the 
social workers (and with his parents) arc strained 
to say the least: “No way am I going to come out 
and say I’m a faggot so they can put it down on 
their poxy records.” 

Tlie purpose of schools, he said, echoing 
comments which Graham Piper had made, was 
“to pressure boys into conforming ... You can 
see it in games which is a very macho subject, 
training you to be the heavy, insensitive, straight 
male". 


That was what society wanted, Piper had gone 
n. “Without it. teachers and people (sic) think 


on, “Without it, teachers and people (sic) think 
the whole of clvilization-as-we-know-it would 
collapse. ” It was also the type of conditioning the 
Gay Youth Movement was all against.

It is difficult to assess the group's influence with 
any accuracy. Probably it is not as great as its 
activists claim to believe. Certainly the DES had 
no knowledge of them, and this spring they were' 
still waiting to hear whether a year-old applica- 
tion for a £4,510 grant from the GLC and a more 
recent request for £1,400 from the London 
Borough of Greenwich had been approved. 

They continue to issue members with self- 
adhesive stickers bearing a contact address “for 
your illicit use in schools? libraries I phone boxes / 
post boxes / loos / at work? anywhere!", but their 
aggressively political stance and the strongly 
implied support for the Paedophile Information 
Exchange in Gay Youth is hardly calculated to 
win support for their central aims or to endear 
them to the general public. 

Nor, surprisingly, to other sections of the gay 
community. Danny, who has been to one or two 
of their meetings, dismissed them out of hand as, 
"jerks. Why can’t they just enjoy themselves? 
Gay politics are so boring!" Standing at the bar of 
a London pub with a pint of lager and 20 Silk Cut, 
short hair and immaculate denims, he looked very 
much ’’one of the lads”, a fnr cry from the 
hennaed, mascaraed members of the Gay Youth 
.Movement. 

He belongs to no gay organization, never goes 
on marches or wears a badge but, he insisted, he 
was happy, reconciled to his gayness and, now 
that he was old enough, at home in the charged, 
cruisy a tomo sphere of the gay pubs and clubs he 
visited whenever he could persuade a friend to go 
with him. 

It had been the same when he was at school. 
"There was no big problem. I’d phone up Gay 
Switchboard and find out what was on. By the 
time I was ih the fourth' year 1 was going to 
Heaven (London'scbiggest gay disco).

Last week, Patrick Scott 
queried the need for the new 
AS levels proposed by Sir 
Keith Joseph. Here, Paul 
Black examines the 
problems of designing a 
plausible curriculum forthe 
new sixth form exams within 
the terms laid down by the 
Education Secretary. 


C lear limits have been set to the scope of the 
proposed AS Levels, and the contrast with 
the rejected N and F level scheme to 
replace A levels could hardly be sharper. 
There will be tess opportunity in this case for 
those with opposing views to support the same 
scheme because they read into it what they wish to 
see. 

The Government's document outlining the 
scheme is also realistic in recognizing that without 
positive support from higher education, the AS 
ievels will not be used. It seems to make the next 
step dependent on promise of such support. 

Of the many aspects of these new exams which 


I recently had the opportunity of taking part in 
a seminar in Berlin with the plaintive title: 
European Elections - Hope in Crisis? the 
question mark hung heavily: we were long on 
crisis, short on hope. 

Nevertheless ,as with other European events I 
hnve attended, there was a heartening agreement 
at the level of rhetoric, with a recognition that for 
hope to be realistic far-reaching changes in 
attitudes were necessary. And a recurrent refrain 
was that if a European consciousness was to be 
achieved, then the emphasis had to be taken off 
the middle “E" of EEC. 

Most of the participants were teachers: from 
Denmark, Holland, Italy as well as Germany, 
with a handful of Britons. AH were searching for 
ways of presenting European matters to students 
In a way which would interests them. We were 
shown impressive examples of documentation: 
obviously a considerable amount of material 
exists in most Euro-languages. 

In England we have the UK Centre for 
European Education, and the regional centres 
like Sussex, Lancaster, Durham and Rolle all 
offering support and expertise. It's not the 
shortage of information which is the problem, it’s 
motivation and a formulation of the importance 
of the issues which will be perceived as relevant by 
students. 

Meeting In Berlin brings all this aliye more 
dramatically than anywhere else. It becomes 
immediately clearwby the Germans need Europe 
and how-this affects their attitudes towards the 
Community. They understand, generously, Bri- 
tain’s different perspective while regretting It to 
the point of occasional impatience. 

There was stress on two major justifications for 
a united Europe. The first was to prevent ever 
again conflict within Europe, which has disfi- 
gured people and environment over the centur- 
ies, The second was to create a strong grouping 
between the super-powers which would exert a 
. civilising and mediating influence in both direc- 
tions. 

The countries of western Europe are struggling 
towards democratic pluralism (here's the rhetor- 
ic); It is a complex and fragile aspiration in need 
of a new model . 1 One of the most interesting 
points made during the seminar was that the 


require discussion, however, I shnll concentrate 
here on the problem of designing the curriculum 
for an AS subject. Consider for example such a 
course in physics. According to the proposals, it 
will have to be taught at four periods a week over 
two years. The course should be designed for 
students not taking science in their “main" 
A-tcvels; the document recognizes that a diffe- 
rent approach would be needed for a “com- 
plementary" course for scientists, but gives 
priority to the “contrasting" rdie. 

As far as possible, there should be scope for 
joint teaching with A-levels. It should be half of 
A-level physics in coverage, but reach the same 
standard as A-tevel in the topics covered, so that 
in the examination students could reach the same 
standard as A-tevcl physicists. Ihen common 
questions could be set. 

This is the brief which is spelt out explicitly. As 
it is, it gives rise to enough difficulties, but the 
curriculum designer will also have other features 
to take into account. By comparison with an 
A-level physics group, the students will, in 
general, have been (ess able in physics up to the 
age of 16. They will not be taking any other 
science course, and more seriously, will probably 
not be taking A-level or other supplementary 
mathematics. 

As they will have made a relatively free choice 
of this subject, their motivation may be good, but 
they will probably want a broad rather than a 
narrow treatment. It will be their last serious 
study of science, not half of the preparation for 


further study. 

While it is not possible to be certain about the 
quality of curriculum and touching that could he 
achieved for a course which had to work within 
these constraints, a few aspects can be foreseen. 
Joint teaching would only be possible if the main 
A-lcvcl class studied two sets of topics, one 
shared with AS for four periods n week, the other 
on their own for three or four periods. 

Some teachers would find this a severe con- 
straint on the A-level work. It follows from this 
that the balance between practical and theoretical 
should be same as for A-lcvcl work on the same 
topics. But practical work at this level cannot be 
done in one period at a time, it needs blocks of 
douhle periods. Then balance and continuity are 
harder to achieve with only four periods a week to 
deploy. 

One of the features of the transition from 
O-level to A-level work is that student's have to 
become accustomed to a big change in the 
sophistication and pace of working. The maturing 
that leads to capacity for more autonomous work 
takes time to achieve and the intensity of study in 
seven or eight periods a week is an important 
feature of this process of change. 

Although A and AS students would start at the 
same level, the difference in range of study and in 
the time committed would mean the former 
would soon develop greater familiarity with the 
way of working in the subject. Indeed, the more 
successful the teacher, the harder it would 
become to teach together pupils developing at 
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different rates.

European Parliament is still essentially con- 
structed on n nineteenth century framework. It 
takes account neither of. changing needs in 
political structures, nor of the emergence of new 
aspirations which have come with universal 
suffrage and the developments in communication I 
technology. 

Tlie central issue is the achievement of demo- 
cratic control within a concept of supra-national- 
ity. Ia it possible to give to citizens of Europe not 
just a feeling, but a reality of participation, when 
the pressures are towards centralism, and large 
corporate bodies exercising considerable, anony- 
mous, influence on international events? 

It is a formidable question , but one which could 
constitute an engaging challenge to school pupils, 
Certainly more fascinating than a recital of 
economic facts or a collection of nuggets about 
the arcane European institutions. How are we to 
control the growth of information and bio- 
technologies? How can we manage the social 
control of these technologies; can they be related 
to the needs of citizens? Can we develop an 
environmental protection policy which wilt con- 
sider the total ecology? Can Europe devise a 
security and defence policy Independent of the 
USA, albeit In partnership with America? 

A' representative parliament, meeting at a 
distance, with little direct contact with consti- 


tuents, is not the most effective way of ensuring 
participation, or a feeling of European conscious- 
* ness. Peoplgatregional and local levels must have 
some processfor 'dialogue, so, that they feel a 
commitment and involvement in nidtters which, 
vitally affect the quality of their lives, and 
threaten the future for their children. 

One essential prerequisite, of course, is the 
recognition that democracy takes a little and 
sometimes a -lot longer. There is an inevitable 
tension between the desire of politicians for quick 
decisions, and the frustation of those at the 
receiving end that their interests arc not con- 
sulted. 

There needs to be a way of negotiating n 
consensus on how problems arc to be tackled, and 
which matters can bo developed to local action. A 
great deal of the business of the European 
Parliament, one understands, is bafflngly com- 
plex, or mlnd-blowingly trivial. Through Its 
administration and its first elected term, it has not 
worked out appropriate procedures and ways of 
working which will determine the level at which 
solutions can be sought and implemented. 

Nor has it found ways in which major issues can 
be built up at local level, so that opinion is 
channelled effectively through to the European 
Parliament and informs the debates more con- 
fidently than is possible at the moment, when the

very limited range so that no overview of the 
scope and unity of the subject can be conveyed. 
And the practical work may be seriously attenu- 
ated, or confined solely to those recipe practical 
which now distort the vision of scientific work that 
A-level sciences give to students. 

If the aim is to provide contrasting study for arts 
students, there ought to be better ways to build 
courses for them. Perhaps in small sixth forms 
logistics will demand joint teaching, but there wiii 
not be such a constraint for large groups. 

ft is hardly possible to imagine a satisfactory 
joint leaching unless the main A-level strategy 
were reconstructed so that half the periods made 
a sensible course - but even here (in fact 
particularly here) the tight constraints of compa- 
rability will inhibit any imaginative solutions. 

At least in drafting syllabuses teachers and 
others ought to be given a more flexible brief. The 
challenge of making effective the admirable aim 
of giving art students, not committed to meeting 
needs of higher education in science, an authentic 
and rigorous experience of scientific thinking 
ought to be an exciting one. Several interesting 
and valuable solutions would probably be prop- 
osed. I doubt if any of the best would contain 50 
per cent or more of A-level physics topics. 

For mine, I would like to fry to build in two 
major studies: one, a topic representing a growth 
point of current physics research; and (he other to 
study nil those topics needed to achieve a deeper 
grasp of the scientific issues involved in a specific 
area of technology of current social importance. I 
wouldn’t mind if the judges turned it down, but 
I'm sad that it's excluded by the rule-book.

collections of articles from a wide range of 
sources, including other member states in 
Europe, on a range of issues, including: agricul- 
ture, human rights, equal rights, unemployment, 
world poverty and hunger, European Union and 
consumer protection. 

This could constitute a course programme. It is 
clear that secondary schools everywhere have the 
same dilemma of subject-centredness but this 
need not be a barrier to tackling these themes. 
While an interdisciplinary approach would seem 
to be more sensible, an approach through 
subjects is possible, given goodwill and co- 
operation between departments. 

There are, after all, key ideas which are 
contuined in subjects like history, geography and 
religion. It is important to establish the basis of 
European cultural identity via Greece, Rome and 
the Judaeo-Christian heritage. But we now have 
new Europeans bringing other traditions and 
values to enrich Western European history, and 
teachers need to become familiar with these in 
order to stress what unites us in diversity, rather 
inan what divides us. 

There is a problem of language especially 
wthin the UK with its poor record of foreign 
language learning. The other Europeans arc 
surprisingly tolerant but it would help if we at 
•eest appeared to be hying harder to gain basic 
communicative competence in other major Euro- 
pcan languages. 

Then much more could be done in the way of

Text week Professor H C Barnard, a 
I brilliant scholar, first rate schoolmaster 
w and eminent academic,, will be 100.

J. V relinquishment of the chair of education at 
Reading University as long ago as 1951 has 
proved to be anything but retirement in the usual 
meaning of the word. It quite evidently served as 
a stimulant that redoubled his scholarly writing. 

Most striking among the books he has pub- 
lished since is Were Those the days? which 
appeared when he was 86 . As Barnard points out, 
his childhood, youth and adolescence roughly 
coincided with the last two decades of Queen 
Victoria's reign, for he went up to Oxford in 1903, 
two years after her death. 

This study of the conditions under which he was 
brought up and of what his schooldays were like 
constitutes, for historians, a fascinating and 
valuable first-hand account of a “middle-class 1 ' 
upbringing and education in the late nineteenth 
century. Much of the value derives from the 
intensely personal and detailed information it 
contains or - as the author modestly puts it - 
trivialities. But, as he points out, an adult study of 
a child's life must be concerned with apparently 
trivial happenings Since that life is largely made 
up of these and they are not trivial to the child. 

H C Barnard - he would probably regard the 
familar use of Howard Clive as an unwarranted 
intrusion into personal privacy - was born of a: 
family which lived in the City of London. He 
spent his earliest years living in King Edward 
Street at a time when Christ's Hospital was still 
there and before the site was occupied by the 
General Post Office. Some of his ancestors were 
liverymen of Goldsmiths Company, hence he is 
himself a Freeman of the City and a Member of 
the Goldsmiths Company by patrimony. His 
father was a journalist and for most or his. 
childhood arid youth he lived in the suburbs. 

For the six years before going to Oxford he was 
at Unlvetsity College School where J L Paton was 
headmaster from 1898 until he became head of 
Manch W fitffliipK fn ( 9 p l :Bampiri.^ro^.mi. ■ 
artitle dri 'Patori in the British JdUnial of Educ‘d 


tional Studies in 1962 and was dearly strongly 
influenced by him. He won a scholarship at 
Brasenose College and read classics. 

A postgraduate scholarship for a further four 
years, in his own words, effectively postponed the 
question of how to earn a living. It also enabled 
him to develop new interests in a way that would 
now be almost inconceivable. A year at the LSE 
introduced him to the value of geography as a 
school subject. Another year divided between the 
universities at Heidelberg and Caen contributed 
to the growth of ideas which lay behind his 
interest in comparative education. 

The two remaining years were devoted to 
acquiring a Diploma in Education and the degree 
of BLitt. His thesis was on the educational theory 
and practice of the French Port-Royalists. The 
thesis became two years later (1913) the first of 
Barnard's many books, The Little Schools of Port 
Royal. 

This eminent scholar spent longer in school 
than in university appointments. He taught as an 
assistant in the grammar schools of Manchester, 
Ramsgate and Bradford before becoming head- 
master of Giilingham County Grammar School. 
Kent, in 1925. He only moved into a university 
post in 1937 at the nge of 53 when he accepted the 
Chair of Education at Reading. . 

By that time Barnard hnd become the accepted 
authority on the history of French education 
before the Revolution. His publications included 
The Port-Royalists on Education (1918). The 
French Tradition in Education (1922) and Mine de 
Maintenon and St. Cyr (1934). 

Yet he bIso found time to write Principles and 
Practice of Geography Teaching (1933), which he 
rather modestly described as a method book.

became a schoolmaster he focused on this subject 
and sought to realize its potential. 

Those teaching in schools will most readily 
associate the name of H C Barnnrdwith A History 
of English Education from 1760. At Reading, 
Barnard felt the need for a new history of English 
education. He cited with approval the view of 
Emile Durkheim that history is an analysis of the 
present, a way of understanding it, since the 
present is {he product of the past. 

Moreover, in this book his broad view of the 
nature of the history of education was vigorously 
asserted, it included the building of the adminis- 
trative structure of the system with its acts and 
reports, the development ofeducational theories, 
the history of institutions, the achievements of 
individuals, the changing conception of 1 the 
curriculum and the rise and fall of different 
teaching techniques. 

Yet aJi of these could not be understood in 
isolation from general history, and particularly 
from social and economic history. Students were 
advised thnt “it will be wise tohave at hand a more 
general history", since "to obtain a clear view of 
our special subject against this wider background 
is not always an easy task; but it must at any rate 
be attempted if one is to avoid a narrow and 
distorted view of what educational history should 
mean”. 

The history first appeared in 1947 under the 
title A Short History of English Education from 
1760 to 1944. It went through five reprints before 
it was revised in 1961 to include a section on 
education since 1944. A further publication 
designed to meet a need observed in the course of 
his professional duties at Reading was An 
Introduction to Teaching (1952) which brought 
together his wisdom and practical suggestions to 
help those bent on a career in the classroom. 

Barnard’s zest, for the history of French 
education has led to the publication since retire- 
ment of Girls at School Under the Ancien Regime 
(1954),- Finilon on Education (1966) and Educa- 
tion and French Revolution (1969). It is not 
possible to mention here the many other books 
and articles which he has written. Suffice it to say 
that all of his works arc models of lucidity of style 
and exhibit a characteristically analytical and 
penetrating approach. 

Retirement has also provided some time for his 
recreations of organ-playing and walking. 

It has been (he purpose of this brief article ta 
recall to mind some of the achievements of one 
who on June 7 celebrates his 100th birthday. 
Without irony, he tells in Were Those the Days? 
that, owing to his “not very robust physique” 
when he was a schoolbuv, it was decided that he 
must abandon the idea of becoming a doctor. 
Thereby medicine lost and education gained this 
fount of enormous energy which has now flowed 
for a' 1 U 0 years. 










A House for Mr Biswas. By V S Naipaul.

The good news is that Mr Biswas is back. First 
published in 1961, this long tale of a Trinidadian 
Brahmin, son of a Hindu labourer, unlucky in his 
sneeze, “press-ganged" by marriage into the 
daughter-ridden wealthy Tulsi family, was V S 
Naipaul's first masterpiece. “Of all my books, this 
is the one that is closest to me," Nnipaul confesses 
in his foreword. “It is the most personal, created 
out of what I was and felt as a child." 

Naipaul's own background among poor Tri- 
nidadian Hindus provided him not only with 
characters and situations for this comical yet 
tenderly conceived novel, but with a way of 
looking and feeling himself into alien societies 
which normally might be considered the province 
of anthropologists. Naipaul's chief virtues are his 
gift for empathy, his patience, his instinct to 
construct books like paintin gs, laying down a base 
colour, as it were, in the first chapters, and then 
building up his picture by going over the same 
ground with differing emphases and varying 
shades of observation. 

This leisurely, painstaking, ultimately gener- 
ous way of proceeding gives Naipaul’s writing an 
air of remarkable authenticity. No plot is imposed 
upon his characters; rather, events grow out of 
circumstances, as they do in life. A respect for 
life. For truth, for the way simple people behave in 
all their human complexity is reflected in a gentle, 
modest, humorous way of writing, a style more 
appropriate to autobiography, perhaps, titan to 
imaginative (ictjon. 

Indeed, the two nonatives of Finding a Centre, 
which appears simultaneously with A House for 
Mr Biswas, are not fictions at all. ^Prologue to an 
Autobiography” gives us the facts of the author's 
childhood which he fictionalized in his novel. 
Naipaul came to be a writer, overcoming vast 
obstacles, largely out of respect for his father. 


who also improbably overcame obstacles to 
become an Indian journalist in Trinidad. It was 
the father's fate, however, to be caught in and 
mentally tortured by the discrepancies between 
two worlds - the “white world" of progress and 
power and the Hindu world of superstition and 
magic. His son's success in the "white world” 
must be seen as a sort of debt of honour paid to 
the father. Yet V S Naipaul has never quite left 
the world of magic in which he was born; it is 
because he defers to this world and writes of 
primitive belief without condescension that he is 
ultimately so believable himself. 

“The Crocodiles of Yamoussoukro", the 
second of these autobiographical narratives, 
restates what must be taken to be Naipaul's 
central theme - that is, the superficiality of 
civilization; its weakness in countries bred to 
other fiercer, darker beliefs. Yamoussoukro is 
the village in which the benevolent black politi- 
cian who emerged as dictator on the Ivory Coast 
was born. He was a chief, and he made of his 
birthplace a monument both to the past and to the 
promising modernized future West Africa still 
anticipates. But the grandeur and mystery of 
Yamoussoukro, with its fine European golf 
course, its French hotel and its presidential 
palace, is undermined by a primitive ritual. Every 
day tourists arc encouraged to watch the feeding 
of a live chicken to the president's crocodiles. In 
the course of the story, these crocodiles come to 
symbolize the blackness of tribal Africa which lies 
submerged, indeed like a crocodile, under the 
glamour of the French facade. 

In his methodical, sympathetic way, Naipaul 
peels off the layers of civilization under which 
animistic beliefs and totems survive. He meets 
several West Indian women who, though black, 
have never been accepted into African society, 
who live in a cultural limbo, buoyed up by their 
education and jabs in the university. He meets the 
great drumnologlst Mr Niangoran-Bouah, who 
confirms what Naipaul suspects - that the world 
of white men is renl to Africans during the hours 
of daylight, but nt night, black Africa returns. The 
heart of darkness is the real reality. Al night an

African man's double can travel with the speed of 
light to any corner of the world he wishes to visit.

Children and Television. By Cedric 
CulUngford.

( suppose I was on my guard about this 
book from the moment I read the 
opening sentence of the publisher’s 
blurb: “Children learn little or nothing 
from television, regarding it merely as 
entertainment, claims the author of a 
new study from Gower.” It was the 
sort of publisher's puff designed to 
seize headlines, but the promise was 
that the author had conducted a survey 
of over 5,000 children, and a book 
should be judged by its contents not by 
the extravagant claims of the market- 
ing department. 

in tne event some of the author's 
own assertions are equally grand, and 
the data to support them as elusive as 
truffles in Salford. Though the book 
contains a most thorough review of 
■other people's research into television, 
the account of Cullingford's own in-

reporting of quantitative data is the 
poorest I have seen for many a year. 

The topic itself is certainly a vital 
one. Television is thought by many 
adults to exert an undesirable influ- 
ence over children. They will watch 
too much, it is feared, and their 
thoughts and spending habits will be 
controlled by unseen and possibly 
sinister forces. Against this kind of 
suspicion any book which shed light on 
actual practice, rather than peddled 
speculation, whim and prejudice, 
would have been extremely welcome. 

The writer certainly chose his chap- 
ter topics well. The book is in four 
parts, describing what children expect, 
perceive, learn and take from televi- 
sion. Twenty individual chapters cover 
such important matters as children's 
tastes, viewing habits and attentive- 
ness, their heroes or heroines, televi- 
aon news, violence, children's recall of 
Wail, educational television, adver- 
tising, children’s responses and models 

The greatest strength of this book is 
that each chapter contains a full and 
thorough review of the relevant litera- 
ture. Had the author concentrated 
solely on summarizing the work of 
others, adding his own gloss here and 
there, the result woula have been a 
quite readable and very useful survey 
of the field of television and its influ- 
ence on children. In his introduction, 
however, Cullingford claims the au- 
•honly of a survey of more than 5,000 
«udren, and tne text is liberally 
sprinkled, with quotations from them 
- Y I"* various assertions. Yet his

the content was analysed, how quota- 
tions were selected, whether all 5,000 
plus children responded to the same 
questions, or what. "Evidence” in the 
text consists of brief quotations and, 
somewhat coyly in the one appendix, a 
set of fairly meaningless tables with 
much of tne important information 
missing. 

Thus we learn that 100 per cent of 
seven-year-olds had watched televi- 
sion tne previous evening, and also 
were able to recall any episode they 
had seen of Doctor who. Whether 
the Texans were in this sample, 
whether the sample was small, why 13 
and 14-year-olds arc quoted in the text 
and 5 and 6-year-olds are said to like 
cartoons, but the tables only show 7 to 
12-year-olds, or on some occasions 8 tn 
12- year-olds, none of this is made clear 

Again this would matter if the 
author were not cavalier in his use of 
quantities in the text. One of his major 
theses is that children do not reaiiv 




[ ter cent apparently saying that tiiey 
iked any of them, nor educational 
broadcasts which he describes as 
"dearly disappointing”. He gives the 
impression that children watch prog- 
rammes like Blue Peter through clen- 
ched teeth, yet many thousands, pre- 
sumably not all masochists, write to 
Blue Peter, subscribe to its appeals, or 
phone into children's Saturday morn- 
ing shows. A schools programme like 
Watch will provide stimulus for a 
whole term's work, will teach children 
a great deal about the Romans or 
whatever topic it is pursuing, and 
schools scries like Dark Towers cap- 
ture the imagination of a wide cross- 
section of children, but he makes no 
specific reference to schools series. 

Other conclusions he reaches are 
riddled with holes. These include the 
one that "Children tend to expect 
television to provide characters who 
assert their own opinions, and readily 
take on the tone of this dogmatism" . 


otner generalizations ana cuenes suen 
as have been uttered by children since 
before television was invented. 
Another is that the amount children 
remember is in inverse proportion to 
the amount they watch but no data are 
given. Indeed it is assumed that the 
relationship is cbusb! and that diildrcn 
reach a plateau of inattention and stay 
there, when it might equally be ex- 
plained as the more brlgnt being less 
likely to spectate endlessly. Towards 
the end of the book he uses quotations 
from 13-year-old girls to show the 
interest that young teenagers have in 
getting drunk. I suspect the mickey- 
takers in his sample must have had a 
field day. 

It is a pity that what is still, without 
the empirical work, an interesting 
book on children and television, has 
been marred, rather than enhanced, 
by a piece of Inquiry which can only 
really qualify as -research" if the term

tized history where “everything is true 
except the words and the pictures". 

The narrator, Richard Crenna, 
guides the pace of the action much as 
Carr did in Travesties, commenting, 
mingling with the crowd and replaying 
alternative versions of events.

into a Fiat. He may be tragic, but he is 
no hero.

Lancing College opened its new 
theatre last week. Bunt in the shell of a 
Victorian swimming pool which felt 
into disuse when the school built a new 
one, the new theatre seals nearly 200 
and for facilities and space , rivals many 
professional fringe venues. The struc- 
ture cost around £90,000 to convert, 
the cash betas raised by appeals and 
vigorous fund raising activities. What 
really kept the cost down was the fact 
that much of the labour involved was 
supplied by a small team of boys who 
called themselves the “Pool to Theatre 
Club”. Lancing's Director of Technol- 
ogy, Robert Bailey supervised. 

The college is well known for its 
theatrical tradition, and its alumni 
include Christopher Hampton, David 
Hare, and Tim Rice, the latter (wo 
being present nt the opening cere- 
mony. Head of drama, Jeremy Tom- 
linson, chose Offenbach's La Belle 
Helene as the theatre's first produc- 
tion. so that musical and singing skills 
could be shown to their best advantage 
as well as acting. 

The piece's plot, based on Queen 
Helen's abduction/seduction by Paris 
is obscured by Offenbach's playful 
jokes about Second Empire France 
and Napoleon HI. It's further compli- 
cated by the Lancing librettist intro- 
ducing a lot of in-jokes, mostly about 
the new theatre and Us construction as 
well as a Tew about Lhat other popular 
public-school subject, money. For ex- 
[ample, a servant at the temple of 
lJupiter finds a piece of paper among 
the offerings of food and flowers which 
have been made to celebrate the 
completion of the new temple. 
"Look," says the servant, “a deed of 
covenant!” The audience of parents 
roars with happy laughter. 

Both singing and musicianship were 
of an impressive standard. Particularly 
noteworthy were David Brooke as 
Calc has, tne Augur of the temple, a 



catenas, tne Augur oi tne temple, a 
sort of villainously likeable Ternr- 
Thomas figure, and Georgina Griffiths 
as an adolescent Orestes with a liking 


for the ladies and an admirable bossi- 
ness over the people of Sparta. 

The only problem is in coping with 
tiie element of romantic sophistication 
in the duets - something that very 
young performers understandably find 
nard. The most enjoyable scenes in- 
volved the huge chorus, craihmcd into 
the small space, bursting with colour 
and life and ringing with enthusiastic 
song.

Overlord: D-Day and the Battle for 
Normandy 1944. 

By Max Hastings.

Fot those of us who were involved in. 
and survived the Normandy campaign , 
Overlord and Caen are compulsive, if 
at times controversial rending. Both 


books cover fully, with maps and 
photographs, the British and Canadian 
fighting in the Caen-Faiaisc sectors, 
but Overlord tells In addition of the 
American misfortunes and successes in 
Western France. After a lapse of 40 
years, Hastings embarks upon a frank 
examination of the records now avail- 
able, drawing conclusions on tactics 
and performance, and taking as one of 
his main themes that when Allied and 
German troops met on roughly equal 
terms, the Germans were the better 
fighters, in that they were fanatical, 
often seasoned fighting troops and 
more adaptable than we. The discord 
between Allied leaders is probed too, 
particularly that between Eisenhower 
and Montgomery, but Hastings con- 
cluded that despite his lack of battle 
experience, Eisenhower could not 
have been bettered as Supreme Com- 
mander, neither could Montgomery 
have done more than he did in Nor- 
mandy with the forces at his disposal. 
Caen is reissued 20 years after its 
original publication and is essentially a 
straightforward account of the battle, 
beginning with the greatest invasion of 


all time. 

Normnndy was chosen as the land- 
ing area, in preference to the heavily 
defended Pas de Calais coast, and 
planning operations are fully de- 
scribed, as are Montgomery's much- 
appreciated morale-raising visits to his 
troops. Then came concentration in 
assembly areas, embarkation, air- 
borne drops, uncomfortable sea cros- 
sings and the landings on previously 
determined beaches, with heavy losses 
in some cases. Hastings’ account of the 
tragic and chaotic American landing 
on Omaha Beacli is particularly 
graphic. By nightfall on June 6 (lie 
lodgement "was made , but on a very 
narrow front, and Caen, a D-Day 
abjective, had not been captured - a 
strategic misfortune, leading to an 
intense, protracted almost two 
months’ battle with very heavy losses 
on both sides. In the course of it, three 
major Allied attacks were launched to 
encircle or capture the cityv but al! 
failed. The first was from the West, 
and here Allied troops experienced the 
problems of manoeuvring armour and 
infantry in the close bocage country, 
problems better handled by the Ger- 
mans. In rhe second, a frontal attack 
from the North by three Divisions was 
preceded by a 450 bomber attack 
which, impressive as it appeared to us 
on the ground below waiting to adv- 
ance on the city, achieved mass des- 
truction of civilian, but of few military, 
targets. The third, from the East, again 
preceded by further heavy bombing 
and a huge artillery barrage, was made 
by three Armoured Divisions, but 
after a loss of 200 tanks on Day 1, the 
attack was stalled on Day 2. 

Despite criticism, Montgomery pur- 
sued his policy of pinning down the 
beat German troops in the Caen battle, 



to permit Americans to capture Cher- 
bourg, in the event unusable owing to 
demolitions, and Patton to make his 
questionable rush into Brittany. It was 
tnen not until August 7 that the final 
breakout and advance to Fnlaise be- 
gan. an advance which ended with the 
Rilling of 10,000 and the capture of 
40.000 Germans in the inferno of the 
Gap, and the opening of the way to 
Pans, Brussels and Berlin. 

The strength of these books lies in 
that they are based not only on official 
documents, but also on a mass of vivid 
personal accounts, both Allied and 
German. Through them we know, for 
example, the horror of being trapped 


in a burning tank, we remember the 
nerve racking infantry duels among the 
hedges of the bocage, the awful uncer- 
tainty as to where the next mortar 
“stonk" would land, and the ubi- 
quitous snipers in the trees and church 
towers. There were no histrionics, only 
a stoic determination to finish the task, 
and a great sadness for the 37,000 men 
who were killed in doing so. 

But while preparations for Overlord 
were at full stretch, major events were 
occurring elsewhere. During 1941-43 
there had been Allied discussion as to 
where the Germans should be attacked 
next in Europe, the Americans favour- 
ing an immedite cross-Channel expedi- 


non. while Churchill opted for ^ 
ccedmg assaults m North Alfa 5 • 
Mediterranean and the Italian £ 
land northwards.

Knowing their place 


Eighteenth Century Women: An 
Anthology. By Bridget Hill 
George Allen and Unwin £18.00. 0 04 


As the author of this anthology sug- 
gests, the eighteenth century has been 
a neglected period in the study of 
women’s history. The greater available 
range of resources and the birth of a 
feminist movement have drawn atten- 
tion to the nineteenth century, while 
the work of Alice Clarke has provided 
a detailed account of seventeenth 
century working women's lives. 

This collection goes some way to- 
wards filling the gap, through a selec- 
tion of contemporary extracts with 
brief general background. There are 
problems, as the author acknow- 
ledges, in a study which ends in 1800, 
when so many changes which were to 
drastically affect women’s lives were 
just under way, and when the early 
rumblings were just being heard from 
women themselves of what was to later 
become a powerful force for change. 

The starting point is “ideas of female 
perfection” - the middle' class male 
view of women's alloted role and the 
double standard within this for rich 
and poor. It is a profoundly depressing 
and negative picture - women were to 
know their place as infinitely inferior 
to men and as designed for their 
service. It is important to remember 


that these are the views of only a 
minority - albeit an articulate and 
influential one - which would scarcely 
have touched the lives of the majority 
of women. 

The account of women's legal posi- 
tion-marriage law. the right of men to 
beat, imprison and sell their wives, the 
restricted opportunities for spinsters 
and widows, perpetuates the narrow 
and restricted picture. Again one 
should bear in mind that the majority 
of the population could not afford the 
luxury of middle class convention. 
Moreover, there were many upper 
class women who enjoyed a consider- 
able degree of independence and 
happily flouted middle class mores. 

Tne lives of labouring women are 
portrayed with more colour and lively 
interest - in agriculture, industry and 
domestic service. Unfortunately wc 
lack evidence from the women them- 
selves, and the descriptions, though 
often keen and sympathetic, are 
through the eyes of travellers such as 
Arthur Young and Richard Aylon. It 
is useful to read these accounts along- 
side Ivy Pinchbeck's history of Women 
Workers in the Industrial Revolution. 
Pinchbeck was similarly dependent on 
the observations of middle class 
onlookers - the authors of government 
reports and commissions - but she 
used their evidence to argue power- 
fully that in spite of apparent hardship, 
women benefited economically and

For it’s not just academic education 
which is the front line, but schooling, 
and ail adult and continuing education. 
In Learning Liberation: Women's Re- 
sponse to Men's Education (Groom 
Helm £14.95. 0 7099 2414 3. £8.95. 
2439 9), Jane Thompson firmly identi- 
fies traditional education as by men, 
for men and about men. She demons- 
trates that girls' educotion has always 
meant slotting into boys' education, 
male-centred education for a male- 
centred world. Wherever - separate 
educational provision has been made it 
has been in domestic subjects consi- 
dered suitable only for girls and 
women. Women’s response must be to 
demand more control over their owrt 
education in order to shake themselves 
free from the shackles of a sexist 
perception.

One of the problems of letting 
extracts "speak tor themselves" as in 
this collection, is that the views of 
contemporaries may appear to be 
more "authentic", closer to the truth 
than the historian’s account. In fact 
they are interpretations of women’s 
lives and reality, every bit as "biased" 
as an interpretation by a twentieth 
century historian looking from a dis- 
tance. 

The most engaging parts of the book 
are those where women come through 
as active agents in their own history 
rather than as victims of middle class 
moralizing or capitalist exploitation. 
The extracts on crime and punishment 


illustrate vividly the only available 
form of protest for many women such 
as rhe 18-year-oid servant girl who 


murdered her mistress; Mary Nor- 
wood who poisoned her husband; the 
two women shoplifters sentenced to 
death at Shrewsbury assizes in 1760. 
Perhaps the most passionate is the 
woman who murdered her common 
law husband after 19 years of marriage 
and 11 children: “She cut his throat in a 
fit of jealousy and that not putting an 
immediate end to his life, she dashed 
out his brains with a poker ... she 
owned if the deed could be recalled she 
would again repeat it." 

Women from a different social back- 

S ound but of equal spirit speak out on 
e subject or female education. 


Catherine Macau ley’s words have a 
ring of modern relevance: “I have 
given similar rules for male and female' 
education on the following grounds of 
reasoning. First, that there is but one 
rule of right conduct for ail rational 
beings; consequently that true virtue 
in one sex must be equally so in the 
other ..." 

The closing section, “Women Pro- 
test", is similarly heartening. Mary 
Wollstonecraft writes: “I wish to show 
that elegance is inferior to virtue, that 
the firstiaudable ambition is to obtain 
a character as a human being regard- 
less of the distinction of sex . . . 

While middle class women express- 
ed their protest through writing, others 
acted in defiance, like the mob of 
women who broke all the windows of a 
local trader’s house in Hereford in 
1755 over the price of grain or the 
Cambridge women who hroke open a 
storehouse of wheat. Perhaps the last 
word on eighteenth century women 
should concern the old woman who 
crcnted a disturbance in the butter 
market at Ashby dc la Znucli in 1766: 
“Occasioned by a farmer asking two 


pence per pound extraordinary for 
butter, when an old woman clapping 
one hand in the nape of his neck, with 


the other rubbed a pound of butter all 
over his face."

Axioms. By Sheila MacLeod.

The breakdown of a marriage is tradi- 
tional enough material for a novel, and 
in the past the defolate wife often 
needed no more than a new man in her 
life to heal all wounds. Not so today, at 
least not in the feminist novel. Here, 
man's nature is axiomatic - lienee 
Sheila MacLeod's title - self-love 
being his creed and woman doomed to 
serve as appendage to his ego. And 
bad cess to her if she accept the yokel 
Claudia in Axioms has, and for fnr too 
long. She has been married all of 16 
years to a now-fading pop-star, christ- 
ened Dorian but inventing Grey as his 

E rofessional surname, with Dorian 
rfey significantly both evoking and 
misspelling Oscar Wilde. Even so, the 
break isn't easy. It takes further bitter 
experience to persuade her that only 
isolation can give her back self-re- 
spect. Meantime her punk teenage 
clilldren are, part of the wreck. 

To a certain extent Axioms reveals 
the novelist and the polemicist in Ms 
MacLeod in conflict with each other, 
She is not afraid of the bald or even the 
banal . os she home? in on familiar 
targets like the “consumer-oriented 
society" and advertising. The writing 
becomes, dense and graceless, like 
interpolated lecture material. 

By contrast, where the novelist has 
the upper band, the writing con be 
lively arid ehergepc, ^..tfte , jcbhf6t- 


ters, however deliberately doomed 
according to the thesis, in fact give the 
illusion of being able to exercise 
choice, and cany the reader along with 
them, concerned. The novelist relishes 


the pavements, while the clothes, the 
props generally, are so very right that a 
social historian of the future might be 
grateful to her. Detail is vivid because 
enjoyed. Trendy artists and show-biz 
ghastlies, poison mushroom-growths 
of an odious society, are exposed with 
killing exactness - overheard at a 
dinner party, “That wasn't Cannes, 
darling. It was Sorrento. Come down- 
market u smidgeon." Nice. 

Ms MacLeod's lost book, 77ie Art of 
Starvation, non-fiction based on her 
own experience as an anorexic, ex- 
posed the vulnerability of individuals 
within the family - and there are the 
same painM insights here. Claudia’s 
story is interleaved with her punk 
daughter Matilda's first person narra- 
tion. Almost saved when she finds for a 
while a-creativc outlet, working on a 
subversive magazine, Matilda reveals 
herself as a sensitive, original girl; and 
the reader might have wished - .to hell 
with polemics and thesis! - that the 
author had risked a happier fate for 
her. After ail, creative writing tike the 
best in Axioms must surely have done 
wondars far Ms MacLeod herself.

A Need To Testify. By Iris Ortgo. 

John Murray £12.50. 0 7195 4022 4. 

Long ago as a raw undergraduate in 
wartime Oxford i picked up,.in Hert- 
ford College library, an expensively 
bound verse-piay called Icaro, trans- 
lated from the Italian by - of all 
unexpected names - the nctress Ruth 
Draper. It was a reworking of the 
legend of Icarus, who flew from the 
despotism of Minos towards Athens 
and freedom, but flew too near the sun 
and fell to his death in the sea. What 
intrigued me was its strangely prophe- 
tic allegory of the fate of the author, 
one Laura de Bosis, who in 1931 flew 
solo over Rome to drop leaflets de- 
nouncing Mussolini and fascism, then ' 
turned fils small aeroplane to the sea 
and disappeared for ever. Who was 
this absurd and heroic young poet, no 
older than Byron when he died? 

He is one of a quartet of portraits 
etched by the Marchcsa Origo: three 
men and a woman linked by 
friendship, devotion to the defeat of 
fascism, and - in the words of the Inst 
of them, the novelist Ignazio Silone - 
“an nbsolutc need to bear witness". All 
were Italians and politically involved, 
bar the odd womunout- the American 
Ruth Draper who would probably 
never have hothcred her head about 
fascism had it not been for Lauro de 
Bosis, whose lover she became, 
though 17 years his senior. 

These four portraits arc prefaced by 
u perspicacious essay on biography, 
which lists the two necessary virtues - 
enthusiasm and veracity - and the 
three temptations: “to suppress, to 
invent, to sit in judgment". Iris Origo 
approves Dr Johnson’s magisterial, 
and unanswerable, dictum that the 
only kind of biography worth writing is 
written by those who have “eaten and 
drunk and lived in social intercourse" 
with their subject, which condition she 
fulfils in the fou r brief lives t hat follow . 
Gaetano SHlvemini, "historian, Socra- 
tic teacher" whose dictum, "impartial- 
ity is a dream, honesty is a duty” 
should stand on every historian's - and 
biographer's - desk, was an early 
friend; so also was Ignazio Silone. She 
knew Ruth Draper from childhood; 
and through her met Laura de Bosis. 

A right-wing opponent of Mussolini, 
who sought to oppose fascism with the 
aid of the Church and monarchy rather 
than the Left and the communists, : 
Lauro de Bosis had been blackmailed 
into making a public declaration of 
support for the fascist regime, in 
expiation he conceived his quixotic 
leaflet-dropping exploit, well knowing 
he might be shot down (he was in fact 
drowned when his plane ran out of 
fuel). His friend the historian Salvemi- 
ni, who like Silone was of peasant 
stock, opposed Mussolini in Parlia- 
ment to such effect that the dictator 
actually challenged him to a duel. 
Imprisonment and exile became his 
lot. Silone, who called himself “a 
socialist without a party, a Christian 
without a church" suffered a like fate. 

In contrast, Ruth Draper’s happy life 
- apart from her tragic love for Lauro 
de Bosis -seems an uneventful history 
of unimpeded success and security. 

. But apart from the background, 
drawn from intimate first-handexperi- 
ence, of Italy under fascism, the thread 
connecting these vivid pen portraits is 
how well all four bore witness in (heir 
several ways to truth and life: Lauro de 
Bosis by his death. Ruth Draper by her 
art, Salvemini by his political activi- 
ties, Silone by his novels, and all four 
by their integrity.

Changing sides 


Dog-eared guide 


School to School, LEA and Teacher 
Involvement in Educational Con- 
tinuity, 

By Andy Stillman and Karen MaychelL

In my more pessimistic - or perhaps 
just more realistic - moments, I am 
driven towards the conclusion that the 
business of transfer of pupils between 
stages of schooling in this country is a 
mess, looked at askance by outsiders 
and with mild disbelief by educators 
from abroad. The primary-secondary 
move, in particular, is a crossing of an 
apparently unbridgeable gulf. On each 
side of it work teachers with ton Little 
understanding of what happens on the 
other, and attempts to forgo closer 
links may result in nothing more than 
infrequent, irregular and tentative 
meetings at which cither no decisions 
are made or, if they arc, no follow-up 
monitoring is organized. The fact that 
pupils - being on the whole good- 
natured and versatile folk - survive the 
transition well, does nothing to excuse 
this slate of affairs, although it does 
explain why the condition continues to 
rumble on without causing more than 
the occasional mild stirring of alarm. 

School lo School is the report of a 
National Foundation Education Re- 
search project set up to describe 
transfer practice and to point to ways 
of improving procedures. It was re- 
quested by the Isle of Wight l.e.a. , but 
the use of a national survey question- 
naire enabled the work to be put in a 
wider context. 

The story It tells wilt not surprise 
those or us who attempt, year by year, 
to make the business or inter-school 
transfer work. U tells of teachers 
committed wholeheartedly to the no- 
tion of curriculum continuity und at 
least partly defeated by the difficulty of 
establishing a real continuing contact 
between levels of schooling. All the 
familiar teacher assumptions are re- 
corded here: “Many high school 
teachers appeared to believe that the 
fourth ycBT in the middle school was 
still very primary orientated, whilst 
middle school teachers were often 
heard to express an equally unrealistic 


image of an austere, didactic high 
school." Then there are all the per- 
ceived problems about setting up prop- 
er liaison machinery: “It was apparent 
that, given the current pressures on 
staffing, most meetings, both on the 
Island and in mainland schools, relied 
on the goodwill and professional de- 
dication of teachers to attend liaison 
meetings after the timetabled day was 
over.” well might heads involved in 
the survey Feel that ". . . the LEA 
should both acknowledge the amount 
of spare time teachers spend in meet- 
ings and demonstrate its own commit- 
ment to a liaison policy." 

The results of inadequate liaison 
between levels of schooling are fairly 
well recognized within the profession, 
and most of them feature in (his book. 
Teachers of younger children fear that 
carefully kept records are, on transfer, 
either shelved or at best hardly reach 
the “front-line” teacher. As a consequ- 
ence, behaviour can be misunderstood 
and problems wrongly diagnosed. And 
if there is poor curriculum continuity, 
then children may be asked to repeat 
work they did earlier or, conversely, 
maybe plunged suddenly into unfamil- 
iar 'and dauntingly difficult territory. 

So what is to be done? The message 
that each l.e.a. should have a policy on 
transfer, backed with proper re- 
sources, is a clear one. At the same 
time, heads and teachers cannot ignore 
their responsibility for developing a 
positive and unprejudiced approach. 
Where link meetings occur, for inst- 
ance, they could be made much more 
efficient and productive given a little 
care over such relatively low-level 
matters as the proper keeping of 
minutes- “Whilst many of these points 
may seem too obvious to merit the 
grandiose term of 'recommendations', 
m the past many of them seem to have 
been overlooked." One of the most 
telling points emerging from this sur- 
vey is that some of the preconceptions 
which teachers of different age-groups 
have about each other's systems are 
simply wrong and that, therefore, 
some of the perceived barriers to 
continuity do not exist.

Tucked into the hip pocket of many a 
Scottish teenager's jeans is a somewhat 
dog-cared copy oi Voting Scot, This 
diary-sized “survival guide" is cram- 
med with answers to such basic ques- 
tions as what do you do if your national 
insurance card hasn’t come and 
whether you can draw supplementary 
benefit if you work in a care for a few 
hours a week. It tells the user just what 
his or her rights are in connexion with 
the police ("If you are asked lo go to a 
police station, ask if you are being 
arrested or detained. Take care to 
remember the answer") and offers 
advice on health, sex and money 
matters. It assumes that many of its 
users will be out of work. 

Young Scot is published by the 


Scottish Community Education Coun- 
cil and first appeared in 1981. That 
edition was funded by the EEC und 
sponsors such as a Scottish bank and 
British Rail. A new edition appeared 
in 1983 and, like the first one. wns 

t iven awny free to every 16 year-old in 
cotland. With no EtC funding this 
year, Young Scot 84 is being sold at 5 Op 
a copy. 

Socially aware adults love it. Teen- 
agers find it intriguing, browsing hap- 
pily in its full-colour pages. It does 
however need a more imaginative und 

[ radical index and there is precious 
ittle information about bus and conch 
travel. (Surely its editors did not bow 
to pressure from a sponsor?) It also 
assumes that there will be a telephone 
directory just where you want one and 
that an unemployed school-leaver 
might like to collect litter to avoid 
boredom. Even so, its advice is 
needed, the new edition is much more 
professional in its design and, though 
no longer free, it is still excellent value. 

No wonder there should be imita- 
tions.

The eighteenth century continues its 
comeback. Professor Christie covers 
familiar political and diplomatic 
ground in a refreshingly brisk surveyor 
a half-century with more than its share 
of drama. Britain was often isolated: 
after 1763 our incompetent diplomats 
could not and the Bourbons would not 
mend fences. By 1783 the loss of 
America misled Europe into regarding 
us as a spent force. Christie is scathing 
on ministers' misapprehension both of 
the war's essence (cf, their claptrap 
about the colonies' “virtual repre- 
sentation" at Westminster) and of the 
scale of operations. Not incompetence 
but overstretched resources, aggra- 
vated by formidable foreign interven- 
tion, caused the debacle. He is no less 
severe about the bare-faced greed 
(both of the home government and of 
the East India Company) that antago- 
nized India, whose political jungle is 
for once made dear. Diplomacy, often 
a tangled web, is skilfully unravelled, 
ea Anglo-Prussian intervention in the 
United Provinces in 1787 which is 
explained in its political and economic 
context, or the complex spin-off from 
Nelson's victories at the Nile and 
Trafalgar. 

Christie excels at breathing life into 
party politics: his vignettes of the two 
Pitts, Grenville, and Fox are masterly. 
Rockingham's specious portrayal of 
opposition as virtuous Whiggism 
against authoritarian Toryism is 
laughed out of court. In fact the Tories 
had disintegrated; the Glorious Re- 
volution was accepted; and party lead- 
ers continued to play their own game 
without heed either to the national will 
(which the electoral system did not 
express) or to any ideological basis - 
except the sanctification conferred by 
antiquity. Yet Wilkes's Middlesex vic- 
* 0, y implanted radical protest, and 
Paine’s appeal to the cold logic of 
reason challenged the old order, 
although its overthrow was postponed 
by the epic straggle against France. 

Inis reappraisal is excellent on poli- 
tical history. On economic histoiy its 
touch is less sure; it does not include 
social and cultural history. Since poli- 
tical specialists are rarely in sympathy 
with these aspects and Include them, if 
jit all, out of duty rather than convic- 
uon, that is probably just as well. 

Eighteenth-century society was 
urtwie as well as urban: it is no 
accident that Georgian cities are usuaf- 
l y synonymous with London and Bath.

These two inevitably appear in Dr 
Corfield's lucid and intelligent survey 
but in a broad national context. She 
explains the towns' importance as 
nodal points in the new consumer 
economy, their role in accumulating 
investment capital, and their signifi- 
cance in both services and industry, 
especially the huge building trade. 

Their notorious squalor was not 
unmitigated. Plague and smallpox 
were less virulent; back-to-back 
houses, eg in Leeds, were far from 
being slums when built. For all the 
stench and overcrowding, the towns 
attracted immigrants from the country 
since they offered a higher standard of 
living. Improvements in paving, water- 
supply, cleansing, and the lighting and 
numbering of streets, were symptoma- 
tic of modernization - whose essential 
ingredients, however, were concen- 
trated away from the fashionable 
towns. 

After 1750 industrialization made 
England unique for a couple of genera- 
tions or so. Increasingly, whole areas 
were dominated by manufacturing. Dr 
Trinder is splendid both on the under- 
lying economic developments, and on 
tnc industrial archaeology itself which 
is admirably illustrated. A thousand 
miles of canals had been constructed 
by 1790; by 1795 there were 100 
water-powered mills within 10 miles of 
Ashton-under-Lyme; pollution fouled 
air and water alike. The impact of the 
cotton industry was most extensive, 
that of mining most devastating. The 
rampant growth of industrialization is 
describedin asection called the Heroic 
Age (1790-1810) which also shows 
how landlords like the Leveson Gow- 
ers rationalized their estates in Shrop- 
shire (where so manv ironworks were 
concentrated), not without some odd 
consequences such as the mass execu- 
tion of squatters' bulldogs. 

The Age of the Engineer (1H10- 
1850) seemingly captured the imagina- 
tion of the country. Favourite graffiti 
at Manchester Grammar School in 
1844 were canals, railroads, and rivers 
with barges, ships, and locomotives on 
them. Nor was this enthusiasm merely 
youthful. One adult visualized the 
whole country swarming tike an anthill 
with locomotives, hurrying trains and 
long lines of coal, waggons. Another 
rhapsodized about steam - “In beauty 
ana grandeur the world has nothing 
beyond it". Yet euphoria was far from 
universal. Telford’s virtuoso Birmlng- 
: ham-Liverpool canal was compelled to

Beloved of Hadrian, God of millions 
from Algeria to the Caucusus. Anti- 
nous' divinity had a life of about two 
'centuries, from ad 130 when lie 
drowned in the Nile at the age of 18 
and was immediately deified by Impe- 
rial edict. His physical form is familiar 
still, from hundreds of statues, many 
with divine attributes, as Hermes, 
Dionysus, Osiris; his head appeared 
on medallions and coins (the only 
non-imperial head ever minted). His 
unusual beauty is unmistakable. 

Beyond that, no certainties. Anti- 
nous' personality remains a blank to 
us. and there are no clear answers to 
why Hadrian, in his fifties, loved him 
so intensely, how and why ho met his 
death, or why his cult was - except by 
.Christians and Jews - so fervently 
.welcomed. 

For the.epquirer, Royston Lambert 
remarks, “tiny details wink like lonely 
-stars in the encompassing void”. This is 
.not an unfair example of this book's 
■ style, and soma readers may not find 
enjoyment in it; even so they will go on 
reading if they want to know more of 
Hadrian and Antinous. There is no 
full-scale- modern work on Hadrian 
accessible to English readers (except 
for Marguerite Yourcenar's brilliant 
poetic novel Memoirs of Hadrian). 
Lambert has given us a fully 
documented account. He (ells us what 


matter. Nothing at all. Nothing to be 
worried about. Nothing at all". In this 
case. Swan’s way must have been the 
right one because only two months 
later, after extensive physiotherapy 
which is well-described, his patient was 
able to go for long walks and run up the 
stairs of a bus. 

But this is not just the story. of an 
accident and its aftermath. The author 
has set out to describe, as he states in 
his preface, "the specific neuropsycho- 
logical and existential, phenomena 
associated with my injury and recovery 
. . . leading finally to a critique of 
current neurological medicine and to a 
i vision of what mav be the neurological 
i medicine of the future”. His creation 
of a new theory of “neuro-ontology" is 
■not very convincing but his observa- 
tions on - the fact that the loss of 
body-image can occur as a result of 
peripheral sensory loss as well as brain 


the “tiny details” arc: the pseudo- 
hieroglyphs on the Pincio obelisk , the 
papyrus fragments of Pancrates' epic 
on tnc Libyan lion- hunt, the caryatids 
thrown into the Tivoli Canopus, the 
district-names chosen for the city of 
Antinoopolis. The impressive pib- 
liography also tells us where to find 
scholarly discussion. 

Lambert believed that Antinous sac- 
rificed himself (on or about October 
22, the death-festival of Osiris) to 
ensure longer life for the EmpcroT. 
This act enabled him to take the role nr 
immortal redeemer, for worshippers 
influenced by Christian beliefs. Had- 
rian's life was indeed prolonged 
beyond his own desire for it, through 
Ibitter grief and agonizing illness. Lam- 
bert describes his irrational attempts to 
suppress Judaism, a policy more brutal 
and disastrously more lasting in effect 


than anything else he ever did. Was 
(his too derived froth the extraordinary 
strength of. his passion for the Greek 


boy-god? In this and other ways Anti- 
nous brief life is not even now a closed, 
episode. '

Signs that contemporary music, both 
commercial find non-commercial, is 
coming of age are evident in the quality 
and oojcctivencss of recent books an 
today's music. George Martin is better 
known as the EMI record producer 
who masterminded the sound of the 
Beatles, though his musical experience 
covers both jazz and classical music 
and includes the composition of film

scores as well as record production. 

Making Music is in many ways also a 
masterly achievement, bringing 
together as it does informed and often 
inspired comment on the art and 
business of making music from some 
65 of the industry’s greatest practition- 
ers. Martin's skill in extracting data 
and comment in non -technical and 
un patronizing ways, and in organizing 
it clearly has resulted in a text which 
should be mandatory for ail school 
libraries or music departments. Con- 
tributors include Simon Frith, Paul 
Simon, Stephen Sondheim, Carl 
Davis, Roger Greenaway, Cleo Laine, 
Herbie Hancock, Eric Clapton, John 
Williams, Jeff Beck, Julian Lloyd 
Webber, Adam Ant, Quincy Jones, 
Richard Branson, Harvey Goldsmith 
and Christopher Small. Sections on 
latest electronic developments are 
carefully edited so as not to become 
quickly dated - otherwise, only two 
topics might have had more coverage: 
the impact of recording techniques on 
orchestration and the impact of the 
microphone on vocal range and tech- 
nique. 

Popular Music 3 is the third annual 
multidisciplinary journal devoted to 
articles on al l aspects of po pular music . 
Needless to say, as an academic text, 
its contributors tend to approach their 
subjects with an abstruseness which 
occasionally comically belies the self- 
evident spirit of any music' which calls 


itself popular. Two main sections con- 
tain papers on aspects of the record 
industry and aspects of the produc- 
tion of rock music: recording and 
notation. Almost a quarter of the 
volume is devoted to reviews and a 
bibliography - the latter as compre- 
hensive as could reasonably be ex- 
pected, running os it docs to 24 pages. 
But by far the greatest value of this, 
and previous volumes of Popular 
Music is their international and histor- 
ical perspectives: dance music produc- 
tion in tne Twenties for instance, or 
institutional aspects of rock music in 
Hungary. 

A musical genre on the fringes of 
popularity is what a few years ago was 
called minimal music, though current- 
ly more fashionable is the term process 
music. Wim Mertens* text has been 
translated from Flemish by J Haute- 
kiet (it was first published in 1980) and 
it examines briefly the music of La 
Monte Young, Terry Riley, Steve 
Reich and Philip Glass, thereafter 
tracing an historical context via the 
music of Schoenberg, Webern, Stock- 
hausen and Cage, and a philosophical 
context derived from Adorno, De- 
leuze and Lyotard - and incidentally 
some of the Eastern aesthetics which 
the minimalists espouse. It is a short 
book - minimal music requires little 
analysis or explanation - but some- 
what too crude in its implication that 
non- and pre-minimal music is not 


capable of having similar effects on the 
listener. 

Schoenberg's revised Structural 
Functions of Harmony (dating from 
1969) is also short. But its densely 
packed contents would take consider- 
ably more than a few hours to work 
through. Unlike more pedestrian hur- 
mony tutors which usually tukc Bach 
as a starting point, Schoenberg begins 
from the position of n late- Romantic, 
post-harmonic harmonist (though it 
studiously avoids dodecapnonicism). 
His unique historical position lends 
insight and actuality to the numerous 
examples, but students will need to be 
of a strong constitution to unravel and 
digest the tortuously contrived forms 
of classification. 

The only real reference to music of 
today in Caroline Mears* Music for 
Today is the title. Inside, classroom 
harmony, form and composition is 
enlivened only by the frequent use of 
examples from real life - albeit past 
life. Lionel Grigson’s A Jazz Chord 
Book is such a simple idea that it is 
surprising that it has not been thought 
of before. Unlike the more common 


book s value, in educational terms, k 
in providing keyboard, guitar or w 
players with clear patterns an Z 
which to improvise (there are some Ho 
tunes included); its drawback is ih 
few tunes are rarely hannoniad pre- 
cisely the same way, even by the i 
plnycr at different times, so it could m 
realistically be used in performance 
where other players might be workine 
from different versions.

Maggie Teggin’s Pianosowuk *

to describe in book form. The two 
volumes, Pianosounds and pinna- 
sounds Workbook, are designed to 
operate in parallel - an attempt lo 
combat some of the problems of 
non-linearity in teaching beginnen - 
though it could be that the resnltaol 
complexity is more trouble than it li 
worth. Both volumes are designed to 
be used by the pupil.

The Collected Letters of Joseph Con- 
rod, Volume I 1861-1897. Edited by 
Frederick Karl and Laurence Davies.

This is the first volume of a projected 
eight(!)-volumc edition, and a very 
handsome first volume it is: bound in 
rich black doth, a monogram-within- 
laurel-wreath-in-gilt stamped on the 
.front cover, a fetching dust-jacket, a 
selection of beguiling photographs, 
some maps, a chronology, an index, 
two Introductions. In short, a hand- 
some package at a handsomeprice. 

Is it worth it? Decidedly not. To begin 
with, there is the tiresome sense of 
(tf/d-VM, for this selection of Conrad’s 
letters to L897 is almost entirely drawn 
from previously published co (lections 
of his correspondence with (among 
others) Mme Poradowska (his 
“aunt**), Edward Garnett (his literary 
mentor), and Cunninghame Graham 
(his long-time friend). The handful of 
previously uri published letters kin< 
a cursory interest but fails to add much 
(o what a patient reader' already 
knows. And a knowing reader needs to 
be patient with Conrad’s letters; many 
are simply, not worth the trouble ft 
takes to read them. It can be a long, 
long wait Tor the moments of poetic 
hielancholy or resilient pessimism or 
black irony - that perfect, continuous 
stitching of those grim brocades, his 
fictions.

In these stringent times, it can be 
difficult for teachers and students to 
decide which textbooks will be the 
most suitable for a particular course of 
study, especially where examinations

E ented, clear to follow and, with 
, inspirational. At the same time, 
books must be within the price range 
that teachers and students can afford 
and to this end publishers are produc- 
ing more and more of the handbook 
type of textbook which, with careful 
handling, should see most students 
safely through their course. 

The following recent issues may be 
of some assistance in making a selec- 
tion for the autumn term. 

Typewriting Keyboard Training 


keyboard instruction book containme 
practice exercises and short speed 
drills to enable the student to acquire 
proficiency on the keyboard before 
proceeding further. 

Keyboard Worksheets by Avis Hart 
(Macmillan £4.95), is a very simple 
book of 45 worksheets designed to 
keep (he lower-ability student happy 
while at the same time consolidating 
baric typing and English skills. The 


teacher is free to reproduce, by any 
method, the pages in this workbook 
without iafrindne copyright restric- 
tions, provided tnat the number of 
copies reproduced does not exceed the 
amount required in any one school.

E Scattergood. (McGraw-Hill). These 
books appear to be the successors to 
Typing First Course and books 1 and 2 
of Practical Typing Exercises. The 
keyboard approach in Typing: Two-in- 
One Course is the one used in Tvping 
First Course (third and fourth* edi- 
tions). The student is then taken from 
the keyboard exercises and drills, 
through the theory of typing, and on to 
preparation for elementary and In- 
termediate examinations. Typing 
Target Practice reinforces the tneory 
learned in Typing: Two-In-One Course 
by providing the extra concentrated 
practice needed in order to reach the 
standard required for each level of 
examination; it is also cross-referenced 
with the first book, which is useful for 
revision. While either of these books 
could be used separately, or with other 
textbooks, the best results will be 
achieved if they are used together, as 
intended. 

Type or Write: Be Sure of Your 
English, by Rosemary Wells and Cindy 
Ferguson (Edward Arnold £3.75). 
contains English exercises designed to 
appeal to the young student who may 
perhaps identify with three young 
students depicted in cartoon illustra- 
tions, and around whom there is a 
story line. The basic rules of English 
are fully but simply explained, fol- 
lowed by ample exercise material pre- 
sented in an interesting and meaning- 
ful way which may be written or typed.

Compose and Type: A Handbook for 
Teachers, by Margaret Tombs (Pitman 
£7.95) has been compiled in an en- 
deavour to teach the art of composing 
and then typing from brief facts and 
producing fast, mailable copy. It con- 
tains helpful notes and guidance for 
teachers, including a chapter on “What 
to look for when marking”. It would be 
particularly suitable for students plan- 
ning to take the LCCI Private Secret- 
ary's Certificate and/or Diploma, and 
the RSA Diploma for Personal Assis- 
tants. It would also provide valuable 
practice for other business studies 
students who have a good background 
knowledge of English, good vocabul- 
ary. ana are not afraid to use their 
initiative.

The Manual of British Standards in 
Engineering Drawing and Design has 
been compiled for use by students and 
lecturers at colleges, polytechnics and 
universities. It brings together mate- 
rial from 15 British Standards and 
other publications current in June 
1982. The first chapter is concerned 
with the historical need for standar- 
dization and the way in which BSI 
came into being. It Is followed by an 
excellent chapter on the management 
of design for economic production. 
The author has made an essential but 
uninspiring subject meaningful, re- 
levant ana readable. 

A short, but important section then 
follows on designing for export and the 
remaining three-quaters of the Manual 
sets out dearly the relevant BS for 
engineering drawing and design, con- 
cluding with appendices giving 
selected symbols for the related topics 
- a great advantage to have in one 
volume. 

All in all, this is an important book 
and will meet the needs or a wide range 
of, teachers, students and practising 
designers. In truth, “A desk-top refer- 
ence work for daily use”, to quote the 
front cover. My only regret is that the 
recommendations of PD 7300 were not 
included.

The satisfaction from turning wood 
on a lathe is said to be unequalled by 
any other method of working wood. 
The sheer enjoyment of turning fre- 
quently leads to the production of 
visually pleasina but not especially 
functional containers. James A Jacob- 
son offers a solution to providing a 
function for such containers by incor- 
porating clockwork musical-move- 
ments into them. The idea of combin- 
ing the superb craftsmanship in high- 
quality music movements with boxes 
and bowls turned from beautiful pieces 
of timber will appeal to many crafts- 
men and women, but they will also 
appreciate the depth of experience 
which Mr Jacobson is willing to share. 
His explanations of processes are easy 
to follow and will help inexperienced 
woodturners to avoid mistakes. It is 
pleasing to see photographic illustra- 
tions to avoid mistakes. It is also 
pleasing to see photographic illus- 
trations which are large enough to show 
details clearly, as is the emphasis which 
the author puts on safety precautions. 

The more experienced woodturner 
who is looking tor ideas will find John 
Sainsbuty's Projects for Dining full of 
them. His suggestions begin with items 


lor laying the tabic - candleholdcr, 
mats, coasters, napkin rings - and go 
through eight courses of the meal 
covering twenty nine items. There arc 
eight other items for use in the kitchen. 
Over 300 photographs supplement the 
text. 

John Sainsbury’s other book ex- 
plains how to use power tools to save 
time over hand-tool work and to 
achieve effects impossible from hand 
work alone. Again ihere are hundreds 
of clear photographs which say as 
much, if not more than ihe text. 

Woodcarviug is another popular 
woodcraft. In techniques of Creative 
Woodcarving, lan Norbury begins 
with a section covering the approach to 
design, woods and equipment to use, 
and finishes suitable tor carvings such 
as those in the 12 projects which he 
describes in the making. Guided by the 
text and illustrations, the beginner 
with only a few tools may be aole to 
achieve results comparable to those 
illustrated, but I fear that not many of 
us have the extra something which 
makes Ian Norbury an outstanding 
sculptor in wood. 

Some people may attempt Carving 
the Unusual as described by E J 
Tangerman but the pieces arc prob- 
ably better left to the native craftsmen 
of many parts of the world from whom 
they have been collected. 

The claims made on the dust jacket 
for the contents of a book are often 
found to be exaggerated. All that is 
said about The Complete Manual of 
Wood Veneering is true. Is there an 
expert in the manufacture and use of 
veneers who can surpass the know- 
ledge of William Lincoln and write 
about the subject in sucli an interesting 
way? Surely, this must be the complete 
manual of, and reference book on, all 
aspects of the craft of veneering. 

Modern Design in Plastics, like its 
predecessors on wood and metal, is a 
catalogue of photographs illustrating a 
wide range of modem plastics.

The TEC courses (even if everybody is 
not vet peared to thinking of them as 
BTEC since the merger of the Business 
and Technician Education Councils) 
are now settling down after an anxious 
start and some desirable re-thinking 
about some of the syllabuses. 

How many of the scores of books 
currently on the market for each of the 
units wfil survive over the years can 
only be conjectured. It is, however, 
becoming clear that some publishers 
appear to have been more adept than 
others in choosing authors and modes 
of presentation for their books. 
Among them arc those responsible for 
this trio of works, all of which have 
their contents closely allied to those of 
the respective BTEC units, and all of 
which are well written and produced. 

Materials technology is a useful 
subject in its own right, and the Stanley 


Thornes text is a helpful introduction, 
irrespective of examination aims. Two 
experienced college lecturers, a metal- 
lurgist and a design engineer, explain 
the structure of metals, the properties 
of iron and steel, and of non-ferrous 
alloys and polymers. 

When level three is reached, new 
subjects appear on the college curricu- 
lum. There is much to interest lecturer 
and student alike in the study of 
thermodynamics and fluid mechanics. 
It is noteworthy how high a standard of 
numeracy Is required for a proper 
appreciation of the theory and practice 
discussed in the two books with these 
titles. Calculations abound in the many 
worked exercises and collections of 
typical questions. 

Mr Joel considers the laws of ther- 
modynamics, the processes of power- 
developing machines and the prop- 
erties of the fuels that feed them. Mr 
Madill opens with basic explanations 
of the characteristics of fluids and (heir 
measurement, distinguishes between 
the various types of fluid flow, and 
ends with excellent chapters on the 
measurement of flow velocity and the 
momentum equation. In both books 
the exposition is clear and accurate, 
with a text complemented by good 
illustrations and examples.

Understanding Arguments 
by D Evans and H Palmer

Drs Evans and Palmer have devised a 
course for teaching logic in secondary 
schools. This, from the look of the 
book, has hecn run through a word 
processor and hound in paper, li 
comes with a puck of cauls marked 
with logical symbols mid there are 
roles for phiyme games designed to 
overcome ‘ syiiilioffrielii" in students. 

Broadly speaking, the course lied ns 
with :i propositional calculus, then 
deals with the syllogism, (hen with 
qmiiitificutiuii. Ilien with definition 
and classification, and it concludes 
with n digest of fallacies. The proposi- 
tional calculus offered is of the familiar 
kind, centering on truth-tables and 
proofs based on tautology and contra- 
diction. rutlicr than the easier method 
of "truth trees." 

The syllogism is presented with a 
wealth of nomenclature, mnemonics, 
and diagrams - some traditional, somci 
of the authors’ own devising. The 
section on definition, which seems to 
Ik u sort of semantics, is of rather a 
traditional cust. with debts more to 
Mill and Joseph than Frege und his 
successors. These topics are all dealt 
with very discursively; formalism and 
rigour are confined to the formal 
proofs. 

However, their air of being benign 
pedagogues intent on instruction en- 
ables the nulhors to stuff some very 
dubious material down students' 
throats. To take u simple point first, 
they assert a connexion between the 
formal apparatus of the propositional 
calculus and arguments conducted in 
English. Bui. notoriously, there is 
little correspondence between the 
logical constants und (heir English 
"translations". This might prove a 
hindrance to linguist testily sensitive 
students, hut the nulhors solve this 
problem by ignoring it. 

At the- least, one would have ex- 
pected some mention of the paradoxes' 
of material implication und the recal- 
citrance of counter factual condition- 
als, Not u hint, the uuthors claim that 
the propositional calculus makes expli- 
cit relations which the student hus used 
(or years while thinking. I A whnt 
language. . I wonder, were the 
.thoughts? 

Worse tire more substantive philo- 
sophical points. Causes ard siiid'to he 
"necessary and sufficient conditions". 
If aspirin cures headache, then does 
not paracetemal too? And why Is there 
. any discussion at all of causation in a 
book on logic? They also dismiss 
“essences" with scorn, but it Is current- 
ly a matter of high debate whether or 
not there are essences.. 

The most troubling’ aspect of the 
course is the space lavished o'n the 
syllogism; Syllogistic Is now of no more

T wo new, national computer- 
bnsed competitions for schools 
will be launched by the British 
Institute of Management and 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants 
in the next academic year. 

Well, almost new. Last week teams 
of sixth formers from six schools 
around the country spent two days in 
London, at the expense of the co- 
sponsors. to compete in the finals of 
the pilot Management Challenge, a 
development of an enterprise competi- 
tion which the ICA has been running 
since 1968. 

The great difference is Management 
Challenge's dependence on school- 
based microcomputers. Under the gui- 
dance of two expert consultants, a 
professional management training 
programme was adapted to the rather 
different needs of a schools competi- 
tion. 

The game is based on the Comanex 
software produced by Sapphire Sys- 
tems. It was chosen for the remarkably 
elegant way in which it presents the 
fiendish complexities of managing a 
modern manufacturing company - and 
also because it was readily adaptable to 
the popular Research Machines Link 
school computers. 

Like any computer game. Manage- 
ment Challenge mimics real life and 
invites users to manipulate simplified 
elements of that "reality” towards a 
stated goal. In this case, the model 


company is a two-year-old video recor- 
der manufacturer. The goal is to 
achieve the highest share price and the 
biggest retained profit after a further 
penod - which depends, of course, on 
competitors taking the right decisions, 
based on a wealth of relevant and 
possibly irrelevant data - over a num- 
ber of periods, each representing three 
months. The game is played out entire- 
ly on a vdu, and is in regular use in 
industry, where apparently its highly 
competitive nature has helped re- 
motivate jaded executives. 

About 600 schools took part in the 
regional heats of the pilot competition, 
and their experiences were closely 
monitored for “bugs”. As very few 
emerged, the same program will be 
used in 1984/85. 

Some 8,000 schools will be mailed 
with details later in the summer - and 
by September, the organizers hope to 
have software available for BBC/ 
Acorn computers as well as RMLs. 
TTie software is supplied in disc form, 
which schools can copy for use in the 

f ame - and, as an added incentive, 
eep as part of their normal business or 
computer education resources (the 
game, Comanex, is in fact a very 
expensive piece of software). 

Spurred by the enthusiasm with 
which schools took to the pilot Man - 
agement Challenge, the BIM and ICA 
want to extend the competition into 


primary schools and middle schools 
over the next two years but the 
appropriate software is nowhere avail- 
able. That is the starting point of the 
second competition - a challenge to 
sixth-form software designers to create 
the best management game for the 9 to 
13 age group. 

The main aim of the whole exercise 
is to familiarize young people with the 
excitements and responsibilities of 
running n modern business. Of the 
sixth formers competing in last week's 
finals, many (including the overall 
winner from the Leighton Park school 
in Essex) were veterans of previous 
non-computer business competitions. 
Most, of course, are thoroughly bias* 
about using sophisticated micro- 
computer equipment now: it is the 

S uality of the software which counts. 

taubtless primary school children, the 
edges of tneir competitive natures ns 
yet undulled by life, will take to the 
profit motive with even greater relish. 

The BIM and ICA nave national 
networks of members available to visit 
participating schools, to advise and 
encourage - and perhaps, who knows, 
to forge new, more durable links with 
schools and local business.

Each subject is presented in a sepa- 
rate 12-pagc booklet through which 
the tutor can take the class individually 
or as a group.

They may nqi 
have realized now useful it is to bp able 
to get oil with work" mates and super- 
visors; to arrive punctually, know how 
to; use, p photocopier , or a coffee 
machine-, follow, instructions, fill in a 
form, conduct an interview, arrive at 
some measure of seif-assessmerit - and 
not only, in paid employment.

I watched two eight year old 
girls spend 10 minutes looking in their 
dictionary for an eight letter word 
beginning with M; even that was pure 
guesswork; as the title suggests. Some 
classification or simple clue would save 
time and be of educational value. 
Options two and three are similar 
except that the user can type in one 
word or lists of words for themselves or 
others to guess. 

I found this program time consum- 
ing and of little educational use. Fortu- 
nately, on the other side of the tape 
“Agranams” was enjoyed by the chil- 
dren and did help them with their 
spelling. There are four options, the 
first being a mystery list. The word 
appears as an anagram and the child 
with the help of a Space Invader figure 
controlled by the spacebar places the 
letters in the correct sequence to form 
a word. 

Option two allows one word to be 
entered at a time. Option three can be 
useful for even five year olds as it is 
possible to type up to 20 words and the 
computer then presents them in ana- 
gram form. Option four is useful for 
younger children or less able children 
as U contains four letter words for the 
children to spell. All the children who 
used this program enjoyed it even 
though it is still strictly speaking a drill 
and practice program. I just wlsn there 
was more positive reinforcement built 
into the program.

Starter Word Splits is a game in which 
the last two or three letters of a word 
must be joined to the beginning by 
manipulating them into goals on the 
screen. A coloured square then 
appears round the word and the com- 
puter plays a jingle. Errors are met 
with a slightly more sombre Jingle, and 
the ending vanishes, to appear again 
later for a second attempt. At the 
conclusion of each section of the 
program there is organ music and the 
player Is given a time. The words are 
chosen around themes, the program is 
simplicity itself and, as far as 1 can tell, 
pointless. 

Word Power, which claims to “help 
you know more words, use words 
accurately, spell words correctly'', is at 
least better fun, with games which 
require fast accurate typing and a fairly 
extensive vocabulary. The “collec- 
tives" section, for example, includes a 
"conclave of cardinals’' as well as a 
“bunch of grapes" and a “bench of 
magistrates , and reactions have to be 
virtually instantaneous on the fast 
setting. 

Whether anyone learns anything 
from it is another matter. The pro- 
gram's limitations include a certain 


rigidity among the answers - both 
“still” and ‘’static” were rejected as 
opposites of “moving" - anti it makes 
no attempt to explain the words it 


no attempt to explain tne woras u 
presents. For those who Jike this sort of 
thing, Wilfred Funk’s column in Read- 
er’s Digest is probably better. 

As tne modem grammarian is as 
much essayist as analyst, grammars 
should be signed. The Grammar Tree 
is not, although it is clearly derived 
from parts or the work of Noam 
Chomsky, applied to standard En- 
glish. It sees Itself as “a popular 
learning kit for anyone who wants to 
organize all thpse half-forgotten bits of 
information about basic grammar into 
a straightforward, cohesive system of

the choice of priods. In addition to the 
Bronze Age, Tudors and Victorians, 
we have the Eleventh Century and the 
oddly named "Roman Age". Each is 
approached using the same format; 
introductory question, games, then 
follow up questions, on the period 
selected. The user choses answers 
from a list displayed on the screen. 
These have been chosen with little real 
thought, inevitably leading to arbitrary 
and simplistic responses. One intro- 
ductory question asks that types of 
hoirids beldehtified With a period’. The 
Ust gives huts, timber or brick houses, 
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genuine doubt over whether brick or 
tenrace houses are more usefully re- 
lated to the Victorian period, do we 
really want children learning identities 
that deny huts were characteristic of 
the Bronze Age, Roman period and 
the Eleventh Century? 

Even worse is the set bringing 
together roads, railways, voyages, 
ploughs and philosophy, each again 
supposedly typical or a period. Apart 
from the obviohs incoherence of this 
list, a child of seven - recommended 
Starter age for the jfrogkaift - will HaVe 
no comprehension of "philosophy", 


a rc m reran iTM 
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grammar”, but really it isn’t. Unless 
the learner's "half-forgotten bits of 
information" are the same as the 
program's it constitutes a presentation 
of a different, probably more modern, 
theory altogether. This is a transfor- 
mational grammar tree, and it should 
say so. 

The program lias its inconsistencies. 
After an idiosyncratic opening - “In 
the beginning was the sentence (The 
Bible calls it the word)" - we are 
presented with “subject and "predi- 
cate", The program tells us that “The 
predicate is the “proposition" part of 
the sentence. It makes a statement 
about the subject," and presents ns an 
example “Pansy snores’’. This fits well 
enough, but the next example, "Who 
has Been at my .porridge” is less 
successful. Someone may have been at 
my porridge, but the imagination must 
be stretched to see the rest of the 
sentence as a description of “who". 

Grammars often depend on such 
stretching, and, strictly speHkfng, the 
example stands, although the program 
could have done more to explain now. 
Perhaps the word “describes'* is not 
always adequate as a statement of the 
relation of predicate to subject. 

There are exercises in which the 
student selects, from a number of 
alternative words or groups of words, 
the one which is adjudged to fill an 
appropriate “function" in a given sec- 
tion. I was puzzled when the program 
rejected "him passionately" as an 
’'object" to complete a sentence begin- 
ning "I love", in favour of “dowimiH 
skiing”, but most of the exercises are 
unobjectionable and re-inforcc the 
terminology presented in the program. 

Nevertheless, this program creates 
more problems than it solves. Some 
points which it takes for granted, such 
as “that inborn knowledge of the 
theory that everyone has”, are in fact 
highly contentious assertions, while its 
view of 'grammar would be more 
appropriate to an introductory course 
in linguistics thnn to the casual inquirer 
for whom it is intended. However, it is 
no l rigorous enough to be usdful in this 
context, which is. unfortunate, as it 
might otherwise have helped more 
students to understand transforma- 
tional grammar sufficiently clearly to 
begin to consider its limitations.

Pcrhaps the BBC was acting on inside 
information from the weather team 
when it chose its summer theme for the 
School Radio series. Pictures in Your 
Mind.

Indeed, one of the 
problems of the series is the embar- 
rassment of riches it offers: lucky the 
primary school that has a video recor- 
der and which can show each film 
several times (as each merits and

longs to visit the Pavilion'. He gets his 
wisn with the help of a black boy and 
the series also features (June 20) a 
traditional Caribbean story “The Little 
Red Fish”.

Creativity at 
aim’s length 

Susan Thomas takes soundings on art college views of A level art

prepared to take chances with inter- 
pretation and materials. Above all, 
they hope to find, among the rough 
work and the holiday notebooks, dear 
evidence of developing themes and 
awareness of the environment. All too 
often they don’t get it. 

Max Shepherd feels strongly. 
“Speakinp purely selfishly", he said, 
“and taking no account of the prob- 
lems that 1 know face teachers in the 
dassroom - with time, materials, 
pressure to be academic - 1 feel the 
system fails. 

“It fails on two counts. First because 
it manifestly does not develop visual 
literacy and second because it has a 
dulling influence, repressing the 
creativity and enthusiasm that we 
would hope to find. 

“Far too much work is narrow, 
craft-based and stereotyped. Even to 
the extent that we see an amazing 
number of drawings and paintings on 
the same theme. This year it is win- 
dows and reflections.” 

Last year It was food in a container. 
Art rooms everywhere were redolent 
of eggs, sardines, sliced loaves, at first 
restrained, then spilling out, ripening 
and decomposing. The year before it 
was old shoes! 

There is, he feels, too little to show 
that a student has ever gone out Into 
the world, experienced it ? been fascin- 
ated by some aspect of it, brought it 
back into the studio and developed the 
theme in a variety of ways and media. 
He would like to see more personal 
commitment and more imagination, 
not just finely honed, finished pro- 
ducts. 

“It is a terrible thing when you have 
to say to an applicant, 'Don't think of 
good and bad drawing - drawing is 
an extension of yourself. I know sixth- 
formers are under great pressure but 
I’d like more rough work showing their 
own interests. Sometimes people bring 
work which has done very badly, even 
failed in the exam - and it shows real 
creativity.’’ 

Too many applicants lack visual and 
practical experience, he says. “Look at 
the paucity of display in most secon- 
daries. The primaries seem to get it 
right - there every Inch of display space 
is full of exciting, stimulating images. 
They put up everything." Secondaries 
either do nothing or operate a selec- 
tion process which leaches out the 
most creative work. 

As for practical experience, there is 
too little of it, even in the new problem 
solving, research, make and evaluate 
design exams. ‘Too much is received 
knowledge . . . students design objects 
in plastic, yet have no idea how the 
material behaves, have never been 
near a vacuum forming machine or ' 
• even been out to look at comparable 
designs in the market place.” 1 

But as the Central School’s Tim 
Shelley explained, art has been boxed 
into a tight academic structure. Many 
students opt for the degree course and 
school staff need A; level jjrwies to. 
maintain the status of their depart- 


He believes that standards have 
improved somewhat over the last de- 
cade, partly because syllabuses have 
broadened and partly because the 
introduction of design studies has 
introduced the wider concept of art 
and design. 

“But even in this field,” he says, “too 
many students submit portfolios which 
are crammed full of completely imper- 
sonal work. To be valuable in develop- 
ing visual and tactile awareness, design 
studic 5 must take place alongside work 
in drawing and colour. You even have 
the extraordinary situation where a 
student won’t bring in examples of his 
technical drawing because he doesn’t 
think it's relevant." 

The Central suggests that applicants 
bring a wide variety of work as evi- 
dence of creative ability, including 
photographs, film, tape of school per- 
formances, illustrated notebooks, 
embroidery, sewn or knitted gar- 
ments. And then it hopes they will be 
able to talk about them. 

Margaret Buck who is in charge of 
foundation studies at the Central 
looks for evidence of critical ability. 
Too many A level courses offer dis- 
crete areas of study - drawing, paint- 
ing, graphics, textiles, she says, with- 
out developing thinking skills. Yet the 
ability to make a critical analysis of 
form and function - from teapots to 
greetings cards to estate layout is as 
essential for industrialists and high 
street consumers as it is for artists and 
designers. 

Schools undervalue art and design, 
she says. “One of the things that makes 
me most angry is the careers teacher 
who fails to understand that there is a 
whole world of professional careers in 
art and design - the one who says of the 
talented youngster taking maths, phy- 
sics and art - 'He’s so much safer 
reading for a science degree - he can 
always do art as a hobby later'." 

Part of the problem is the lack of 
contact between the art colleges, ex- 
amining boards and school art depart- 
ments. Most art colleges welcome 
parties of students, some provide 
advisory interviews to help candidates 
but few go into the schools to see the 
work being done. With staff cuts and 
the loss of the part-timers there is no 
time to do so. Thus, teachers find it 
hard to know what the colleges want 
and are none too sure about the 
examiners. 

Take the AEB. It offers schools a 
slide pack showing rood, bad and 
indifferent examples ot work and, at a 
price few schools would afford these 
days, group 1 critiques. But somehow 
the message isn’t getting through, the 
bulk of the students do poorly. Last 
year, 2 per cent of the entrants in the 
art (painting) exam got an A grade and 
30 per cent an fi, sure discouragement 
to any university entrant considering A 
level art. Artists and designers may 
persevere in the knowledge that the 
colleges will discount the grade any- 
way but what of tomorrows engineers, 
marketing managers, publishers and 
town councillors? They too could do 
with a good dose of visual awareness. 

If, as Max Shepherd says, and there 
is plenty of support for his view, you 
can’t judge creativity and enviornmen- 
tal awareness at a distance, then 
. pcrJVHp 5 ,lbehew A levels, shpuld.briqg 
the examipfl^into the schqols and to > 
hell with the cost.

One of any examining board's main 
objectives must be to ensure greatest 
justice to the greatest number of. 
candidates. This Is a crucial factor and 
the core of everything that we do. With 
this in mind, we will attempt to explain 
the approach taken in the visual arts 
department of the Associated Examin- 
ing Board, with special emphasis on art 
and design subjects at O level and art 


and crafts subjects at A level, which, 
since they include compulsory practic- 
al components, pose a particular chal- 
lenge. 

Of the nine GCE examining boards 
in Britain, enoh will be trying to 
provide a service which is special, arid 
at least in some ways different from the 
others. These differences are extreme- 
ly important as they allow for choice 
within the system; even with the 
possible advent of the single system of 
examining at 16-plus, it is intended 
that the policy of ''freedom of choice" 
will be retained, although it will be 
between groups of examining boards 
rather than individual boards. The 
kind of service which the AEB offers itv 
the visual arts, then, is in many ways; 
different from, but comparable to, that 
offered by other ,GCE boards. 

In visual arts subjects, the AEB 
offers a very wide range of syllabuses. 
They vary from a more or less straight- 
forward O level art examination, com- 
posed of two practical tests under 
controlled conditions, plus course- 
work, to an examination such as 
history of art, which is examined by 
means of two written papers. 

Many of the syllabuses also contain a 
considerable number of separate, 
often self-contained options. For ex- 
ample, in the A level “art & crafts” 
ejSunibajrioYi, Candida tdS’ard required 1 
to take 'one “design and pr actice of a 
craft” - paper frbfm fhe' fblMtfih 


At O level, new art and design 
syllabuses were introduced in L979 to 
allow for a change in emphasis towards 
courses which givegTeater stress to the 
design process. The three separate 
■examinations are art, design; and art 
and design, all of which offer a choice 
of options. 

One of the aims of these art ex- 
aminations is to encourage the estab- 
lishment of courses involving candi- 
dates in activities which are concerned 
with reception and sensitivity, as well 
as the development of skills necessary 
for expression and communication. In 
more detail, such courses should pro- 
vide opportunities for the develop- 
ment of a wide variety of experiences 
through activity with a range of media, 
processes and techniques; through the 
expression and communication of 
ideas, feelings and information; and 
through the development and under- 
standing of aesthetic values. 

The examinations arc considered as 
nn extension of a method of working 
and not as an isolated and artificial 
exercise. In the answers to design 
questions, evidence of an understand- 
ing of the sequential stages through 
which an Idea passes before it is finally 
realized is required, and the values 
of craftsmanship are also looked for, 
both in the execution and to some 
extent in the presentation of work. 

During a course of study, pandidates 
will hopefully have the opportunity of 
visiting galleries, museums, work-

Children of tender age despatch or 
deliver their film to a commercial 
processor and eagerly await the re- 
turned prints. Given some guidance, 
children take very creditable photo- 
graphs and Bre soon .able to snow a 
handsome set of prints. But the actual 
process that produced the prints re- 
mains a distant, invisible contribution. 

This is a great shame because dark- 
room processing - particularly the 
moment when the image appears on 
the paper - is a magical and valuable 
experience which enables children to 
understand some of the chemical mys- 
tery that has allowed this small miracle 
to lake place. 

Another piece of magic that delights 
us all is (he creation, in seconds only, 
of ‘instant** prints. An example readily 
available to schoolchildren ' is the 
"Quick Pics" kind of photo-booth to 
be found at railway stations. 

The fundamental magic of photo- 
graphy, however, will not be properly 
appreciated unless we make a deliber- 
ate effort to demonstrate basic princi- 
ples. 

One obvious Grst step is lo help a 
group of children to load a simple 
camera with black and white film, 
make their pictures, then develop and 
print the Elm. 

A second way, I suggest, is to return 
to the very beginning of the history of

A photogram is sometimes called a 
shadow picture and the basic require- 
ments for a practical session are: a 
room that can be darkened, red safety 
light, white light, three plastic dishes to 
contain developer, fixer and cold wa- 
ter and photographic bromide paper. 

It is helpful to nave wristwatch that 
counts seconds, Sellotape, a piece of 
thin picture glass about 8 " x 6 " and 
a piece of perspex or similar clear 
material, about 5* x 3". 

After producing several direct 
photograms, you wul probably want to 
expen meat with magnification or your 
subject matter. This means you must 
have a lens, as, for example. In a 
photographic enlarger. 


Preparation and materials 
Prepare the three dishes. Any shallow 
plastic tray can be used but the conven- 
tional photographer's dish is about T 
deep and measures 10 " x 8 * so that 
whole-plate paper may be dealt with 
comfortably. 

Mix the developer and the fixer 
(hypo) according to the manufactur- 
er's instructions. Remember that the 
fixer may be used for another session 
but the developer will be discarded 
after one session. Fill the third dish 
with fresh cold water.

Method 

Darken the room and use the red 
safety light. Arrange your chosen 
object on one piece of printing paper.

If you do experience diffi- 
culty with objects curling away from 
the paper, place a piece of clean glass 
on top to ensure that they lie fiat and 
contact the paper evenly. Switch on 
the white light, thus exposing the 
sensitive paper, for five seconds. Slide 
the objects off the paper. Now you can 
begin the developing and printing 
sequence.

Processing 

Plunge the sheet of paper into the tray 
of developer; keep it submerged for 
about 30 seconds, depending on the 
opaqueness or otherwise of the subject 
and on how rapidly the background 
turns black. Your aim is to achieve an 
inky black background to emphasize 
the starkness of the subject. 

With a really opaque object (for 
example, thistles) your image must be 
strictly white, whereas subtleties of 
tone and texture can be obtained by 
finding objects which arc less dense, 
more translucent (for example, flimsy 
petals). Now rinse the sheet quickly in 
cold water and then place in the fixer 
where it should remain for about 10 
minutes. Finally, wash your print in 
cold running water for half an hour. 

The magnification of subject matter 
is always captivating. Choose a small 
leaf ana mount it carefully onto a piece 
of perspex by taping the stem down 
neatly. Instead of perspex one could 
alternatively use the negative holder of 
■ a photographic enlarger. By treating 
the leaf as if it were a negative, its 
image can now be magnified to the size 
you want. The enlarger's condenser 
provides the necessary rapid light 
exposure and the image is conveyed to 
the sheet of printing paper beneath. 
With a delicate subject like this leaf, 
the exposure will be very brief indeed, 
perhaps only one second long. You 
have to experiment to judge the best 
exposure tune.

Later, you will enjoy turning 
your attention to the strange effects 
you can achieve from trails of sand, 
crumpled plastic or textured glass. 

After trying a range of direct photo-

Results can 
e rewarding - and occasionally quite 
disastrous. But some people find this

People always ask about using col- 
our .

Photogram-making is not just fo 
province of science or art teachers, lib 
u technique that many artists and 
photographers have worked with, 
among them Christian Schad, Men 
Ray, Mokoly-Nagy, and Bill Brandi. 

This list is or twentieth century 
names, but the first photograms were 
made in the 1830s by the pioneer of 
British photography, William Henry 
Fox Talent. He called the prints he 
obtained “photogenic drawings" but 
his work certainly fits our definition 
of photograms so those experiments 
can truly be called the forerunner of 
photography. 

Soon after Fox Talbot's work repro- 
ducing the images of leaves and trag- 
ments of lace, he progressed to lie 
invention of calotype prints; tbit was 
the firm base from which modem 
photography has developed, the nega- 
tive/positive process.

ity, not merely of an observational 
kind but with all the imaginative 


fluency which can lead to maturity as 
an artist. But their potential may pass 
unnoticed; even if recognized, there is 
no longer special educational provi- 
sion in visual art as there is for the 
other arts. 

If as a child you show exceptional 
facility in music, dancing or acting, 
there are schools for accelerated learn- 
ing in these areas, with top-level 
tuition. In visual art such opportunities 
have vanished and one must be at least 
17 for admission to any specialist art 
institution. 

Accomplished young musicians and 
actors are seen in live and television 
performances but the work of young ■ 
visual artiste is absent from our galler- 
ies. Neglect of the needs of the young 
artist has become a virtue and the 
long-term consequences may be cul- 
turally deterimental. 

Art apprenticeships have long since 
disappeared; those in the crafts offer 


the process of raising the age at which 
positive art teaching begins. 

For the 11-plus pupil, it is arguable 
that sophisticated comprehensive 
school art departments created in the 
last two decades are adequate for the 
needs of even the most eager young 
artist. But 1 1 is too late for some whose 
minds arc already raging with visual 
imagery and the fascination of its 
portrayal. School art experiences can 
be too fragmented for them, lesson 
periods too short and the proportion of 
curriculum time too small. 

The standard of art teaching is now 
high but it may not be high enough for 
exceptional pupils nor may it be feasi- 
ble to tutor them as much as is 
desirable. Primary schools cannot do 
much to begin the work. The 1982 
Gulbenkian report (The Arts in 
Schools) suggests that M U is the 
school’s job to recognize such gifts and

sense of social responsibility. Pupils 
perform in schools and hospitals as 
well as in more prestigious places. 
Older pupils assist younger ones. As 
the school's A level results show, 
breadth of study is important; music 
weights the curriculum but does not 
over-balance it. 

The Menuhin school is highly suc- 
cessful in preparing its brilliant pupils 
for professional life. It is not the ideal 
model for consideration of ' early 
teaching in visual art, focusing on 
performance skills rather than on com- 
position. But it does show the value of 
assembling resldenlinlly the very 
young ana the adult, the aspiring ana 
the already brilliant, with a common 
passion in one of the arts. Exceptional 
art pupils of similar age-range might 
also benefit from such an environment 
even though teaching objectives would 
be different. 

The case for early training of visual 
artists is strong as the evidence of 
drawing development shows. The 
apparently random scribbles of two- 
year-olds often contain the genesis of 
forms for each individual's later imag- 
ery. By seven some Important life- 
themes in art may have begun to. 
evolve. Especial facility in drawing is* 
often man i rested well before seven os a 
prolific and passionate struggle for 


expression. Much early drawing takes 
place at home away from possible 
tuition and in an instinctive wish to 
conceal its unusualncss. 

Educational and cultural (nor poli- 
tical) arguments suggest the need to 
replace m our system some at least of 
those opportunities for specialist study 
which have been removed from it. The 
spearheads of excellence still need to 
be honed somewhere and should not 
be left to chance. But genuine innova- 
tions must not be regarded as the 
prerogative of private enterprise. 
Junior art schools should be recreated 
but for children from eight years, 
residential for some and offering inten- 
sive training in fine art as well as 
design. 

We can all sec the unlikelihood of 
this at the present time. An indepen- 


dent group may have to make the first 
move without waiting for times to 
improve; exceptionally artistic chil- 
dren need special tuition now. 

A pioneering institution could be 
founded, funded and inspired by emi- 
nent artists, gathering the best artist- 
teachers. Unlike the Menuhin school, 
it would focus on the development of 
individual creative styles more than on 
traditional modes of expression and 
technique, for the task is to develop 
compositional brilliance rather than 
the art of the performer. 

Capable of eventually enriching all 
our lives, such a school need not be 
dlilist, for its graduates must ultimately 
be judged alongside other artists. But 


at least they will have been given the 
best possible help in developing their 
exceptional skills. 

Would the Government be willing to 
support pupil artists as it does pupil 
musicians? Are there enough artists 
Bnd teachers willing to assist? Is there a 
Menuhin of the visual arts out there 
somewhere?

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A waU of beginnings

I was about to teach my last art class of 
the term and feeling pretty fed-up. The 
craft sink was blocked. There were 
Coca-Cola cans in the clay bin, and I 
still hadnjt persuaded anyone to help 
me improve things for the cleaning staff. 

But luck was on my side when the 
third years arrived, “we want to do 
something different”, demanded Mary 
Ann who has chosen art for an option 
next year. “Well," I smiled making the 
most of providence, “As it happens ..." 

There were a few protests, of 
course, but they had the radio on and I 
let them eat their crisps. We even 
finished a while before the bell. And 
since I like verbal interaction when 
there's time I asked them, “Who saw 
Tom Keating on television last night?" 
It was a series I had much affection for, 
showing Tom's gift for taking the 
viewer through the experience of put- 
ting brush ana paint to canvas. Ana I’d ■ 
been saddened too, to hear of his 
recent death. I looked around at the 
sea of young faces. One of them was 
chewing. 

“Tuesday on Channel 4," I ven- 
tured. “What time?" a blonde girl 
called {tom the back of the room. 1 said 
1 thought it was 8.30 " Dallas is on 
then," someone mumbled. “ Minder is 
on ITV", quipped another. They 
looked apologetic all the same. 

Have any of you heard of Tom 
Keating?” I tried again. “He's a 
famous artist,” announced a West 
Indian girl wearing glasses. “He sells 

g ictures to rich people," glamorous 
andra called out, pulling on her coat, 
ready for the rush for the door. Then 
the bell went and I managed “put your 
chairs up,” and someone yelled, ,r nicc 
holiday, before the room was silent. 

Their description of Keating had 
intrigued me. There were the usual 
stereotypes of course, the famous 
artist .... sells pictures to rich people 
.... But why, I wondered, was there 
no mention of Keating's real claim to 
fame? His notorious facility for 
copying the Masters and his challenge 
to the expertise of top art dealers with 
his collection of fake Samuel Palmers - 
as numerous, almost, as the real items 
in Oxford's Ashmolean museum. 

I could, of course, have given my 
class cues to jog their memories. There 
was Keating's trial at the Old Bailey in 
the late 1970s, and revelations in the 
press concerning his contributions to 
Sislcys and Renoirs on the market. No 
doubt the youngsters could have been 
reminded of news headlines of the 
time, but I can’t help but think that, 
their emphasis on his skill as an artist , 
shows a Kind of collective reverence, 
even, perhaps, unconscious admira- 
tion for the virtuoso performance of 
the copyist. 

When I began teaching in the 1950s 
an insistence on “origlnaT work from 
pupils, that is drawing direct from 
nature, or encouraging students to use 
only their memory for pictorial refer- 
ence was very much the rule of law laid 
by the Art Inspectorate. An under- 
standable reaction, in fact, to the

Yet copying the admired image to 
promote progress has played a signifi- 
cant part in art history. Great painting 
has grown from stepping stones 
through routes already taken. The 
Flemish Romanists, for example “bor- 
rowed” Michaelangelo’s treatment of 
anatomy, and the delicate nudes of 
Cranach were, it's said, influenced by 
the numerous copies of Botticelli’s on 
the market. 

However, those who are concerned 
in the methods used to teach art in our 
schools have every right to be vigilant, 
in making sure that the concept of 
copying as a mode of expression docs 
not take precedence over more ex- 
acting cognitive skills. 


Victorian and Edwardian principles of 
copying the Masters such as Da Vinci 
and Raphael. As a young teacher 1„ 
too, followed the notion of originality 
at nil costs, which was easy enough in 
my first teaching post in a primary 
school since the very young express, 
for the most part, a natural, joyful 
individuality.

Did Michelangelo get his PhD? Was | 
Manet an MA7 Did Rodin get a lower 
second in sculpture? The application 
to any form of creativity of the pseudo- 
objective measuring techniques of a 
competitive examination system is 
dearly full of potential absurdities, 
and nowhere is inis more evident than 
io the Geld of fine art. 

In the academic and scientific disci- 
plines, it is possible to measure how 
much information a student has 
absorbed. It is within the bounds of 
feasibility to come to some conclusions 
about liis ability to evaluate, relate and 
present this Information. In the past it 
might have been possible also to assess 
■ painter’s skill at presenting a visually 
convincing image of an apple or a 
torso, or examine him on ms know- 
ledge of anatomy, or the preparation 
of pigments. But not today. 

Mat mark out of a hundred do you 
award to an artist who submits for his 
eiaminalion photographs of a line of 
stones from Salisbury to Andover? 
And how would you compare his work 
with that of one of his peers who 
submits a "performance”, or plants 
Hags on the railway line between 
Didcot and Swindon? 

Yet every year groups of tutors, 
accompanied by the external assessors 
approved by the Council for National 
Academic Awards, perambulate the 
painting studios of 63 British art col- 
leges, debating with great conviction, 
and sometimes with acrimony whether 
(hey should award a student of paint- 
in/or sculpture 69 or 72 marks. 

Should they push him or her into a

absorbed into the CNAA. 

Whitehall and Curzon Street were 
consumed by a desire to tidy up what 
seemed to them the disjointed world of 
art education. Degrees were becoming 
essential for any iob, with the addition- 
al complication that in teaching, where 
the majority of art students would end 
up, the Burnham structure created a 
salary distinction (which over a whole 
career could add up to tens of 
thousands of pounds) between those 
who had a good degree and those who 
had not. At the same time, too, not a 
few members of the staffs of art 
colleges saw in the degree system an 
enhancement of their own socio-edu- 
cational status. 

Perhaps it is this latter factor which' 
has contributed in part to the curious 
relationship of honours degrees in fine 
art in comparison with those in other 
fields. The figures are very revealing. 
Between 1980 and 1982 the number of 
students taking graduate courses in art 
and design under CNAA regulations 
rose from 15,361 to 17,968, tnc latter 
figure comparing with 42,947 in Brts 
and social studies; 57,034 in science 
and technology; 15,947 in business and 
management studies. 

Each year some 7,000 students are 
awardea degrees in art and design, 
slightly over a third of them in the area 
of fine art. In 1981, no less than 466 
received first class honours, the high- 
est number going to fine art with 180, 
well in advance of those given in the 
design areas. In percentage terms 12 
per cent of fine art students got firsts 
compared with 9 per cent of graphic 
students, 8 per cent of three-dimen- 
sional design students and 7 per cent of 
those who went in for fashion and 
textiles. 

But this imbalance is nothing when 
comparison is made between the num- 
ber of first class honours awarded in 
fine art, and those in other disciplines. 
In 1982 of students submitting for their 
first degree under the auspiacs of the 
CNAA first class honours were 
awarded to 27 studying architecture, 
36 to those in civil engineering, 12 to 
those in psychology, 4 to the histo- 
rians, 25 to chemists, 6 to psychologists 
and 1 to those who opted for music. In 
the same year, no less than 161 fine art 
students were given first class degrees, 
with the figure rising to 268 if the 
design areas are also included. In the 
same year 72 second (MA) degrees 
were awarded to fine art students 
compared with 39 for these in 
architecture and 23 for historians. 

Either something is wrong with the 
-standards applied to the reward of 
degrees in an area where, in any case 
such a process is of dubious relevance, 
or Britain is hovering on the verge of 
an artistic epoch which will make the

the Ikon has fostered for the past five 
years an artists in schools scheme to 
encourage artists and school students 
to share their experience. Antonia 
Payne, gallery director, and Vivien 
Lovell, scheme coordinator believe 
that in order for contemporary art to 
survive and remain meaningful artists 
must have contact with a public 
beyond gallery or studio walls. An 
audience for living artists must be 
build and school children are an 
essentia] part. 

An artist in a school residency can 
potentially offer a challenging and 
energizing input, but how, we might 
ask, can both artists and school matte 
best use of such schemes? 

Lisa Henderson, Fine Arts and 
Craft Officer for West Midlands Aits, 
believes sadly that some schools lack 
the imagination and flexibility to facili- 
tate meaningful creative communica- 
tion between students and artists. 

Recently, Ana Maria Pacheco, a 
Brazilian sculptor, completed a 30-day 
(over 10 weeks) residency at The 
Trinity School, Leamington Spa, and 
for everyone concerned it was an 
enormous success. An examination of 
this residency might help to explore 
some of the special problems and 
delights involved in such .projects. 

Pacheco’s wood carving is jjower- 
-fully disturbing. Vivien Lovell believes 
the images ask questions of the 
onlooker" rather than provide 
answers. The artist hopes that onlook- 
ers will “explore rather than confirm 
the expectations that they bring with 
them". Contained in these ideas are 
the views that school children need not 
be, as it were, visually patronized; they 
ore capable of perceiving and express- 
ing powerful feelings and in doing so 
become involved in the difficult pro- 
cesses of creative work. 

Pacheco’s residency began with the 
arrival of her basic material (a log 
approximately nine feet longl, ana 
concluded with an exhibition of a 
finished Ggure (one of five to be 
completed for a work entitled The 
Banquet) surrounded by students' 
carvings, prints, drawings, musical 
compositions and theatre perform- 
ances. They were products of a com- 
plex process in which both artist and 
children began at a seemingly chaotic

and simply ‘do your own thing.’ One 
must be prepared to have one's ego 
shaken”. 

At the same time schools which were 
not willing to be flexible and to be 
disrupted to some extent, would not be 
able to make best use of an artist in 
residence. Trinity art deportment 
offered Pacheco a screen to work 
behind if at any time she needed 
solitude but this she refused, saying “if 
I had hidden behind the screen 1 would 
have been reinforcing a sense of 
alienation often felt between artists 
and the public. 1 believe in breaking 


down the barriers caused by the image 
of the “mystical” artist. 

Her willingness to experience both 
a physical and emotional closeness with 
students and statt encouraged the 
emergence of the “magic" of creative 
processes and the development of 
personal relationships. Students spent 
most break and lunch-times modell- 
ing, carving, printing nnd painting. 
Many felt able to approach ner with 
personal problems and aspirations, all 
Indicative of the intense nature of her 
residency.

Scottish flirts Council 
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Peter Dormer talks with William Newland about working in clay 



Intelligent craftsmen say that modern 
designers know of just two types of 
finish for surfaces - shiny or lumpen 
textured. And intelligent observers, 
their appetites for crafts and 
architecture fuelled by such marvellous 
shows as the Romanesque exhibition 
(Hayward Gallery, London), can only 
admire and envy the intellectual 
achievement of producing such three- 
dimensional works as Durham 
Cathedral. 

Our age produces boxes - with or 
without the flat facades of post* 
modernist this or neo-classical that. 
Contemporary design frequently per- 
forms competently out in terms of n 
tactile and visual aesthetic, in terms of 
creating architectural rather than han- 
gar space, our designers are limited. 

But are such limitations surprising? 
After all, it is likely that n young 
designer's education in tactile qualities 
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and three dimensional making and 
modelling (not model making) hardly 
extends beyond primary school. And 
in the primary school the sum total of a 
hands-on, three-dimensional educa- 


tion may rest with the creation of 
collages of milk bottle tops and sun- 
flower seeds. Many secondary schools, 
and even design departments in col- 


leges, ignore strategics for developing 
a sense of surface or even a sense of 
space. Which brings us to clay and 
William Newland. 

For more than 30 years, Newiand 
has taught children and trainee 
teachers to pot and work clay. Much of 
his career nas been spent in the art 
department of the Institute of Educa- 
tion, University of London, and he is 
an accomplished potter with work in 
the V&A, and he has completed 
several architectural commissions 
jointly with Ills wife, Margaret Hine. 

Newland is worried that clay work in 
schools is disappearing and that in the 
past few years art departments in 
colleges of education have reverted to 
their pre-fifties dearth of three-dimen- 
sional activity. Indeed, 95 per-cent of 
students training to teach art in prim- 
ary schools have abandoned the use of 
three-dimensional materials (this fig- 
ure is based on the London (Universi- 
ty BEd examinations, 1982). But does 
it matter? 

Newland believes that the dearth of 
three-dimensional work In schools is 
responsible to an extent, for the bland- 
ness of design, town planning and 
architecture. He also argues that the 
conceptual abilities involved in making 
something in the round, which fits 
together and looks right from all 
aspects and possesses a lively or sensi- 
tive surface, is as an intelligent an 
activity as dancing equations off the 
end of a computer. 

The- inability of most adults to draw 
or model anything remotely approx- 
imating what they see or conceive is 
horrifying - as is Newland's specula- 
tion that most children are generally 



ignore them. There are three basic 
hand skills in Newland's programme: 
rolling clay with the hands (not on the 
table) to make coils and coils into pots; 
taking a ball of day in the hands to 
pinch into a pot; ana taking a piece of 
day and clapping it between the hands 
to make a slab. Other techniques are 
involved such as how to join two pieces 
of clav together. 

The emphasis on keeping the clay 
between the hands in the early stages is 
a pedagogic strategy to get the child 
thinking and feeling three-dimen- 
sionally, but obviously flat surfaces and 
banding wheels are soon required. 
Newland is insistent, however, 'There 
is no point in teaching a skill unless you 
can use it". And the u$e to which these 
skills are put is expressive modelling. 

But here expressive is not a synonym 
for arbitrariness. For one thing New- 
land uses expressive modelling both to 
clarify and extend a child's experience. 
He might, for example, get a child to 
model nls or her pel dog or cat. An 
ideal subject because pets are picked 
up and cuddled. In terms of express- 
iveness and inaury modelling a pet 
beats drawing it hands down. Newland 
believes modelling comes more natur- 
ally and is easier than drawing because 
there is less uncertainty about where to 
place the legs on a clay cat, for 
example, than working out where 
exactly they ought to go and how they 
should be joined up in a drawing. 


career. The incompetence of both 
children and adults to draw or model 
or think three-dimensionally and 
observe the world in detail betrays an 
ignorance of the world about them and 
a limited ability to make inferences 
and judgments from what they see. 

William Newland believes that an 
English or western child’s education 
inclines the child to “think” or “see” 
■graphically, two- dimensionally. The 
child loams to write and work with pen 
and paper, always working on a flat 
-table or desk. And even where clay is 
used the results tend to be flat and not 
round - ginger-bread figures rather 
than ripe T’ang ones. 

As an aside to this, Newland draws 
attention to the fullness of much 
African sculpture, explaining that its 
fullness derives from the fact of it being 
made outdoors, often worked in the 
round by being held between the knees 
or Feel. From this aside an immediate 
practical strategy follows for English 
classroom practice - each child should 
' use a banding wheel, “If all kids had 
banding wheels then the recent history 
.of English art and design might have 
been very different. Tnere is an En- 
glish disease, we cannot see or feel in 
the round.” 

The basic' elements of teaching Clay;

Oae of Newland's acolytes, Mary 
Flint, who teaches with clay at St 
Clements High School, Terrington, 
Kings Lyn, follows the Newland line in 
getting the children to work and think 
three dimensionally. Much of her 
teaching deals with the child's familiar 
world and with nature. She is fascin- 
ated by how little the children and 
adults notice what is going on around 
them - insects, butterflies, birds are 
seldom seen - and these are things 
which remain unnoticed until lost for 
good. 

She emphasizes the value of the 
natural world in the projects she 
tackles. Indeed value, whether it be

With 
trainee teachers Newland has devised 
projects such as getting each student to 
model his or herself, unclothed on a 
settee, at home. The point of the settee 
Is that it is most likely to be a familiar, 
domestic object, full of memories, 
perhaps, while at the same time pre- 
senting a contrast in texture and form to 
the naked flesh. And both elements, 
settee and body, are part of the 
trainee’s own experience. 

The preparatory work required of 
the teacher can often be time-consum- 
ing, for this work involves a lot of 


personal or social, to do with society or 
'the family, is discussed with the chil- 
dren as tne various projects develop. 


Mary Flint encourages children to 
develop a sense of the innate worth of 
their own work and also acquire the 
understanding: that there is an innate 
satisfaction tone derived not only from 
the final product but also the process of 
making it. 

One project involves the children in 
making clay models of cameras which 


are split in two and then populated 
with things which the child values. 
Another project involves the similar 
use of portrait heads.

Report by Marjorie Stewart 
on art and craft 
in Rudolf Steiner schools 


Visit any Rudolf Steiner school any- 
where in the world and you are 
immediately aware of the place of the 
arts and crafts in the curriculum. 
Indeed, short of walking round with 
tout head in a paper sack, you couldn’t 
fail to notice them. Firstly because 
everyone, from kindergarten to Ox- 
bridge entrance, does them and 
secondly, because they spend so much 
lime doing them. . . 

Steiner, a philosopher, educationist 
and spiritual teacher believed in the 
education of the whole being - physic- 
al, spiritual and mental. Thus, he gave 
arts and crafts equal weight in the 
school curriculum with academic, 
manual and technical subjects. 

More, he laid down precise guide- 
lines for the types of activities 
appropriate to each age and stage of 
human development, the time of day 
when they should be practised ana 
even the most suitable medium and 
subject matter for the lesson. 

It all this smacks of Napoleonic 
authoritarianism, the original antidote 
to the educational freedom of the 
individual, and l must admit to feeling 
pretty queazy about rigid curricula, 
there are plenty of indications that it 
does not work out that way. 

The children, whom I saw at 
Michael Hall, a Rudolf Steiner school 
in Sussex, seemed relaxed, friendly 
ud confident. The art and craft work 
iothe senior classes was lively, assured 
asd frequently of a very high standard 
sod the students dearly had no diffi- 
culty expressing their individual inter- 
pretation of the subject. 

Then again, Steiner schools were 
dosed by the Nazis in the 1930s 
precisely because they encouraged the 
development of the individual. And, 
most recently , the upper school’s “ Pre- 
paration for Life’ course - which 
inevitably indudes the arts and crafts -

Where post-Plnwden state educa- 
tion differs from Steiner is in the 
degree of uniformity displayed by the 
younger children’s work. 

Although all art is supposed to be 
“guided” there seems to be a strong 
compulsion for teachers to suggest the 
picture so strongly that tho result is 25 
more or less, carbon copies. Even 
given that the lesson is exclusively 
concerned with a technique - tonal 
variation in a landscape, light and 
shade, harmony and contrast - it is 
disconcerting to be confronted with a 
wall full of similar pictures. 

Perhaps this is a result of another 
Steiner principle - that until puberty 
the child is more secure if all the 
information is processed by the 
teacher. This means that the children 
are exposed to few external stimuli in 
the way of textbooks or wall charts and 
there is no television or radio in school 
•time. Perhaps il shows that young 
children do like to conform and that by 
urging them to be different - veiy 
demanding if you are not particularly 
creative - we put them under pressure 
and make them feel insecure. 

Now the thing that really impressed 
me about the whole system was that 
though I toll very uneasy about tbe 
uniformity ot the under 14s work and 
disturbed by the prevalence of wishy- 
washy water colours (some executed 
by staff and others copied by children), 
the work of older students showed 
none of these characteristics. " 

Quite the contrary. They seemed to 
emerge as positive young artists and 
craftsmen, able to use a wide number 
of skills and to apply them in an 
original manner. 

Thirteen-year-olds in a woodwork 
session handled their chisels, sur- 
forms, rasps and coping saws com- 
.petently, carving out water toys, 
cheeseboards and fruit bowls with 
enthusiasm and considerable success. 

Fifteen-year-olds in an optional pot- 
tery class displayed that relaxed 
approach to life which Is all too 
famiUar to distraught secondary staff. 
In spite of this they were turning out 
well. crafted and visually appealing coil 
ots and thrown pots ot a rate which

Steiner felt very strongly that to 
create a balanced and happy person 
equal emphasis should be given to aU 
aspects of man and that school should 


in an artistic way and there should ae 
no excessive attention to grinding 
intellectual work. 

Arts and crafts teachers battling for 
a decent share of the timetable might 
care to quote him in their defence. 
“You may be sinning against the 
healthy condition of the child if you 
occupy him for an hour with what is 
usually called grammar. Enteric illnes- 
ses very often are caused by grammar 
lessons." How well 1 remember the 
gripping stomach pains which invari- 
ably preceded a session of parsing and 
analysis.

The unifying clement, however, is 
almost always the desire to make 
patterns.

Nevertheless, the expert 
obstructionist can make it sound us if 
pupil demand is paramount, even 
though in most of his own lessons 
children merely copy banalities off the 
blackboard. 

Ploy 2b - It’s the wrong lime

factor as high as 0.7.

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T he Manpower Services Commission's corporate 
plan, revised each year, provides an opportun- 
ity for the MSC to give its assessment of the state 
of employment and training, and review its 
plans for meeting the needs which arise therefrom. For 
most of its short life, the MSC has been the hearer of 
grim predictions on jobs. This year, the first paragraph 
of the glossy document strikes a slightly less gloomy 
note: “For the first time since the beginning of the 
recession, the year ahead should show a small rise in 
national employment "■ 

The upturn in output is noted, together with the fact 
that unemployment has more or less stabilized, and the 
upward trend in the (modest) number of vacancies has 
continued. “In the longer term," (he MSC believes, “it 
seems likely that employment will grow, hut demog- 
raphic factors will continue to produce an increase in 
the population of working age . . - The growth of 
employment seems unlikely lo be enough to achieve 
large reductions in unemployment.’' 

As far as young people leaving school are con- 
cerned . however, the de mographic trend is downward, 
and continues downwards for another eight or nine 
years. The peak age-groups - men and women born in 
the early 1960s - are now in their early twenties and it 
may well be lhat the centre of gravity of the MSC’s 
activities will shift in the coming years away from the 
school-leavers towards the older age-groups. Perhaps 
the most depressing statistic of all (hose in the 
corporate plan is the number of long-term unemployed 
- up from 375,000 in 1981 to more than a million in 
1 983, without any real prospect of coming down below 
the million mork during this planning period. The 
figure would be even higher if it were not for the 
Community Programme, which now takes some 
200,000 off the benefits register.

It has adopted a cautious 
planning figure for the YTS in 1984-85 of about 
400,000- about mid-way between the September 1983 
target and the actual number of trainees who enrolled. 
Last year the colleges got their fingers badly burned by 
setting up programmes for trainees who never mater- 
ialized. There are no guarantees it will be different this 
time, but 400,000 seems a reasonable compromise. 

The critical question about the future of the YTS 
concerns its relationship with what the MSC calls “the 
first year of longer duration Initial training arrange- 
ments" - meaning apprenticeships. If the YTS is to be 
what the New Training Initiative originally intended - 
a' comprehensive training and vocational preparation 
scheme for all who leave school at 16 and seek to enter 
employment - it is crucially important to get the E1TB 
and CITB to come in and stay within the scheme in a 
meaningful way. The argument turns on how much 
work experience is required and how specialized 
should be skills training in the foundation year. The 
training and experience offered to all YTS trainees 
could be improved if the MSC and the training boards 
could reach an accommodation which leads to a better 
balance between broad preparation and hard skills. 

Unless what remains of the apprenticeship system 
can be incorporated in the Youth Training Scheme, 
the YTS will be just what the MSC task group, which 
devised it, wanted to avoid: a stop-gap scheme for the 
otherwise unemployed. As Mr Young clearly recog- 
nizes, the quality of the training and education it 
provides has got to speak for itself. It cannot hope to 
do this unless it can come in terms with traditional 


forms of skill (ruining. 

The MSC take-over of a quarter of cmploymcnl- 
rclaicd non-advnnccd further education in England 
and Wnles (not Scotland, note, where the Scottish 
Education Department is mnilc nf sterner stuff than 
the DES), receives three non-committal paragraphs in 
the corporate plan, stressing the need for close 
collaboration between the further education service 
and the MSC. So fur, of course, the local education 
authorities have stubbornly refused to respond to MSC 
overtures. The MSC has been content to allow time to 
pass in the hope that the dust would settle, hut it is still 
under nn obligation to “consider and consult about 
appropriate machinery at national and local level and 
report to the Government as a mutter of urgency". 

Five months after the publication of Training for 
Jobs , the Government’s decision on NAFE still looks 
wrong. It was taken on doctrinaire and prejudiced 
grounds by ministers who are wonderfully ignorant of 
what was happening at ground level, and against the 
advice of those in possession of the best information. 
There is no reason to believe the MSC can make 
vocational education more responsive to industrial and 
commercial needs. The Government deserves to be 
beaten on this one by (he local authorities and the 
colleges - as indeed it can he, if I hey continue to stand 
firm against this piece of arrant centralist dogma. If the 
local authorities are to hold on to any of their pride and 
their self-confidence, they must defend their claim to 
be those best fitted to assess and respond to local 
demands. If the financial mechanisms of local govern- 
ment, as twisted and bent by one Secretary of State for 
the Environment after another, inhibit their quick 
response, then it is the straightening out of these 
mechanisms which is needed, not a new structure 
bossed by the MSC, but still dependent on the goodwill 
and expertise of the local authorities and their staff. 



A long way 
togo 

The teachers’ salary restructuring 
negotiations have clearly reached a 
critical stage with Catch 22 threatening 
to ensnare both sides.

Maximum pressure is being brought o 
Jl ar on local authority negotiators to 
V mc to allow the teachers’ pay claim 
in eo to arbitration when they meet 
£5 Monday for the first time since 
industrial action started in the class- 
rooms, Richard Garner writes. 

National Union of Teachers leaders 
announced they would be exempting 
all local education authorities that had 
oublicly declared themselves in favour 
of arbitration from their third wave of 
selective strikes next Tuesday. 

Authorities covered by the Labour- 
controlled Association of Metropoli- 
tan Authorities and Labour-controlled 
authorities in the Association of Coun- 
ly Councils - who have called for 
arbitration - are also to be exempted. 

The move means that strike action 
will take place in only 32 authorities - 
which are holding out against arbitra- 
tion - next week. Schools in those 
authorities will, in addition, face a 
ballot next week on a further three day 
strike action in the week beginning 
June 18. . , , , 

The decision has angered Left-win- 
gers In the union which plans to lobby 
the NUT executive in a fortnight’s time 
to press for an escalation of Industrial 
action. , „ 

In all, at least 300 schools in those 32 
l.t.B.s will be hit by strike action 
involving 6.000 NUT members - an 
escalation of the number of teachers 
involved this week. 

Mr Doug McAvoy, acting general 
secretary of the union, estimated that

The National Association of School- 
masters/Union of Women Teachers, 
which is bringing teachers in four more 
local education authorities out on a 
series of "lightning" strikes next Mon- 
day, announced it would be prepared 
to review its action if authorities made 
public and unequivocal statements in 
favour of arbitration. 

The four new authorities facing 
strike action by the NAS/UWT are 
Nottinghamshire, Northumberland. 
Devon and Bedfordshire. The union 
has already called off strike action in 
the Isle of Wight and Cheshire. 

Meanwhile, behind-the-scenes the 
National Association of Head 
Teachers was meeting Sir Keith 
Joseph, Education Secretary, to per- 
suade him to support arbitration if 
further negotiations fail to break the 
impasse.

It looks unlikely that there will be a 
sufficient revolt among members of 
the Conservative-controlled majority 
Association of County Councils on the.

Restructuring talks hit

Teachers’ leaders say they would need 
a 31 per cent increase to return their 
salaries to those levels. 

The management side, which is 
conscious lhat the deal will receive 
financiol support from the Govern- 
ment in the rate support grant settle- 
ment for local authorities only if 11 
includes watertight assessment proce- 
dures, said it could not meet this until 
all the broad principles for restructur- 
ing the profession nad been agreed.

T"L TIME'S EDUCATION*. 


T he Government's Green Paper 
on school governing bodies 
Parental Influence at School '’ , is 
nothing if not radical. It seeks 
drastically to alter the composition and 
functioning of governing bodies and, 
by so doing, but without admitting as 
much, to alter the balance of power 
between parents, local authority mem- 
bers and teachers. 

Tt does not pussyfoot. Parental pow- 
er is to be legally incorporated into 
constitutional changes without the im- 
position of any funny money voucher- 
ist schemes of the type thnt have been 
! proposed by the invisible procession of 
political advisers since 1979. 

In its own terms, the opening state- 
ment of principles is wholesome; the 
Government intends to enable parents 
to improve the work of the schools. An 
absolute majority of parents - the 
number will vary according to the size 
of the school - will have seats on 
governing bodies. The latent syndical- 
ism of the previous proposals, includ- 
ing Taylor, which gave a quarter of the 
seats to teachers and other employees, 
is thus washed out. 

The second key proposal concerns 
powers. The governing body will de- 
termine the statement of the school's 
curricular aims and objectives and 
keep them under review. In doing so, it 
will “seek advice” from the head who 
will be responsible for the organization 
and “delivery” of the curriculum and 
the details of the syllabus. It will 
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consult the local authority, which will 
determine curricular policy for the 
area, and be able to call For reports 
from either the head or the governing 
body; these will help it discharge its 
responsibilities in allocating resources 
and employing teachers. 

The problems arising from these 
formulations are both of principle and 
of operational feasibility. Our own 
research at Brunei made the point that 
when, as often (but not always) hap- 
pened, local authorities failed ade- 
quately to sponsm governing bodies, 
parent governors could not perform 
competently. If meetings were infre- 
quent, the whole process discon- 
tinuous, the powers delegated by the 
local authority feeble, parents would 
be unlikely to grasp the essentials of i 
school life and work, let alone help to 
criticize and control them,- Being 
impotent, they could generate no con- 
stituency and constituents were unlike- 
ly to find them useful. - 
This is not the same as saying (to 
quote a Sunday Tima rendition of our 
research) that "parents are not the best 
people to run schools". It Is true that in 
many areas "they lack continuity, 
cohesion and expertise”. That is not. 
however, a condition inherent in 
parenthood but in the circumstances in 
which parents have been placed. 

Parent governors’ powers and ac- 
tions have been constrained by the 
delegations of the local authority and 
by the heads’ construction of' their 


role. The authority might allow real 
delegation. Or it might be highly 
professional-bureaucratic or, in- 
creasingly, it might be strongly politi- 
cized by councillors who speak demo- 
cracy but believe power to be for 
personal consumption only. 

But if educators mean what they say 
about the redeeming quality of educa- 
tion they will accept that parents can 
learn to govern, given appropriate 
powers and the right institutional 
framework. And that should enhance 
rather than reduce the role of the 
school because its professionals will 
then take on a new educational role. 

Yet the effects oE parent majorities 
are unpredictable. Studies undertaken 
in Scotland and in Sussex by Pauline 
Mupn and Tony Becher and their' 
colleagues emphasized that parents 
were not much concerned with broad- 
er issues of accountability and did not 
'\ an !r-£° double-guess fhe profession- 
als. They wanted the professionals to 
be strong and were concerned with 
their own children's needs. 

At the same time, however. large 
scale changes In governing mechan- 
isms, at least In Britain, never have the 
drastic effects predicted for them but 
may, all the same, bring some marginal 
benefits. For example, student mem-

exams to profiles knife-edge

The replacement of O level examina- 
tions by achievement profiles would be 
reiected by most admission tutors and 
employers, a Schools Council survey 
has shown. But a profile as a supple- 
ment to O level results would be 

, tricorne- . . . 

The two-year research, involving 
more than 1,000 schools, colleges 3nd 
universities and almost 500 employers, 
asked examination “users” - those 
responsible for selecting students for 
courses and jobs - how they applied 
the present examination system and 
what they thought about it. 

Almost total support for the present 
complex system is revealed. But many 
users would probably welcome a re- 
turn to grouped certification where 
candidates have to pass in a number of 
subjects as in the old School Certifi- 
cate. _ 

The proportion rejecting the idea of 
a profile in place of O level exams was 
never less than three-quarters of the 
respondents in all types of Institution. 
But 7 out of lU schoolteachers 
favoured a profile to supplement the O 
level certificate. 

The report comments however that 
detailed profiles might well be neg- 
lected, “not because the information 
would be of little value but because the 
splcm would increase the users’ admi- 
nistrative load". 

Ignorance of the system is wide- 
spread. “Many users of public ex- 
aminations appear singularly ill-in- 
formed," the report says. “They do not 
know or are unconvinced by explana- 
tions of the relationship between GCE 
0 level and CSE. They do not know or 
are doubtful of efforts to ensure con- 
tinuity of examination standards over 
lime and between boards. They do not 
know or are unwilling to consider that 
Mode 3 has any valiaity yet are ready 
to condemn traditional modes of ex- 
amining for irrelevance." 

Many admission tutors were found 
tofo unaware of the official equiva- 
lences between examinations. And 
very few had discovered the objectives 
and content of different syllabuses or 
explored the implications of differ- 
ences in mode or title. 

Yet, those selecting students for 
higher education enjoy remarkable 
autonomy. Moreover, they often de- 


fended their claim to be allowed to act 
without interference and rejected the 
idea that they needed any training for 
the job. 

At both 16-plus and 18-plus the role 
of qualifications in entry to both 
education and employment is largely 
conditioned by market forces. Using 
examination results to screen out ex- 
cess applicants for a job showed a 
detachment from educational consid- 
erations. “Whether pit ponies or dray 
horses were required, only race horses 
had any chance of success.” 

Technology-based qualifications arc 
frequently rejected In favour of almost 
any A level success both in education 
and industry. “Selection conducted 
along current lines does not guarantee 
a place for candidates outstanding in 
their fields of interest unless they also 
excel in other disciplines.” 

Some criteria seem to be applied in a 
confident if haphazard way. While 
rejecting teacher assessments built up 
over time and accompanied by a 
caution as to their subjectivity, many 
users claim they can perceive the true 
personality of an applicant in a brier 
interview. 

“References and testimonials, espe- 
cially those emanating from schools, 
are often treated with reserve and 
sometimes with outright suspicion." 
The report comments, “such reactions 
are not guaranteed to encourage 
schools to provide more extensive and 
detailed documentation on pupils." 

At 18-plus, the supremacy of A 
levels as a qualification remains un- 
questioned and at 16-plus, a clear 
majority arc in favour or retaining the 
present system of recording O level 
performance. A return to pass-fail 
grades was rejected by 9 out of 10 
teachers in all types of institutions. 

But the CSE exam remains in low 
esteem. “Only among those working in 
colleges of further education was the 
information conveyed by CSE certi- 
fication seen as valuable and therefore 
in need of a more detailed approach.”

Liverpool’s controversial and desper- 
ately needed secondary reorganization 
scheme Is poised on a knife-edge. 

If Sir Keith Joseph, Secretary of 
State for Education and Science, docs 
not approve the scheme within a week, 
the authority says it will be almost 
Impossible to Implement It this Septem- 
ber. Yet Sir Keith Is said to be most 
reluctant to approve the scheme in Its 
entirety - and the authority has (old 
him flatly that modifying it would spoil 
It. 

At a meeting In London two weeks 
ago, the Education Secretary asked the 
city's Labour leaders to give a formal 
response to three possible options, 
which would save some of the city's 
most popular schools, keeping two or 
four single-sex schools. Under the au- 
thority’s proposals, no single-sex 
education would be left in the county 
sector: the 26 secondary schools would 
be replaced by 17 coeducational com- 
munity comprehcnsives. 

The argument Is nol about keeping 
selection In the city: none of (ho schools 
Sir Keith has mentioned for exclusion Is | 
selective. 

But letters from the authority to the 
Department of Education and Science 
over the past two weeks have sold that 
exempting either two or four schools 
from the scheme would leave the county 
sector with loo many spare places - the 
problem which has bedevilled Liver- 
pool's education system for the past 
decade - and damage other schools 
throughout the dty. 

The authority £s uot prepared to 
propose alternative closures in order to 
keep oprn the schools Identified by Sir 
Keith because it would mean starting 
the whole reorganization process again 
and would Inevitably mean delay. 

The city has made goad progress 
with provisional staff appointments to 
the proposed new schools, but will now 
be hard pushed to complete them In 
time for tne autumn term. And time is 
getting desperately short for the neces- 
sary building alterations.

Teachers resist probe

An independent inquiry into standards 
in Brent secondary schools is being 
hnmpcrcd by the refusal of teachers to 
cooperate. 

A report from Mr Anthony Parsons, 
the director nfcducation, submitted to 
this week's eduention committee meet- 
ing, says that the teachers' boycott is 
delaying the investigation and pushing 
up its costs. 

But in spite of being refused access 
to schools, the inquiry team, headed 
by Ms Jocelyn Barrow, still hopes to 
complete a report, although not until 
the spring of next year. 

“The team has indicated that with or 
wiihoul access to schools, much useful 
research cun be undertaken. But there 
will need to be a greater reliance on 
fieldwork and documentary research 
hypuid research assistants, if coopera- 
tion from teachers is not forthcoming." 

This week the inquiry was con- 
demned by Mr Max Morns, honorary 
vice-president of the Brent association 
of the National Union of Teachers. 

"The teachers are refusing to 
cooperate because it is not a genuine 
investigation. It is the result of a 
behind-the-scenes deal between the 
previous hard left leadership of Brent 
council and some black councillors to 
maintain their halr’s-brcadth majority. 

“It’s a political attack on Brent 
schools and teachers for doing down 
black kids , which is ludicrous In vie w of 
the well-known anti-racist attitudes of 


Brent teachers and the very generous 
staffing of schools." 

Mr Morris added that the inquiry 
was “the first piece of educational 
research which is investigating school 
standards without the ‘resen rcliers" 
entering a school". 

He also criticized the level of pay- 
ments to each of the six members or the 
inquiry team. “A mere £100 a day each 
is surely derisory for such miracle 
performers", he snid. 

Faced with the teachers' boycott, 
the team will have to rely on data from 
the authority's files, and interviews 
with parents, pupils, governors and 
authority staff in shaping its recom- 
mendations. H says it wants teachers to | 
take part so that the final report will 
give a balanced picture of what is 
happening in the borough's schools. 

Mt Parsons's report also draws 
attention to the difficulties of making 
available confidential information to 
the team. He recommends that figures 
on truancy, suspensions and exclu- 
sions, school by school, should be 
released and asks for councillors' views 
on whether the authority should supp- 
ly the investigators with school reports 
drawn up by the local Inspectors. 

The Inquiry is being supported by a 
budget of £100,000. It was set up last 
November by the previous Labour 
administration after complaints from 
black councillors and parents that 
schools did, nol cater adequately fof 
their. children. - : • :f

In their report on the effect of local spending 
policies on schools and colleges in 1983, (he 
Inspectors say this problem Is more likely to lead to 
unsatisfactory work than poor or badly used books 
and equipment or accommodation. 

In primary schools, too mnny teachers arc not 
qualified for the age group they teach, while In 
seondary schools (where the problem Is more 
serious) too many are teaching a subject in which 
they are not qualified. 

This, the fourth of the Inspectors* annual 
reports to be published, differs from the prevfous 


ones In giving an overall assessment of the quality 
of work seen In all of England's l.e.n.s and 
attempting lo find the relationship between quality 
and various factors. Including levels of resources. 
Previous reports concentrated on resources only. 

And, unlike previous reports, It does not single 
out n small group of authorities which are giving 
the Inspectorate most cause for concern. 

The Inspectors judge that the quality of most of 
what was taking place In class and lecture rooms 
throughout the country was “satisfactory or 
better". But they stress that "satisfactory" does 
not mean there is no room for Improvement and 
that the small proportion of unsatisfactory educa- 
tion represents "a tut of poor classes”. 

As for resources, the news Is mildly encourag- 
ing. “Overall, the levels of appropriate resources 
In schools and colleges were slightly Improved In 


autumn 1983 from (hose of the previous year," the 
report says, “particularly with regard to teachers 
and books." 

Improvement was patchy, however, und hud to 
be set against the low baselines or sonic aspects of 
provision noted In previous years. The Inspectors 
express particular concern about the long-lenn 
consequences of the deterioration In buildings. 

Wide variations In provision also continue to 
worry them. Where deficiencies in provision were 
found (o exist, they pressed particularly hard oil 
pupils and students of below average ability. 

The report identifies four factors which most 
commonly influenced "effective learning": the 
quality of the teaching, identification or students'

The inspectors judged the quality of 
work ro he “satisfactory or better” in 
just over three-quarters of the 1, 400 
schools they visited. But analysis of the 
more than IU,00() lessons they 
observed revealed a dip in quality in 
the middle years of education, from 8 
to It «. 

“ , . , While three-quarters of all 
I lessons observed in the nursery and 
infant age groups were judged satisfac- 
tory or Better only just over two-thirds 
of all lessons observed among junior 
and 1 1-16 year old classes were simi- 
larly judged, while for the 16-19 year 
olds, on cither one year or A level 
courses, just over four-filths of the 
. lessops seen were assessed as satisfac- 
tory ot better." 

Abler pupils seemed to be getting a 
higher quality of education than their 
less able fellows. In secondary school 
‘lessons where pupils were grouped 
according to ability, the Inspectors 
found nearly four-fifths of the lessons 
. for the most able satisfactory or better 
compared with only three-fifths of the 
lessons for the least able. 

The resource factors most common- 
ly associated with unsatisfactory work 
m primary schools were, in descending 
, order of importance: mismatch be- 
tween the qualifications and experi- 
ence of the teachers and the age group 
being taught; inadequate, or poorly ■ 
deployed equipment and books, and 
■ inappropriate accommodation.

Equality for the rising fives 


At least three local education author- 
ities have changed their policies to- 
wards rising fives in recent weeks, and 
a fourth is under mounting pressure to 
do so from parents and teachers. 

Derbyshire, Berkshire and the Lon- 
don borough of Newham have agreed, 
in different ways, to bring forwnrd 
infant school starting dates for some 
children. All three are trying to redress 
the educational imbalance which exists 
for children whose birthdays fall in the 
summer months. 

In the London borough of Ealing a 
vociferous campaign is demanding an 
equal opportunity for all children, 
regardless of the month they were bom 
in.

The 1944 Education Act requires 
local authorities to provide infant 
schooling for children in the term after 
their fifth birthday.

are five. Children bom in the spring 
must start school after Easter at the 
latest. But children born in the sum- 
mer- between May and August -often 
have to wait until September. 

Commonly, all three groups move 
up to (he junior school together -even 
though the summer-bom may have 
spent upt to a year less in the infants.

Educational researchers Involved in the perennial 
comprehensive-selective battle have exchanged a flurry 
of blows recently, but according to a new analysis of 
their work, neither can claim a points victory.

These include Dr John Marks and 
Baroness Caroline Cox of the NCES,

The three studies reached quite 
different conclusions. The NCB one,

John Gray and his colleagues in

Clifford and Heath say the approach 
using local authorities of Marks et al 
was "in principle an illuminating way 
of exploring the question ‘hns compre- 
hensive reorganisation worked?'" but 
they used an “inadequate'' method of 
controlling for social class. 

And there are further difficulties in 
making comparisons between compre- 
hensives and the residual selective 
schools which affect all three studies, 
according to Clifford and Heath. 

The need to control for intake is a 
familiar one but less attention had 
been paid to the question of which 
schools tend to be reorganized. 


“We doubt very much whether it is a 
random selection of grammar schools 
that has survived the general move- 
ment towards comprehensives. We 
might expect the weaker schools lo be 
the first candidates for reorganization 
and for the schools with the best 
reputations to survive longest. 

"If, as a result of reorganization, 
only the best grammar schools are 
retained, then obviously our estimate 
of grammar school effectiveness will 
be correspondingly inflated." 

' None of the research findings tell 
much about the effect of "creaming'' 
either. “It is astonishing that wc still 


have many l.e.a.s which cream their 
comprehensives and yet the research 
which would tell us the consequences 
of this practice has yet to be carried 

3Ut.” 

Clifford nnd Heath do not criticize 
Cox. Marks and Pomian-Szrednicki 
for wanting to generalize about what a 
fully selective or comprehensive sys- 
tem would be like; "Indeed, one could 
question the value of social science 
research if it were always so hedged 
'around with caveats that policy im- 
plications could not be drawn.” 

But they do criticize them for Assum- 
ing that existing selective schools arc 


typical of the grammar and modern 
schools that would exist in a. fullv 
selective system. It could equally well 
be assumed that ulypicallv good gram- 
mar schools would make atypically 
good comprehensives. 

Far too little was known about what 
made an effective school to make such 
assumptions. “The argument for selec- 
tion must surely assume that whatever 
'it is that makes for grammar school 
success is unique to a selective system 
and ennnot be exported to comprelien- 

51 Comprehensives needed time lo de- 
velop their traditions and ethos and the 
relative effectiveness of grammar 
schools and comprehensives could be 
accounted for by differences in the 
quality of staff they were able to 
recruit. 

After allowances for family back- 
ground had been made. Clifford and 
Heath say that on their own analyses, 
rhe balance of able and less able in the 
school intake was the best predictor of 

school effectiveness.

Seven face 
threat of 
rate-capping

Up to seven education authorities may 
be named as candidates for rate- 
capping when the Government's "hit 
list of high spending councils is pub- 
lished next month. 

Local authorities believe the list 
could include Sheffield, Manchester, 
Newcastle, Haringey, the Inner Lon- 
don Education Authority and possibly 
Derbyshire and Avon. 

Leaders of Labour councils which 
expect to be rale- capped have been 
meeting for talks on a joint response to 
the Government's plans. One course 
ol action open to them would be a 
boycott of the appeals procedure pro- 
vided in the Rates Bill for capped 
councils. 

Under the procedure, capped coun- 
cils would be able to apply for a higher 
rates ceiling on condition they submit 
to being told how much they can spend 
on particular services. 

Mr David Blunkelt. Labour leader 
of Sheffield City Council, confirmed 
thai informal talks including some 
education authorities were going on . A 
Labour conference on rate-capping is 
to be held early next month. 

Meanwhile, figures being used to 
calculate the level of next yenr’s rale 
support grant from Government to 
local councils show that an overspend 
on education of £543m or 5.7 per cent, 

Is expected in the current financial 
I year. 

The overspend on school meals and 
milk will reach £152m or 57.8 per cent 
according to the estimates. The net 
current overspend among all local 
authorities is expected to be £848m.

values demanded 



Secondary schools need a minimum 
pupil lenchcr rutio of 15 to one if they 
are to fulfil their role as educational 
and civilizing influences according to 
Dr James Hemming, educational 
psychologist. 

He told a World Education Fel- 
lowship meeting in Bath on Saturday: 
"Of course, (hat will be met with the 
cry: ‘We cannot afford it’ but the after 
cost of young people who are not 
civilized is astronomical. A society 
which fails there is laying up for itself 
untold trouble.” 

Blaming the “confidence trick” of 
examinations as a means of asscss- 
ment, he launched a scathing attack on 
traditional secondary school values os 
fragmented, over-acadcmic and un- 
fair. “We are turning off kids by the- 
thousand because we do not tunc in to 
what motivates kids,” he said. 

Instead schools were destroying self 
confidence and the children were 
blamed as C stream failures when they 
could not cope with artificial academic 
.examinations. He put the blame for 
their consequent apathy and disrup- 
tiveness on educationists who Ignored 
the physiology of the brain, concen- 
trating on a few of its parts at the 
expense of the rest. 

. Thanks to pressure from employers, 
he said it looked as though changes 
were ahead: "Suddenly thy have 


levels nave nttie to do with job require- 
ments. What they want is zest, rchabil- 
ily, the ability to think, make judg- 
ments and plan, to communicate and 
to get on with others. That is why we 
are suddenly hearing about the need to 
understand the nitty gritty of being 
human,” he said. 

It was time, said Dr Hemming, for 
secondary schools to broaden their 
specialization sufficiently to allow chil- 
dren to discover whore their own 
interests lay. "Young people need to 
be fired to do what they have a flair 
for, he said, "not restricted to what 
the school wants." 

Tyrrell Burgess, NE London 
Polytechnic, proposed the setting up of 
validating boards to monitor young 
peoples plans for their own education- 
al future when they made their ex- 
amination subject choices. Their prog- 
rammes, worked out in consultation 
with their teachers, would bo submit- 
ted for approval as worthwhile nnd

Poly clearing-house opens 


The new central clearing-house for 
polytechnic applications starts life on 


August 1 with a chief executive, an 
applications administrator, and the 
prospect of an office of the highest 
pedigree - a three-storey building 
formerly occupied by some of the 
young ladies at the Cheltenham 
Ladies' College. 

PCAS (Polytechnic Central Admis- 
sions System) will send out its first 
handbook of degree courses next sum- 
mer. And its 15 or 20 staff will then 
brace themselves to start handling an 
estimated 300,000 applications from 
candidates wishing to start courses at 
polytechnics in 1986. 

They will not be doing it on their 
own. PCAS is to be based in Chel- 
tenham because it will use computer, 
mailing and photocopying facilities of 
the Universities Central Council on 
Admissions fUCCA). But the Com- 
mittee of Directors of Polytechnics, 
which is running the scheme, stressed 
this week that the new system would be 
quite independent of UCCA, which 


will provide the facilities on a contrac- 
tual basis. 

From the applicant's point of view, 
however, the Procedure will appear 
similar to UCCA's. Candidates will be 
able to list up to four polytechnics (the 
CDP has not yet decided if they should 
be able to place them in order of 
preference) on the same kind of appli- 
cation form and will receive similar 
cards telling them of their success or 
failure. 

The vexed question of the scheme's 
extension to other colleges running 
degree courses has been put on the 
back burner until the polytechnic 
scheme is seen to be running smoothly. 

"We must walk before we nin‘\ said 
Mr Tony Higgins, who is leaving his 


post as senior assistant registrar at 
Loughborough University to become 
PCAS's chief executive. But he said 


the handbook would include courses at 
other colleges from the start. 

The Department of Education and 
UCCA had a brief row at the start of 
the year when the Department made it 


clear that its £210,000 starl-up grant 
for the scheme was conditional on its 
early extension to the major colleges. 
UCCA remarked that it did not have 
the facilities to cope with more than 30 
polytechnics. 

Major colleges of higher education 
expressed anger at their exclusion, 
arguing that it demoted them to second 
class status, and the Council of Local 
Education Authorities has insisted on 
its early extension to other colleges. 

The CDP is now to consider an 
extension of the scheme once it is 
established - in late 1985. But Mr 
Michael Lewis, the committee's 
secretary, stressed this week that no 
decision could be reached until the 
results of the first admissions cycle are 
available in the autumn of 1986. That 
means the earliest date at which other 
colleges could be brought in would be 
for admissions in 1987; 

Mr Ronald Kay, secretary of 
UCCA, painted out that ndding the 
polytechnics already metint an expan- 
sion of 7fl per cent in UCCA's facili- 
ties.

Colleges, polytechnics, lecturers and 
local authorities have been given a 
month to tell a committee of Inquiry 
how to control the quality of degrees In 
public sector higher education. 

Sir Norman Llndop, chairman of the 
committee set up by ministers last 
month to examine the validation of 
degrees in colleges and polytechnics, 
has asked for initial responses to two 
questions by June 30. They are: how 
best to assess degree courses, and how 
differences among polytechnics and 
colleges can be given proper recogni- 
tion. 

He concedes that this Is asking “a 
great deal” but says a brisk start Is 
essential IHhe committee Is to complete 
its work within a year, as the Govern- 
ment lias asked.

B elfast's Catholic schools do not 
face the same plummetting 
numbers as the Protestant con- 
trolled schools, but they have 
many problems of their own. 

For the past 15 years, the city’s 
population has been on the move. 
Mixed areas have grown steadily 
more Protestant or Catholic as families 
have ffed the Troubles and in recenii 
years massive housing redevelopment 
has led to a steady Irek of families from- 
the squalor of the inner city to new 
areas further out. 

As a result, some parishes are 
gaining pupils rapidly, while others are 
losing out. But even in those areas 
where pupils are leaving, schools can 
be overcrowded and woefully short of 
facilities. 

The Parish of St Peter, in the Lower 
Falls, contains the huge and infamous 
Divis Flats, a large expanse of new 
housing and many crumbling terraced 
streets. It is poor and pock-marked by 
years of violence. Armed soldiers are 
everywhere and any building of con- 
sequence is protected by wire-netting 
ana barbed wire. 

Father Joseph MacGurnaghan, 
administrator of the parish, says. 
Anyone with a glimmer of initiative 
will root up their tent and move out of 
here.” 

« JU. ls stiH leaves him with just over 
1,000 primary-age children In need of 
an education in the church’s schools, 
and most of them have to put up with 
conditions which he describes forceful- 
ly as “hovels" or “slums". 

St Vincent’s Girls School, just off 
the Falls Road, has no assembly hall, 
no dining room, and a tiny handker- 
chiet of asphalt playground sur- 
Tounded by grim ten-feet walls, where 
328 pupils are supposed to let off 
steam.

P ark Parade is the first secondary 
school that the Belfast Educa- 
tion and Library Board has tried 
to close. As a result it is now a 
school in limbo. 

School closures are always difficult, 
but in Northern Ireland they arc 
practically impossible. Parental loyalty 
is compounded by sectarian fervour, 
and backed by the kind of brute 
political points-scoring rarely seen 
across the water. 

Park Parade stands in a run-down 
area of inner east Belfast, with many of 
its windows smashed and unrepaired, 
and with just 247 pupils rattling around 
in a school built for 600. 

In a city where pupil numbers are 
not so much falling as dropping like a 
stone, it is an obvious candidate for 
closure, and until recently that was just 
what was to happen. 

Last December the Education and 
Library Board (BELB) decided to 
sound the school’s death knell. 
Approval was granted in March by the 
Department of -Education for North- 
ern Ireland (DENI), and it was ex- 
pected the school would close this 
summer. 

Twelve staff were to be transferred; 
five had agreed to early redundancy or 
retirement; pupils were being reallo- 
cated to neighbouring schools; and 
detailed planning was so far advanced 
that even the school transport needed 
to bus the school’s Protestant pupils 
past nearby Catholic schools had been 
discussed. 

Then the board, angry at a decision 
by the Education Department to 
grant-aid two schools in the Belfast 
area every bit as small as Park Parade - 
the integrated Lagan College and on 
Irish-sneaking primary school - re- 
versed its decision. 

Board officials advised them that in 
law they could not do this; that to keep 
a school on tho Park Parade site they 
would have to apply for a new school to 
be opened there in Soptcmbcr. But the 
board rejected this advice. 

. Almost immediately the three un- 
ions with teachers at the school jointly 
condemned the decision and pressed 
for closure. Teachers’ salaries arc paid 
by the DENI, and there were fears that

The more was agreed by the confer- 
ence after Mr Ricnard Phillips, from 
Birmingham, said the HM[ reports 
could often seem unfair from the 
school's point of view. 

"Wc feel the time has come for our 
national council to negotiate the right 
of reply at a national level", he said. ’ft 
is unfair that heads in some areas 
should have the right while others 
heads are gagged. 1 ' 

Mr Michael Brighouse, speaking for 


the NAHT's national council, which 
supported the move, said the “right of 
reply” should be built into a national 
arrangement on the publication of 
HMI reports. 

However, he added, local branches 
of the association could negotiate a 
right with their local l.e.a. - and 
declare a collective dispute with the 
authority if it was refused and there 
was enough strength of feeling among 
its members. 

However, Mr Ray Biggs, also from 
the national council but speaking per- 
sonally, said: “The best way a head can 
comment is with the backing of his or 
her governors or his or her l.e.a.” 
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Leaders of the NAHT have been Instructed to urge the Government to stop 
allowing elections in schools during the week - thus disrupting the school life. The 
motion that polling should not be held in schools on school days was carried. 


pay claim gets 


Headteachers gave unanimous back- 
ing for a motion pledging sympathy for 
teachers taking industrial action over a 
pay claim, although they were told the 
disruption in schools was leading to 
“sgeial unrest”. 

Only half a dozen of the 600 dele- 
gates at the conference voted against 
an amendment - tabled during a 
debate on pay - which pledged head- 
teachers to continue with a “sympathe- 
tic attitude” towards the teachers' 
unions. It was supported unanimously 
When it became the ■ main . motion . 

Mr Ken ;Braoker, from the Inner 1 
Lohdon federation speaking to the 
amendment, won applause when he 
said: “We want to say if there is a 
dispute and you (the employers and 
government) will not allow it to go to 
arbitration, we actively support the 
teachers' associations in their action." 

He added that headteachers in Inner 
London had already decided not to 
cover classes of teachers involved In 
the dispute. 

During the debate, Mr David Ker- 


shaw, a headteacher from Coventry, 
said: “There is growing evidence of 
social unrest in various areas of our 
cities - particularly at lunchtime. 

‘This is terrifying to the vast major- 
ity of our pupils. It is horrifying to 
parents. It is demoralizing to teachers 
and headteachers and causing distress 
to residents. 

“Now even moderate teachers' atti- 
tudes have hardened. In very many 
schools, all developments have ceased. 

, ‘‘These are some of the reasons why 
we are angry. For goodness sake, 
support this motion so that our leaders 
show those in power out sense of 
anger." 

The motion also deplored the con- 
duct of pay negotiations this year by 
the local education authorities and the 
“negative influence" of Sir Keith 
Joseph, Education Secretary, in failing 
to support views to take the claim to 
arbitration. 

Mr Frank Mills, n past president of 
the association who represents it on

the Burnham Committee, said the 
NAHT would not take up Sir Keith’s 
offer of a meeting with any of the 
teacher unions to discuss the pay 
dispute. 

If that failed to break the impasse, it 
would seek a meeting with Mrs 
Thatcher, and press MPs to call for an 
emergency debate on teachers’ pay. 

The NAHT would also urge Chief 
Education Officers to press the chair- 
men of their education committees to 
put pressure on the Conservative- 
controlled Association of County 
Councils - which has a majority on the 
management side during pay negotia- 
tions and is at present opposed to 
arbitration. 

Mr Paul Scudamore, chairman of 
the NAHT’s salaries, pensions and 
conditions of service committee, 
added: “The NAHT has stated and is 
re-stating its sympathy with its teacher 
colleagues. What we want now is to 
make speedy progress towards a satis- 
factory settlement of the dispute. 

"We are asking for unanimous sup- 


port for taking steps towards this end. 
Anything we can attempt behind the 
scenes with the understanding of the 
other organizations must be in the 
interests of everyone - including the 
children. 

Mr Peter Targett, from Enfield, 
proposing the amendment committing 
heads to continue showing sympathy 
to the teachers, said: “Some sections 
are saying teachers are giving n bad 
example but there conics a time when 
teachers say they will not be pushed 
too far. 

“They are quietly giving a lesson 
that they have vast reserves ofgoodwill 
but if it is not appreciated, it wfl] not be 
delivered. 

“Undoubtedly this is not n mere 
tantrum. It is not n steaming indigna- 
tion - railing temporarily on the floor. 
It is a positive, determined and united 
attempt to obtain fair play and a square 
deal - qualities that teachers in their 
dally work constantly proclaim and 
uphold." 


NAHT leaders have been told to 
investigate pupil assessment systems in

Mr Brian Pimm, from Bexley, pro- 
posing the motion, said that in Amer- 
ica an assessment system was set up 70 
years ago and "has stood the test of 
time”. 

He said that - under the US system - 
it was impossible for students to gradu- 
ate without substantial study of the 


English language and mathematics. 

Mr Pimm said the system was less 
expensive to operate and was geared to 
«]e needs of the late developer. The 
US high school transcript was consi- 
dered a "valuable document" by both 
universities and employers. 

His motion, which was overwhelm- 
ingly supported by conference dele- 

g ates, said that “great weight” should

: pupils’ potential in any 16-plus assess- 
ment procedures.

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'Feminine' activities are more popular 

The present approach to physical 
education in schools plays a significant 
role in restricting the opportunities of 
girls and women in society, a Schools 
Council report claims. 

Girls stop taking an interest in the 
subject at an early oge because they 
regard it os unfeminine and teachers 
do not treat them as seriously as they 
do the boys. Moreover, women PE 
Icacheis may be least suitable to deal 
with this problem, says Mr Oliver 
Leaman, a lecturer in Liverpool 
Polytechnic faculty of education and 
auinor of the report. 

He points out that sport and PE 
develop initiative, independence and 
competitiveness - qualities that are 
highly regarded ana rewarded accor- 
dingly. On the other hand, the sort of 
behaviour which he claims is consid- 
ered desirable and natural in women 
- submissiveness and humility - are 
negative qualities in the gymnasium 
and on the sports field. 

The problem will not be remedied, 
however, by merely mixing boys and 
girls in PE lessons, the report warns, 
what is important is that

attention from the teacher. Girls 
should also have a fair share of the 
school's resources and the curriculum 
should be balanced. 

Teachers should be aware of how to 
organize real mixed-ability lessons, the 
report recommends. A well-rounded 
curriculum should be offered with 
dance and modem educational gym- 
nastics for boys as well as outdoor 
pursuits and a variety of games for the 
girls. Games easy to play together like 
badminton and volleyball should be 
included. 

The report, part of the Schools 
Council’s project on reducing sex diff- 
erentiation in the curriculum, also 
urges equal status in schools for boys’ 
and girls' physical activities and a 
similar parity of esteem for their 
teachers. Girls should be encouraged 
to feel more positive about themselves 
and their bodies. 

After visiting many schools in Eng- 
land and Wales over a two-year period 
Mr Leaman writes, "One of the com-

the boys leaving the changing room 
and the bored, embarrassed and diffi- 
dent attitudes among many of the girls 
leaving their changing room.” 

By the time they get into secondary 
school most girls have rejected PE as 
unfeminine and the teachers arc con- 
centrating more on the boys. The 
cultivation of femininity is a complex 
task, the report argues, but it certainly 
involves an imitation of the lifestyles of 
the female characters in teenage maga- 
zines whose major task is to attract and 
retain a boyfriend. 

“Activities which do not fit into this 
project are superfluous and so physical 
fitness and expertise is only relevant in 
so far a; It enhances sexual attractive- 
ness.” 

Moreover, while relationship with 
the opposite sex are paramount, 
friendship and cooperation with other 
girls is not only downgraded but seen 
as an exercise in failure. “Girls are 
supposed to compete with each other 
over boyfriends, not work together 
and compete with each other over 
objectives which have nothing to do 
with boys at all.” 


This labels games teams, gym clubs 
and athletic squads and other forms of 
school groupings as immature. 

But not all girls take this attitude. 
Some respond well to the traditional 
PE curriculum, throwing themselves 
into sporting activities and it is from 
this group thnt teachers of the subject 
most likely come. They will be less 
sympathetic therefore, argues the re- 
port, to the pressures which drive most 
girls away from games. And they will 
tend to condemn rather than attempt a 
more constructive approach. 

Among the alternative strategics 
that can be adopted is raising the 
aspirations of adolescent girts by point- 
ing out examples of successful sports- 
women who also hnvc careers and 
families. Another is modifying the 
curriculum to activities closer to the 
femininity model such as disco-danc- 
ing, pop mobility and keep-fit activity. 

Yet another is mixed classes bnt 
even where these are established it 
invariably has Little to do with promot- 
ing equal opportunities, but is just a 
continuation of the practice of the 
junior feeder schools. 


“In most schools 1 visited both male 
and female teachers spent more time 
and attention on the boys in the gym, 
largely no doubt because (as so often in 
the junior school) the boys were doing 
exciting, aggressive and possibly more 
dangerous things which required and 
called for more attention than the 
more careful movements of the girls.” 

Mr Leaman adds: “A successful 
equal opportunities policy in a school 
is inconceivable without the inclusion 
of physical education. One might go 
further and claim that a successful PE 
policy is similarly inconceivable with- 
out tne inclusion of an equal opportu- 
nities programme. 

"Only such a programme will give 
girls along with boys the physical 
self-confidence to assert themselves in 
society, to participate fully in leisure 
activities and to adopt an active life- 
style throughout their lives.”

Sir Keith Joseph, the Education 
Secretary, will find himself in a diffi- 
cult situation this month when a deter- 
mined group of Chester parents asks 
him to back down on the subject of 
parental choice. 

The question he will have to answer 
is one of priority. Which parents get 
precedence - those who want a church 
education for their children, or those 
who want a community-based local 
authority school? In Chester, at pre- 
sent, the two demands are mutually 
exclusive. 

The lengthy and complicated story 
began in 1962, when the Diocese of 
Chester built a new secondary modern 
school, the Bishops' School, to replace 
the older boys’ and girls' schools they 
had maintained since the early I^Os 
Ten years later, the City of Chester 
education Authority introduced com- 
prehensive education, opting for the 
nrst/middle/secondarv schools system 
with transfer at 8 and 12. Chester 
asked the Diocese to enlarge the 
Bishops School to an eight-form- 
entry 12-18 comprehensive, a project 
the church could not afford. 

Eventually the Diocesan Education 
Association agreed to Bishops’ being 
used as a middle school, but only after 
a "gentleman's agreement". The'Ches- 
ter Authority promised verbally that if 
the middle school system was aban- 
doned, they could have Bishops' back 
as a secondary school. 

Two years after that came local 
authority reorganization, and educa- 
tion control passed from Chester City 
to Cheshire County Council, which 
later decided to abandon Chester's 
middle school system. 

Definite proposals were put forward 
more than two years ago, when the 
church authorities asked the county to 
honour the promise given by the city 
and allow Bishops’ to become a secon- 
dary school.

There were objections from the 
County Council and others, and the 
whole matter was referred to Sir Keith 
Joseph. He gave the church unqual- 
ified approval for the Bishops' School 
plan. 

But in notifying the county, the 
Minister said it would be "madness” to 
increase the number of high school 
places on anything more than a lem- 

S basis and urged them to hold 
talks with the church. 

Initially the Diocese decided to go 
ahead with the Bishops' High School 
and use those premises until a new 
building was needed, probably in threa 
or four years. 

Diocesnn education director, Canon 
Joe White, said this would give the 
county a “breathing space" in which to 
look at secondary provision.

improve 
for Cambridge

Cambridge graduates were slightly 
better offlast year in the hunt for jobs, 
and the outlook for 1984 "also gives 
cause for qualified optimism" accord- 
ing to the latest report from the 
university's appointments board. 

Of the 2,403 new graduates whose 
destination was known . only 7 per cent 
were still unemployed at Christmas 
compared with 8 per cent in 1982, it 
shows. Women fared slightly worse 
than men, with 8 per cent still seeking 
employment last year, but the im- 
provement was greater for women 
than for men. 

The number of women graduating 
continued to rise, from 8o5 to 897, 
bringing their share up to 31 per cent. 

Of the 57 per cent of graduates going 
into permanent jobs in the UK, there 
was a slight drop in the proportion 
going into the financial and legal 
professions (16 per cent), while the 
same proportion (15 per cent) went 
into industry. Slight increases were 
registered in commercial and consul- 
tancy work (up by 1 per cent to 10 per 
cent) and 


education (up by 1 per cent to 14 per 
cent). 

Tne reason for this last increase was 
a 2 per cent rise in the number of 
women graduates going into teacher- 
training, especially through the post- 
graduate certificate route. 

Their job prospects are excellent. 
Hie report comments on Cambridge 
graduates* high - and rising - level of 
success in finding teaching lobs. Fewer 
than 4 per cent of last years graduates 
from the university’s Department of 
Education were known to be still 
unemployed by the end of October. 
And from Homcrton College, only 1 
per cent of PGCE candidates and 7 per 
cent of BEd candidates fell into that 
category. 

Tne report laments the popular 
belief that large numbers of Cam- 
bridge graduates become bureaucrats. 
Only 3 per cent (82 graduates) took 
jobs in tne civil service, local author- 
ities or the health service. 

The proportion of new graduates 
studying for further degrees stayed at 
16 per cent last year (16 per cent of

Peter David on the state 
of science In the nation's 
schools 

American researchers have come up 
with a rare glimmer of good news 
about the state of science education in 
the nation’s schools. According to 
preliminary results from an interaa- 
Honal science study, released m New 
York last week, most American chil- 
dren know more science today than 
they did in 1970. 

Speaking at the annual meeting of 
the Amencan Association for the 
Advancement of Science (AAAS), 
Professor Willard Jacobson, US coor- 
dinator of the 25-natlon survey, said 
the results suggested that school scien- 
ce teachers had at last begun to do 
something right. 

“If these findings hold, we can araue 
that the new programmes developed in 
the 1960s and 1970s have had an 
impact. Children do understand more 
about the processes of science, and 
they are better able to apply what they 
know, 14 he said. 

Professor Jacobson’s optimism is 
based on the results of special tests 
taken during 1983 by nearly 3,000 fifth 
graders ( 10-yea r-olas) and 2,000 ninth 
graders (14-year-olds) in more than 
200 US schools. It found that since a 
similar test administered in the first 
international study In 1970, overall 
science achievement had grown 6.5 per 
cent for fifth grade students and 5 . 2 per 
cent for the ninth grade. 


Student knowledge of biology and 
the physical sciences both increased 
substantially, with the only decline 
registered in knowledge about space, 
Professor Jacobson said. In 1983, stu- 
dents also did better in “process” 
questions that required them to mea- 
sure and analyze data to find the 
correct answer. 

Findings from the international 
study, coordinated by the Internation- 
al Association for the Evaluation of 
Educational Achivemenent in 
Sweden, have been trickling out at 
conferences around the United States 
for several weeks. Not all the results 
have been as encouraging as those in 
science. 

In mathematics, for example, early 
results indicate that although the per- 
formance of American children has 
kept pace with other countries, there 
have been little significant Improve- 
ment in recent years. 

Professor Kenneth Travers, profes- 
sor of mathematics education at the 
University of Illinois, told the National 
Council of Teachers of Mathematics in 
' San Francisco last month that results 
for the United States appeared “aver- 
age” compared with other countries. 
But he Minted out that the top few per 
cent of American children did as well 
as those in any other country. 

The under-representation of girls in 
science and mathematics classes was a 
major theme at the AAAS conference 
last week. Delegates were told that 
one fashionable idea for luring girls 
into these subjects - increasing the 
number of female science teachers - 
was less important than improving the 
general quality of teaching. 


Dr Jane Butler Kahle, professor of 
biology and education at Purdue Uni- 
versity in Indiana, said a two-year 
government-funded study of eight out- 
standingly successful science teachers 
had found teacher behaviour and in- 
structional style more influential than 
the presence of a same-sex “role 
model” as a science teacher. She said 
teachers who had succeeded in en- 
couraging girls to stay in science used 
laboratories more often { emphasized 
-discussion activities and involved girls 
directly in all aspects of science. 

“These teachers are uniformly fair in 
their treatment and expectations of 
both boys and girls,” she said. “Unfor- 
tunately, most teachers still hold - 
consciously or unconsciously - sex 
stereotypes which affect their class- 
room behaviours." 

Dr Kahle, a former president of the 
National Association of Biology 
Teachers, said that in most classrooms 
boys were allowed to dominate discus- 
sions and activities. Hie eight success- 
ful teachers deliberately overcame the 
“passive resistance” ofgirls and forced 
them to participate. Hie outstanding 
teachers also stressed the applications 
of biology to everyday life and pro- 
vided information about careers in 
science.’ 

Speaking in the same session, Dr 
Anne C Howe, head of maths and 
science education at North Carolina 
State University, said parents were 
also to blame for inhibiting girls' 
interest in science. She said girls were 
discouraged from taking science 
careers by a subtle message dejivered 
by parents, teachers ana society at 
large. 


Anger grows as 
schools reveal 
confidential files

availability of pupils'

Parents and civil libertarians have 
launched a scathing attack on school 
teachers and the New South Wales 
Education Department over the alleged 
misuse of students* personal files. 

Recently, there have been reports 
that students’ files have been made 
available by some school principals to 
officers from government departments 
who have no authority to examine the 
files. 

There have also been reports that 
police officers have tried, not always 
successfully, to see the files for “disci- 
plinary purposes". 

But what has angered parents most 
is the fact that they are not allowed to 
see the records. 

Under the present departmental 
regulations, each child in a govern- 
ment school in NSW must nave a 
personal file which follows the child 
j through his or her school life. 

This means there arc at least 750,000 
.individual files in NSW. The informa- 
tion contained normally includes: 

□ the child's name, address, date of 
birth and a description of his/her 
home, ethnic and cultural background; 

□ medical records, and comments on 


how well he or she adjusts to school 
life; 

□ an attendance record, whether heor 
she plays truant often, and details of 
other behavioural problems; 

□ examinations results and IQ scores. 

But parents are not given access to 

their children's files under any cir- 
cumstances, and this is what worries 
groups like the Federation of Parents 
and Citizens Associations, and the 
Federation of School Community 
Organizations (FOSCO) which repre- 
sent government school parents. 

This also worries the NSW privacy 
committee, which has been pressing 
the state government for some time to 
force the department to alter its “no- 
access-to- parents" rule. 

The parents and the privacy commit- 
tee point out that the files are freely 
available to almost all teachers, to 
counsellors and inspectors, and in 
some coses, even to auxiliary staff, 
such as teachers' aides, because ihc 
records arc not always kept locked. 

According to the education depart- 
ment, all parents arc given regular 
verbal or written reports on children's 
progress. These reports are based not 
only on the information in the stu- 
dents' files, but also examination re- 
sults and other assessment. 

The department also insisted that 
personal files were accessible to only 
few people, including the principal, 
the student's teacher, counsellors, in- 
spectors and vocational guidance offic- 
ers. The files were usually kept locked 
in the school safe.

high schools in the Haifa area. 

The researches focused on the de- 
gree of creativity among the two 
groups and also looked at intelligence, 
self-confidence, humour and attrac- 
tion to or disinterest In complex prob- 
lems. 

The study showed that the urban 
utbs had a clear advantage over the 
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creativity, and a slight advantage in 
humour and self-confidence. 

The researchers explained their 
findings by saying that while the kib- 


butz school system has a reputation for 
openness and creativity, usually justi- 
fied, its benefits are outweighed by the 


tremendous social pressures under 
which kibbutz children grow up. Kib- 
butz children , tend to submit more

Inside a working laboratory on the unappreciated practice of teaching 


Stuart Maclure visits a school that has been transformed by a bold in-service training venture 


S chenley High School, not far 
from the University of Pitts- 
burgh .is a large building with a 
long, imposing facade, built at a 
time when it was still thought neces- 
sary to express the nobility of learning 
in a certain amount of architectural 
pomp. 

In recent years the neighbourhood 
has changed. Student numbers among 
the senior high school group (15-18) 
have fallen with the birthrate and 
Pittsburgh itself is a city which has 
been hard hit by the recession in the 
steel Industry- 

Last year Schenley High School was 
transformed into Schenley High 
School and Teaching Centre. The 
former school was closed in the sum- 
mer and reopened in the autumn with a 
new head .and specially recruited staff, 
to .be the working laboratory for' a 
.remarkable experiment in in-service 
training,, which I will now try 'to 
describe on the basis of a brief visit and 
the wadge of literature which visitors 
stagger away with. 

What even a brief visit showed was 
the boldness of the Pittsburgh venture. 
Some four years ago. a new Superin- 
tendent of Schools, Dr Richard C 
Wallace, Jr, put in hand a reviewof the 
schools in his area to decide where to 
concentrate attempts to raise the quali- 
ty of teaching and learning. A pre- 
liminary survey directed attention to 
the practice of teaching, its solitary 
nature within four classroom walls and 
the fact that it was largely unappreci- 
ated: that is to say; good work went 
unrecognized, aria those whose work 
was less than good received little 
supervision or help. 


Shining new lights 
through a PRISM 


With great diplomatic skill and 
shrewd persistence. Dr Wallace 
assembled a broadly-based committee 
of teachers, administrators and sup- 
port staff to examine ways of doing 
something about this. With handsome 
financial support from grant-making 
foundations, . the , compiittee mapped 
out a strategy and embarked on the 
first cautious steps. 

There were three essential elements 
in the chosen strategy.

Hirst, it was decided to adopt an 
agreed teaching model - the “Effective 
Teaching Method” developed by Dr 
Madeline Hunter at the University of 
California, Los Angeles - and use this 
as the basis of an In-service teaching 

E rogramme for principals, department 
eaas and teachers, throughout the 
district. A staff development team was 
formed from among the city's princip- 
als and advisers. 

The second demont in the strategy 
was the Pittsburgh Research-based 
Instructional Supervisory Model 
(PRISM for short) which added a 
standardized model of in-service train- 
ing to the standardized teaching mod- 
el. 

The PRISM model, which has been 
taught to all the high school principals 
In a series of one-aay meetings taken 
by the staff development teRm, has 
provided a common language in which 
to describe and discuss actual lessons 
and an agreed and acceptable process 
for observation and analysis of class- 
room teaching in practice. 

Alter two years spent setting up the 
models, (raining the principals and 


years, they will lead a rather trying life 
as a flying squad of supply teachers, 
filling the gaps till all the 750 senior 
high schools staff have been through 
the in-service training scheme. Be- 
cause the programme is comprehen- 
sive, everyone will be expected to take 
part, not iust the volunteers. 

The eight-week 1 course' gives each 
teacher an individually negotiated 
programme including some up-dating 
ui specialist subjects, a course of 
seminars on the youth culture, an 
elective project of the teachers' own 
choice and a series of seminars, confer- 
ences, observation sessions and les- 
sons to provide the basis of detailed 
discussion of teaching methods. 

To the outside observer, it looked as 
if the work on lesson preparation and 
class-teaching was the crux of the 
whole thing. I sat in on a conference in 
which four visiting teachers, two clinic- 
al resident teachers and a niember of 
the staff development team, went over 
points raised by a lesson by one of the 
resident staff which they had all 
observed. This was an English session

which included some students with 
handicapping conditions - a phrase 
used to cover slow learners. The 
Madeline Hunter model was seen as 
particularly valuable in the light of the 
policy to integrate such children witliin 
the ordinary classes, 

Mr Nolan, the resident teacher, had 
set out clearly at the outset the objec- 
tive for the lesson. This was to learn 
how to write a personal letter. It wns 
noted that he worked extremely hard 
to get everybody involved. He got the 
pupils to read out the objective and 
made sure they understood It. He kept 
the objective constantly in sight. All 
the teaching and questioning was 
found to be relevant to It, there wore 
no side trips. The pupils were "un« 
task” for the duration of the whole 
period - “producing all the time”, 
"accountable" to the objective. The 
preliminary exposition or the task led 
smoothly into the setting out of n 
model letter (“heading, snluiatioii, 
body, signature'') and the uxcreises 
which the students then performed.

Asking the impossible of parents

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The prep sdiools 

While falling pupil numbers and cuts in local authority spending 
continuetotaKetheirtoll in primary schools, the independent sector 
enjoys something of a boom with increased numbers, new investment, smaller 
classes and teacher salaries often well above those in the state system. 

Here Virginia Makins looks at the offers the independent preparatory 
and primary schools hold out to the parents who can afford them 
and on the nexttwo pages she describes whatthey are really like. 



About 5 per cent of English children under 
13 go to Independent schools. About 
130,00 of the three to eleven-year-olds In 
Independent primary and preparatory 
schools In 1982 were boys, compared with, 

116,600 girls. 

While the numbers in maintained prim- 
achool8 continue to fall, this year the 
focorporated Association of Preparatory 
Schools recorded an increase In pupil 
numbers front 98,867 last year to 99,1 82 - 
■j 10 first Increase In recent years (the 
declining birthrate has mainly affected 
WorWng class families). 

Average fees at day prep schools are 
now around £1,400 a year, and many 
boarding school charge more than £3,000.

I f you read the prospectuses of a few dozen 
preparatory schools, you quickly see what 
they believe they have to sell to parents. 
Whether the school in question is a tiny dame 
school for three to eleven-year-olds, a conven- 
tional small boarding boys’ prep for eight to 
thirteen-year-olds that advertises its “Happy 
Atmosphere - Small Numbers - Good Academic 
Record - 35 Acres of Playing Fields - Nine-Hole 
Golf Course", or one of the few big, highly 
selective, city preps with reputations that make 
advertising unnecessary, the message is much the 
same. 

Firet, and most generally, they are selling 
protection from the supposed defects of the state 
sector. They promote the idea that they are 
bastions of discipline, standards, manners and 
Christian virtue in an educational system where 
all these are disintegrating. , . 

“We are aware of declining standards in tne 
country as a whole - not just of literacy and 
numeracy, but of behaviour and manners. We 

will not tolerate this slide While we may not 

in every case be able to pass on to the secondary 
school an academic high-nyer. we can, do and will 
continue to pass on pupils who have manners, 
bearing, poise. Initiative and integrity", says one 
fairly typical prospectus. „ 

Phrases about “discipline and self-discipline , 
“a spirit of healthy competition", good 
citizenship", “Christian principles", sprinkle the 
prospectuses (particularly of the boys schools). 
“We believe in such old-fashioned virtues as hard 
work keenness and effort at everything, competi- 
tion. good behaviour and manners, decent moral 
standards and spiritual values. 

Fun is a dirty word: “Pottery may be great fen, 
bui it is also a character-building pastime, TJje 
magazine of a hoarding school described tobog- 


ganing and snowballing in winter; "It was in- 
teresting to note how quickly we all tired of this 
unstructured recreation." 

Even in the careful propaganda of the Indepen- 
dent Schools Information Service, these messages 
come through. Their leaflet - called “The Right 
Start in a Preparatory School" - begins tactfully 
enough: “Happily, in this country there are many 
fine state schools". But it goes on to criticize by 
implication in a way that would make the blood of 
teachers in maintained primary and middle, 
schools boil. |t talks of the “framework of kindly 
discipline" in the prep schools, and warns that 
“the most serious dangers of poor early schooling 
are inability to read easily and an insecure grasp 
of numbers". 

“Above all", it boasts, “a prep school will 
believe in standards, it will believe that children 
should be encouraged to achieve their best 
whether at their desks or in the gymnasium or at 
the piano. ... It will be personal and human. It 
will treat pupils ns children who matter. . . ." ! 

And-howaver much their prep school teachers 
might deplore it - the children themselves rapidly 
pick up these messages. "You know, William." I 
heard a four-year-old say to n nursery class 
contemporary, after just half a day in the bottom • 
form of a prep school: "You go to a rubbish 
school." 

No doubt parents too believe in these mes- 
sages. But when you ask them why they chonsc 
private primary schools, two reasons stand out. 
The first Is small classes. Teacher-pupil ratios in 
schools belonging to the Incorporated Associa- 
tion of Preparatory Schools (IAPS) arc 1:12. and 
class sizes are usually Ground 15 (though they may 
go up to 20 or even 25 in day schools). 

I met seVdrhl paffnts who hap reluctantly taken 
their children out of a local primary, simply 


because in a class of 32 or 33 children of very 
mixed ability and background, they felt the child 
could not be given the teacher's attention he or 
she needed to make satisfactory progress, 

Often, they reported, the teachers in question 
had agreed. 

The second reason to go private is not so much 
a positive preference for independent schools at 
the primary and middle stage, as a positive 
rejection of coroprehensives. Parents believe 
(usually rightly) that a private prep school will 
provide a safer ticket to a selective independent 
secondary school. 

It might be a major public school, or simply the 
local grammar. Either way there will be a prep 
school available whose central and essential aim is 
to prepare children for its entrance test. If the 
child fails to mnke the grade there, parents will be 
tactfully steered into a less ambitious choice. And 
the prep school can continue to use the fact that 
“Every child last year went on to the school of his 
choice” as a main selling point. | 

In the last 20 yeans, the prep schools have been : 
changing in a number of ways. They have invested 
millions o r pounds - £ 1 5.4 million Inst year alone - 
on new facilities: classroom blocks, science 
laboratories, sports halls nnd music suites. 

They have taken music very seriously indeed: 
even small boys 1 boarding schools have brought in 
teams of visiting instrument teachers, nnd now 
have their orchestras , choirs and chamber groups. 
The. music is pretty classical, and focuses on 
performance mid theory rather than creative 
music-making nnd composition. But standards 
are often very high. 

Art has also gained ground - though; it often 
disappears again for 1 1 -year-olds “flogging dt|wn 

the. Cqiqmon Entrance t rail". as. one head puE it. 

An IAPS report is about to recommend that nil 
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children do timetabled art up to 13. 

Computers are now being taken very seriously 
in man)' schools, and can be found on the 
timetable. But design technology still only seems 
to be a gleam in the eye of the most dynamic 
heads. 

Games have been demoted but they arc still 
extremely important in many boys’ schools. The 
school magazines still have pages and pages of 
match reports. But in many schools compulsory 
games time has been greatly cut back, and other 
activities introduced for children who dislike 
games: in enlightened boarding schools they 
might be able to choose cooking, or dance, or 
woodwork, or art. 

Many more teachers in prep schools now have a 
proper training and qualification. And the prep 
schools have built up their own in-service training 
network, based on the I APS. the Society of 
Assistant Teachers in Prep Schools, and, re- 
cently. the independent schools' microelectronics 
centre. There is also curriculum discussion at 
local level between subject leaches in prep and 
public schools - the "Ellis meetings''. 

Tn theory, all this “leads to constant discussion 
and revision". In practice, it has probably helped 
to reinforce the dominance of conventional 
subject teaching, and helped the Common Entr- 
ance to become even more of a mini (and very 
traditional) O level. This year, at last, there has 
been a move to shorten it, and free more space on 
the timetable for things like art, design and 
computing (see details of Common Entrance, 
below). 

The majority of boarding schools have become 
much nicer and more civilized places. There are 
still prefects but often their job has changed: "We 
used to use them as policemen, now we’ve turned 
them into social workers, looking after the little 
ones’*, said a headmaster. 

A recent chairman of the JAPS, who used to 
drop in on member schools at random when he 
was nearby, said there were still plenty of schools 
where educational standards left a lot to be 
desired. But they all seemed happy places, with 
informal and friendly relations between teachers 
and pupils: "sometimes a bit too much so". 

Coeducation is on its way in, and helping along 
the civilization process in traditional boys’ 
schools. True coeducation, with balanced num- 
bers of boys and girls all the way up a school, is 
still very much the exception . But girls are coming 
in —to meet local demand, or keep up numbers of 1 
day; children. or fill the odd empty, dormitory. .

T he traditional eight to thirteen prep schools 
have been moving down the age range, 
opening infant sections for children from 
four to five. In boys* schools, this has 
encouraged the move to recruit more women 
teachers with primary training and experience, 
and they ha ve brought a more knowledgeable and 
enlightened approach to teaching younger chil- 
dren. “They had taught in statd schools and came 
in and said: ‘This is ridiculous’," said one head. 

The motive for starting these forms has been 
mainly self-interest: “We wanted to keep the 
school full, and make sure that the school down 
the road didn’t get them at five," said a head. But 
in a very few thoughtful schools U is beginning to 
have an effect on the teaching of older children: 
"It’s making us think how to teach mathematics 
from scratch - not just what we teach , but how we 
teach It - and bring teachers of faur t eight and 
twelve-year-olds into the discussion," said Robin 
Peverett, head of Dulwich College preparatory 
school iri Crhnbrook. . 

Many of the infant and lower junior age classes 
I saw were superficially indistinguishable from 
those in ipiddle-class primaries, with work based 
.on the latest Watch on the walls and the usual 
range of activities. Bur there , are : different 
emphases. Practical activities for mathematics 
disappear ’much earlier, and the focus U oh 
mechanical arithmetic,, with much learning of 
tables and practice of long division. 

’ Homework begins at an early stage , and by the 
ago of eight or nine can take up two hours most 
evenings and weekends in high pressure schools; 
It's a burden oh parents as well as child red: "The 
children’s project books are absolutely beauti- 
for,' said bhe mother.' “But the; work is ’mostly 
.done by the parents,"

most of our children can take it." 

Not all the private prep and pre-prep schools 
have taken so many elements of good primary 
practice on board. HMI have so far published 
reports on two private schools taking children of 
infant and junior age (Elgin House in Doncaster 
and the pre-prep department of Shobrooke 
House in Devon) where “traditional standards” 
arc all too much in evidence. 

Both schools appeared to offer children a 
narrow and uninteresting curriculum at all stages. 
Younger children in the schools apparently had 
few opportunities for creative activities or play. In 
Elgin House, according to HMI, they were 
engaged in the rote learning of numbers and 
colours and letters, and expected to master fine 
hand control much loo early. Neither school had a 
nursery or infant-trained teacher. 

Neither school had many books, outside one 
reading scheme and a limited supply of textbooks. 
Junior age children went in for a lot of copying 
[ and rote learning in all subjects: for example in 
geography at Shobrooke they learnt off lists of 
products from different countries, which HMI 
judged were meaningless to the children. Chil- 
dren could write quite well, but never got much 
chance to do it: at Elgin House, a lot of the writing 
was “little more than handwriting practice." 

There was little practical apparatus for maths, 
and the emphasis was on mechanical arithmetic 
with large numbers, even where children had no 
understanding of place value. Children of widely 
differing ability and even age ranges were taught 
in lockstep, and were constantly asked to tackle 
work that was cither too easy or too difficult. 

. Many schools that take children only up to the 
age of II go on looking very like conservative- 
minded primary schools throughout the junior 
stage. Children are mainly taught by their class 
teacher - though specialist mathematics or PE or 
art teachers may come in part-time to buff up the 
work in some schools. “It was sloppy and boring 
having one teacher for everything, even gym”, 
said one child of her old primary school. 

They will have plenty of practice for the 
entrance tests of senior schools - comprehension 
and vocabulary-stretching exercises, composi- 
tions, and accurate arithmetic and grammar. 

There will be rather more class teaching then in 
most junior schools, and less individual and group 
work. History, geography and science will be 
treated as separate subjects. All pupils do French. 
Classes are likely to be unstrenmed, but children 
with, jregl learning or behavioural difficulties will 
be kept to a manageable minimum. 

“It’s a very easy job, teaching 20 attentive 
children, and we can only achieve the standards 
we do because the others are not here”, said a 
teacher in such a school. "What we can do here [s’ 
develop good work habits in a quiet atmosphere”, 
said her head. 


‘Flogging down the 
entrance trail 9 


T he schools that take children up to 13 arc in 
a very different ball game. Their central 
aim is to get children into public schools: 
the vast majority through Common En- 
trance, the select few through the scholarship 
exams of individual schools. 

To achieve it, (hey use very traditional 
methods. Streaming from the age of nine is the 
norm - big schools can have three or more 
streams. The walls of schools arc covered with the 
latest form lists, with rank orders of marks. 
Teaching is like O level leaching: a lot of chalk 
and talk and dictated notes, and not much 
discussion or investigation. 

Prizes and competitions add extra carrots: The 
Reverend Cardale’s Most Improved Mnths Prize, 
the Temple Richards prize for Pottery. The 
Geddes cup for the Boy who Tries Hardest in 
Work, Games and Conduct, the De Costobadic 
prize for Mental Arithmetic. , . . Many schools 
have systems of merit and demerit marks. 

Talking to parents, children and public school 
heads, 1 got the impression (hat nobody loved 
these schools much. Parents and children put up 
with them because they do the job and get 
children on to the next stage. 

Public school heads and teachers behave rather 
like the universities do to the secondary schools. 
They criticize their curriculum and teaching 
methods in private (“Never in public - we have to 
protect our seed com", said one head). But they 
refuse to allow the exams that dictate those 
methods to be radically changed. 

It is too convenient for them to take children 
who have already done a lot of the dog- work of an 
O level course - just as it is convenient for 
universities to take students already well 
grounded for a first degree. 

The details of the Common Entrance are set 
out below. The HMIs have documented its effects 
on curriculum and teaching methods in reports on 
four very different, but all successful, schools: 
Summerfields in Oxford, an old-established, 
mainly boarding school for prospective Etonians, 
Lyndhurst House in Hampstead, a day school 
preparing children of well-heeled London intel- 
lectuals for the highly competitive entrance to 
London day public schools, Downscnd school in 
Surrey, an expanding day boys’ prep in Surrey 
that delivers the Common Entrance and Scho- 
larship goods, and Dulwich College prep at 
Cranbrook, a liberal-minded coeducational day 
and boarding school. 

It was Robin Peverett, head of the latter, that 
put the dilemma of a prep school head who wnnts. 
to provide a broad and balanced and modern 
education for his pupils in a nutshell. “Wc can’t

The standards of the best seemed very high - 
with fluent French, great facility in mental 
arithmetic, good mastery of. techniques in art, 
very high grades in npisic exams. The school 
provided a rich diet of dubs, visits, drama

in French) sport and so on. 

The head, Hugh Woodcock, has built the 
school up over the years into a vory powerful 
establishment, with long waiting lists. The staff 
are well paid, with nearly a third on Scale 3: “I 
wouldn't like to run a school where teachers felt 
they were not on the right scale - it would affect 
the morale of staff, and parents would feel it.” 

He's prepared, like many prep school heads, to 
use ail his influence and contacts to help indi- 
vidual children on, I overheard him on the 
telephone to the head of a well-known public 
school: “You've got a scholarship for boys of that 
' age You give it to him, fee's one of our bursary t 
' boys and very good indeed. Now, who was it I was 


bearing about who was not very happy with 
you. . . ?”. 

Teachers at both Windiesham and Dulwich 
were enormously, keen and enthusiastic nbout 
their work. I met several refugees from compre- 
hensives who were enjoying the small, motivated 
classes, and “the relief of not having to sell your 
subject all the time," as one put it. “Do you know, 
we have no discipline problems at all," said a 
Dulwich teacher. “And they never say ‘Ugh’. 

“Parental interest is 100 per cent - you’re 
appreciated" said another. “You get the equip- 
ment you need - the cuts were going very deep in 
East Sussex,” said a Windiesham teacher. The 
last point was echoed by several heads of 
successful schools. They felt it essentia] that staff 
had the books and equipment they asked for, 
within reason. “It would be very frustrating for 
staff if they felt they couldn’t buy what they 
need,” said one. 

A few years ago teachers and heads in prep 
schools were extremely worried about their 
future. Now, provided the Labour Party docs not 
succeed in destroying the independent sector; 
altogether, the prep schools seem set to hold 
their ground. They have survived recession and 
inflation, and it seems likely that cuts in the state, 
schools have resulted in more parents - however 
reluctantly r- going private to secure small classes^ 
and decent resources. 


Their quality varies as much as, or more than, 
the state schools: the best ore good, the worst are 
terrible . Teaching conditions can be excellent or - 
in some small, cut-price schools - pretty awful. 
Some heads are interested in in-service training 
for staff, others don’t even manage to recruit 
teachers with appropriate qualifications. 

Where they are professionally run, they have 
several material advantages over many state 
schools: small classes; children and parents who 
believe that they are buying educational advan- 
tage; teachers who work in unstressful conditions; 
freedom to manage resources as they think best, 
to hire and fire teachers, and to steer away 
children who don’t fit in. 

They themselves would argue they have other 
advantages: not least clear goals which - whatever 
their constraints and drawbacks - offer a well- 
defined structure, and established indicators of 
- success, for parents, children and teachers, 

They believe that they have been able to iraajee 
cautious but steady progress towards a iqqre 1 
liberal view of education: " We move slowly but jn !

As a long standing observer of the 16 to 1

S ress notices of the latest document 
om the Department of Education 
and Science proposing an AS level 
examination. What were AS levels 
fori A collection of cut-in-half A levels 
seemed unlikely to solve the problems 
the average comprehensive school or 
sixth form college faces in trying to 
offer a decent education (o upper 
secondary students. Doubtless perusal 
of the full proposal would clear up the 
mystery. 

However, the arrival of ,4 .S’ 
Levels: proposals by the Secretaries 
of State for Education and Science and 
Wales . for a broader curriculum for A 
level Students failed to provide the 
hoped for elucidation. Its 34 paras of 
officialese told little more than the 
press releases. AS was to be of the 
same "exacting standard" as A level 
and to take up at least half as much 
teaching time. The hope was expressed 
that universities would give preference 
to students offering, for example; two 
A plus two AS levels. There would be 
consultation with the universities on 
this point.

Some of the dangers implicit in the lack 
of any clear objectives for a multicultu- 
ral approach to school mathematics is 
well illustrated by Derek Woodrow's 
article (TES, May II). Woodrow 

E Dints out the limitations and the 
nptied "tokenism” in considering 
topics - such as Islamic Art patterns or 
history of mathematics - Out of content 
' in regular maths lessons. But he then 
proceeds to advocate using names such 
as “Daljit, Winston and Samina” in 
place of Tom, Dick and Harry in 
mathematical problems. 

There Is also an Implication in his 
article that “multicultural mathema- 
tics" (an unfortunate phrase) is prom- 
oted in some way by inclusion oritems 
such as chapati flour or yam in costing 
household expenditure. 

However, it is not so much the 


tokenism implied by these examples - 
that I disagree with, in Woodrow's 
article as much as the perpetuation of 
certain stereotypes. Ho argues that 
reading and writing scripts from right 
to left and the manner in which a 
writing implement is held to form the 
"Asian Script" could engender conflicts 
in the process of learning mathematics. 


Now, there is no doubt that those in 
the front line of education - the 
students - are shrewd people who 
know which side theiT bread is but- 
tered. They are not likely to be taken 
in by pious talk on the part of vice- 
chancellors about the virtues of broad 
education and will continue to present 
themselves to decision-makers - the 
admissions tutors - with three proper 
A levels. 

Teachers and heads are also shrewd 
people who know about contact time 
and staffing ratios and arc not going 
tocomplicate their timetables to pro- 
vide yet more doubtful options for a 
section of their clientele which already 
soaks up more teacher hours than they 
like to think about. And yet. we also 
have to admit that secretaries of state, 
whether for education, science or 
Wales, are not the kinds of people to 
waste seven and □ half pages of prose, 
on a pointless enterprise. So what was : 
going on7

I would suggest that if such conflicts 
exist, they would apply to practically 
all children, since the vast majority of 
children of Indo- Pakistani origin are 
unlikely to be aware of their own 
linguistic practices before they start 
school in this country. In any case, 
mathematics is, as Woodrow states, a 
universal language and therefore un- 
likely to be subject to serious linguistic 
interference from any quarter. 

It is in discussing the influence of 
sodal and personality factors on 
mathematics learning that Woodrow’s 
stereotypes come into their own. A 
distinction is drawn between culture- 
bound environments that are favour- 
able to mathematics learning such. as 
the "authoritarian, self-disciplined, 
group dependent and individual sup- 
pressed Muslim sodety" and the un- 
favourable environment of the "restive 
exhube ranee” of the Caribbean stu- 
dents. Differing sex roles are believed 
to be behind the allegedly superior 
academic performance of the West 
Indian girl vis-a-vis her male counter- 
part; the passive Asian girl takes 
second place. Asian culture tradi- 
tionally is supposed to encourage co- 
operation rather than competition so 
that children would find difficulty in 
fitting into a “competitive ambience". 

It is such stuff, born out of the 
product of an uncritical logical positiv- 
ism and ad hoc sociological theorizing, 
that guides Woodrow's discourse. And 
one searches in vain for what would 
constitute, in his view, credible multi* 
culiural inputs into mathematics.

I would suggest that the objectives 
and inputs ormulticultural education 
in mathematics should be examined 
from two angles. At one level, the 
provision of a multicultural dimension 
to all education in Britain should be 
seen as part of a general strategy to 
eliminate the unconscious racism 
which lies behind the popular view that 
the West has had a monopoly, starting 
from the Greeks, in tne creation, 
spread and acquisition of the know- 
ledge of science and mathematics. It is 
to history that one should look for an 
antidote to Eurocentrism. 

At another level a multicultural 
approach should seek to provide credi- 
ble inputs to teachers who are often 
struggling against time to meet the 
demands imposed by the schoo' 
mathematics syllabus. The challenge 
lies In devising lessons which could 
gam from the incorporation of mate- 
rials such as “How the Mayas counted” 
or the “Network patterns of the Balu- 
ba in Africa” or how “vedic Arithme- 
tic" could help children (or adults) 
terrified of numbers. The Islamic Art 
patterns provide, through tessellation, 
great scope for developing a child’s 
awareness of space and relations be- 
tween spaces. They could serve as a 
useful means of moving away from our 
present emphasis on classification in 
geometry to how shapes change, whicii 
lie at the root of the study of topology.

When the teaching unions took disrup- 
tive action a few years ago I was 
working at a primary school where the 
head (who was approaching retire- 
ment age) belonged to a union whose 
members never took strike action. He 
had rather quaint ideas about “digni- 
ty" and “professionalism" and didn’t 
understand what “withdrawing good 
will" was all about. 

So far as he was concerned the most 
important people in his school were 
the children , and when his staff refused 
to carry out supervisory duties at 
dinner time he did it himself. It didn't 
occur to him to send the children 
home. In a school where a third of the 
children were entitled to free meals he 
had a shrewd idea that in the event of 
all children being turned out during 
the lunch period, about a quarter of 
them would be roaming the streets and 
would have no food. 

So day in day out he supervised all 
sittings of infant and junior children 
while his staff - some of whom were 
young enough to be his grandchildren 
- loafed about the staffroom or went 
out to the pub. They were all extreme- 
ly cross with him. The foolish old 
buffer was undoing the effect of their 
action and causing embarrassment and 
bad feeling in the school. He should 
have known better. 

Now, we ancillaries, who are not 
professional people and therefore not 
concerned with status, ethics or the 
welfare of children, have just one 
thought when the teachers start mak- 
ing such threats. How is this going to 
affect mel Each school is a balanced 
community of workers and when one 
section stops pulling its weight an 
additional burden falls upon others.

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This is a sad book. It is the story of a good man in a 
daze. Michael Foot had inspired tens of 
thousands of British citizens to support Labour in 
his time; he’d been brought up in one of the most 
remarkable political families in England, in which 
he, with his brothers, received from his father 
Isaac a powerful English nonconformist radical- 
ism. After a lifetime studying the ways of the 
political world, he should have been more skilled 
than any of his peers in reading the political 
entrails. Yet in 1983 he found his magic gone; 
he'd lost the power to lift himself and communi- 
cate an alternative to Thatcherism. So he led his 
party down to a spectacular defeat. 

This is not to blame Michael entirely; his party 
had lumberded him with a manifesto and a period 
of Internecine warfare which would have made 
the task of any leader daunting. What I found sad 
about this book was Michael’s obvious failure at 
the time of his election to the leadership to 
appreciate the dimensions of his task and the 
consequences of subsequent defeat. Or even his 
own failings as an individual. He reveals that two 
of his colleagues - Jeff Rooker and Gerald 
Kaufman - went to him shortly before the 
General Election and urged him to resign because 
he wasn't making an impact. Others felt it and 
didn’t say it, and all could see defeat ahead. 
Though Michael's refusal was predictable, his 
reasoning - that the sacrifice would be “distract- 
ing, futile, even cowardly” - showed that even 
then he had not grasped his predicament and that 
of the Labour Party. 

He sees his defeat as an almost glorious one. 
Perhaps - just perhaps - he may one day be 
justified. One day, a party committed to radical 
reform and unilateral nuclear disarmament might 
just sweep the country on ground ploughed and 
harrowed by Michael in 1983. But politics is a 
hard profession. Politicians are judged on their 
immediate achievements, and rightly. The task 
Involves hammering a credible way forward to be 
ready for 9 o'clock the following morning. It's 
always about some sort of compromise - keeping 
a coherent body of beliefs intact while holding on 
to power. It involves putting together a subtle 
pot-pourri of one’s own instinct, the “feel" of the 
party and the mood of the people. It Is necessary 
not only to convey what you want to do but also 
the fact that you have the power, the self- 
confidence, the will and the stature to carry it 
through. This was where Michael failed; and the 
book displays no evidence that he was aware of 
this.

I voted for him in 1976 and again in 1980 as 
leader of the Labour Party because, though 1 had 
my doubts, I thought he could handle this political 
process. Lots of my colleagues told me he 
couldn’t - and voted, faute de rnietix, for Denis 
Healey, the acknowledged cynic. In the end 
Kaufman and Rooker were right. In spite of his 
long political apprenticeship, the electorate rec- 
ognized in Michael neither the guile nor the steel 
they expect in their political leaders. He was seen 
as politically naive. 


Perhaps he was never seen as a leader because 
all the lazy luxuries of nonconformity had entered 
into his soul and he came into government too 
late. It was not until 1974 that he was conscripted 
by Harold Wilson into the Establishment to help 
make the social contract work. Jack Jones, his" 
partner in the process, got some fundamental 
legislative advances for the trade union move- 
ment and never lost the pulse of the people. 
Michael took the office, passed the legislation, 
ascended (albeit a little reluctantly) to the

resists examination in matters ranging from Ihe 
grave to the trivial, (although the ill-fated efforts 
of Anthony Howard to be a Whitehall correspon- 
dent caused such consternation in the corridors of 
power that he was forced to leave for an 
assignment in America.) It is also - and this is the 
thrust of the study - that government in Britain 
manipulates, stage manages and orchestrates the 
media in a way ' which is both cynical and 
destructive of informed discussion. Moreover, 
the temptation to manage the news seems to have 
become stronger as support for the traditional 
assumptions of collective responsibility and gov- 
ernment secrecy has declined. But how has it 
happened that “profound administrative secrecy" 
and “compliant political reporting" has come to 
dominate British politics? And can anything be 
done about the increasing tendency of men like 
Bernard Ingham and Gordon Reece to process 
the hard fibre of politics into purina? 

On one level the explanation is cultural. The 
long tradition of a politically neutral civil serivee 
has had a number of consequences: It created the 
idea of government service as a high calling 
reserved for nn elite of mandarins who in turn 
guarded , the public Interest, it entailed the 
suppression of any discussion about the advice 
given by civil servants allegedly because political- 
ly virgin officials poyld pot defend themselves in 
public^scu^p^pd^rause (he^entfiicatipD.of 
a civil servant wi|h any policy position would 


make him a marked man far succeeding adminis- 
trations. Politicians and journalists alike were 
socialized into a world where keeping the' 
machine running smoothly counted for as much if 
not more than what the machine produced. 

A second explanation however is that no 
politician once in power has an interest in opening 
Whitehall to greater examination, despite the 
pious promises of opposition. Mrs Thatcher 
offers an especially curious case study of political 
amnesia. In opposition she was vocal in her 
attacks on tyranny, governmental arbitrariness 
and public sector arrogance. Indeed one of her 
earliest moves as a novice MP had been to open 
local authority committees to the public. In power, 
though, she has managed to combine ideological 
attacks on the size of government with an attempt 
to make sure that such government as remains is 
conducted well awny from the public view. 
Cabinet government has survived in many ways 
because of the facility for dissident ministers to let 
their doubts and dissatisfactions be known. 
Canute-like, Mrs Thatcher has tried to turn back 
the tendency to leak by such measures as sacking 
(Norman St John Stevas). abolishing leaky in- 
stitutions (the think tank) and even by-passing 
Cabinet and its committees altogether when - as 
occurred with the £ Committee - their delibera- 
tions reached, the public ipp quipkly L , i. . 

Tjie most damaging allegations (jo noL.howCY; 
er, spring from the discussion of the routine

This much in personal preface. The book is an 
agonized tale of a marvellous campaign. We are 
regaled with speeches, packed meetings, ecstatic 
welcomes, and marvellous rallies.

Michael 
remains puzzled throughout. He recalls past 
triumphs, pulls all the traditional levers, and 
nothing comes Tight. He knows that the cause is 
just; but not why he's lasing the war. 

He has his bogeys. The Media - as represented 
by television, the Press, public opinion polls, even 
the Alliance themselves - are analysed for the 
anti-Labour venom within them. Quite rightly. It 
was a handicap to Labour at the last election that 
its opponents used the centralized power of the 
media more disreputably, cynically and effective- 
ly than ever before. But we all knew that was 
going to happen long before the election was 
upon us. It’s hardly n Leader's role to bemoan the 
obvious after the event. 

But it would be wrong to represent this book as 
a simple plaint. It isn’t - though it's difficult to 
divine exactly why Michael did write it. Partly to 
provide a commentary of warning to Nell Kin- 
nock, his successor. Partly to defend, for poster- 
ity. the effort or going- against all the media odds 
- for a non-nuclear Britain. Partly for the sake of 
solidarity, to try to keephis-and our- spirits up. 

He quotes Alan Bleasdale-an episode from Boys 
from the Blackstuff on the possibilities of being a 
socialist: 

Not when y'scaied, Snowy. And when 
y’seared, unless y'very special y’think about 
y'self - and yoms. Y'think about feedin' the 
kids atf paying the rent, and the effect it's 
having on y'tart - an* even what Christmas is 
going to be like this year. I 

To this extent, his political wisdom emerges and I 
he understands that defeat can only be a precur- i 
sor of later success; and in the final chapter “The 1 
Hopes Next Time” something of the old vigour l 
returns. 1 

Michael Foot is right in admitting towards the 
end that the real obstacle he failed to conquer was 
not so much the manipulation of the media but 
Mrs Tha teller’s morality. It affronts his whole soul 
that monetarism should have been successfully 
gilded with the image of morality. Michael is 
probably right that this image will crack one day- 
iprobbly sooner rather than later. But the book 
made it clear, to me that it will need a leader with a 
more direct political line to the mood of the 
people, if monetarism is to be replaced by a more 
authentic morality next time. 


affairs of government. The authors' strongest 
criticisms are reserved for Ihe highly unusual 
episode of the Falklands War. The propaganda 
machine really came Into its own. Information 
was restricted (hough some journalists did sail 
with the task force. However, because Ihe Prime 
Minister wanted the public to hear only the good 
news and wanted the bad news "de-emphasized", 
correspondents who had their doubts about the 
outcome of the campaign found their dispatches 
were less likely to make it home than those of 
their more optimistic colleagues. In Britain itself 
the BBC was subjected to the full wrath of the 
Prime Minister and the back bench pack which 
wanted blood far a Panorama programme which 
was thought too biased to the Argentinians. The. 
war might be undeclared but in the world view 
of “Celestial Blue” the proper stance for the BBC 
was unmitigated patriotism, not detachment. 

The legacy of the Falklands has been a 
continuing atmosphere of hostility and wrangling 
between some sections of the media and the 
government. Equally significant has been the way 
the Falklands campaign was extended into the 
general election. The “Falklands factor made 
flesh" owes much of her success to the makers of 
Mars bars and to the skilful adaptation of 
American election techniques such as direct mail. 

The solution to these undesirable develop- 
ments lies in the hands of the actors themselves. 
Ironically some. senior civil servants, such as Sir 
Douglas Wbss, have been speeding the process of 
open government themselves - perhaps in re- 
tribution for what the government has been doing 
to the civil service ns a profession. But ultimately 
it is the journalists - and especially theXoijby - 
who must, as the authors pul it, rc-thlnk their 
priorities and break out of the cosy'ftlBj|iftijs|bip 
is which threatens lo sap their spirits. ■ b’hp 5 «Je^tfpy 
i- their integrity.

Basil Davenport identified the essence 
of I Compton- Burnett's work as early 
as 1929 when he called her second 
novel. Brothers and Sisters, “a story of 
the present hurt by the past, but not 
defeated”. The pressure of past on 
present, age on youth, authority and 
convention on passion was the staple 
of Compton-Burnett 's fiction. Ivy her- 
self had been deeply hurt by the past 
and all but defeated. 

When Hilary Spurline finished the 
first volume of her biography of 
Compton-Burnett, Ivy When Young, 
in 19/4, she did so unsure that there 
was anything more to write. The first 
volume took the story to 1919; Ivy had 
another half century to live but in a 
very real sense her life and the world 
she had known ended together during 
the First World War. Her parents were 
already dead, and her brother Guy. In 
1916. the only person she really loved, 
her second brother Noel, died on the 
Somme. On Christmas Day 1917, her 
two youngest sisters committed suicide 
together. Ivy herself was one of mil- 
lions of victims of the great influenza 
pandemic of 1918; she so nearly died, 

I and the second half of her life was so 
comparatively uneventful, that the ill- 
ness resembled a symbolic denth. 

Brothers and Sisters was actually her 
third novel. There had been Dolores in 
1911, a thin - and probably collabora- 
tive - piece Ivy had paid to have 
published. Her literary career really 
began in 1925 with Pastors and Mas- 
ters. From then on. Ivy's life iiyw her 
fiction, the working out of that over- 
full childhood and early adulthood and 
the perfect, duly feminized, embodi- 
ment of T S Eliot's iden] separation of 
the man that suffers and the mind that 
creates. 

Ivy covered her tracks so well and 
appeared to write so much from the 

S rets of ber own heart that a whole 
rry of biographers set off in pursuit ' 
She wrote no autobiography • or 
memoir; her letters, even to intimate 
friends, were terse and business-like. 
She laid false trails; invention, fiction, 
had become the armature of her 
existence. A reputation like Virginia 
WoolPs depends on letters, diaries, 
memoirs as miich as on the fiction 
alone, Compton-Burnett left no 
Blaoittsbury scaffolding and Hilary 
Spurting has done a brilliant job in 
sorting out the realities of Ivy’s later 
life from the conflicting - sometimes 
malicious - recollections of those who 
knew her and from the transforma- 
tions of her life in the 19 novels she 
wrote between the early 1920s and her 
death in 1969. 

j H was Margaret Jourdain, the Eng- 
lish furniture expert, who rescued Ivy 
from her post-war limbo. The two 
lived together until Margaret died in 
1951, Ivy gradually becoming the 
dominant' partner as her literary fame 
increased. If Ivy left little documentary 
evidence for her biographers, the two.

The horror in 
every heart

women were prodigious entertainers 
and conversationalists. En the early 
days, before the visitors were for Ivy, 
Margaret discoursed on domestic inr 
tenors while her companion, ignored, 
studied their occupants with an atten- 
tion and nerspicacity some found un- 
seemly. Homosexual literary rela- 
tionships - Stein and Toklas, Orion 
and Halliwell - seem to obey a seesaw 
logic, one partner attaining dominance 
as the other shrinks. Ivy and Margaret 
may not have been actually lesbian but 
they lived out the classic power strug- 
gle. Within the conventions of Victo- 
rian etiquette. Ivy performed a ruth- 
less vivisection of her time and class 
and, more universally, of "the horror 
in every heart". Her settings, as the 
extraordinary, distinctive titles show, 
are all domestic and familial, her 
characters parents and children, ser- 
vants, masters, siblings, all locked 
together in intricate patterns of rela- 
tionship. 

The novelist Elizabeth Bowen said 
of Compton-Burnett that she was not 
merely copying the Victorian novel, 
she was continuing it. Basil Davcn- 
RPrt, in his review or Brothers and 
Sisters , . had likened it to Oedipus 


Tyranuos. Ivy took Victorian domestic 
fiction to its logical limit, adding to it 
forms and concerns from Greek 
tragedy. Her themes are profound and 
dark - intrigue, violence, betrayal, 
incest - her methods anything but 
realistic in the usual sense. There is 
little narrative or stage business. She 
expends little energy in getting charac- 
ters in and out of rooms. Most of the 
novels are in dialogue, relentlessly 
parsing out the drives and emotions 
hidden beneath the social conventions 
and family pieties. 

Jack Bond’s South Bank Show 
adaptation of scenes from Elders and 
Betters (appropriately, published in 
1944) revealed how social set pieces 
and formalized relationships become 
the basis for Compton-Bumett's coldly 
accurate examination of power. Un- 
fortunately, any visual adaptation con- 
centrates too much attention on scenes 
and setting, clothes and styles (all 
Margaret Jourdain's province) and 
away from Ivy's highly abstract means. 
Bond's leaf-strewn sets were evocative 
enough but the treatment was far too 
pretentiously baroque and express- 
lonistlc and what was lost, even from 
excellent individual performances.

Mary McCarthy called Compton- 
Burnett a “radical writer . . . one of 
the rare modern heretics" and culled 
her novels "subversive packets". They 
were certainly explosive charges in the 
Victorian faqadc. Technically, Cnnip- 
lon-Burnctt is an important mod- 
ernist. Nathalie Sarruute acknow- 
ledged that her uninflcclcd style, with- 
out authorial comment or commentary, 
resembled the modish Freneh nouveau 
roman. Aside from Suphnclcun 
themes like incest and family violence, 
Compton-Burnett wrote of the multi- 
plicity of identity - “An uncle and a 
nephew, and a brother nnd a sister, 
and an aunt, and a husband and a wife, 
and I think some more, all in four 
people" - and on the complex nature 
of texts themselves. Books and wills 
are a “legacy'', that part of the writer 
that lives on after death, just us Ivy 
seemed to in 1919. Compton-fiurnctt’s 
dead characters exert as much influ- 
ence as the living, a technique as 
ancient as Sophocles again and as freshly 
contemporary as The Gallon Case, 
Pale Fire ana The Crying of Lot 49. 

Certainly anyone opening a Comp- 
ton-Burnett novel in the expectation of 
tea and chat will be profoundly shock- 
ed. Hilary Spurting suggests that her 
themes are atrocity, violence, the 
corruption of language and totalitarian 
abuse of power. Tnat is either too 
directly political or too consciously 
contemporary a reading but it docs 
accurately convey the force of 
Compton-Burnett’s concerns. Books 
like Elders and Betters and Manservant 
and Maidservant are almost unbear- 
ably bleak. But there is also a thread of 
humour, sign of an emotional robust- 
ness in Ivy that survived the ghastliness 
of her years of loss and collapse. She 
retained a puckish sense of fun which 
belied the outwardly frigid Victorian- 
ism. The perfect antidote to the re- 
ceived image of I Compton-Burnett 
the austere and unapproachable lady 
novelist (always the initial in print), is 
Kay Dick’s picture of her diving under 
her skirt for the handkerchief kept 
tucked in her knickers. 

Even amid the warmth of Ivy and 
Stevie, there is a characteristic ruth- 
lessncss. Ivy quizzes Kay Dick about 
the “deed” she has done (her attemp- 
ted suicide). It was a subject which 
fascinated her. Ivy saw - ns she had to - 
the link between family life and self- 
destruction; that far she understood 
and appropriated Oedipus. In 1919, 
Ivy had nothing in the normal way to 
live for. Fiction became the alternative 
to suicide, to putting out her own eyes.

The West 
Indian refuses work and smokes mari- 
juana, the Asian is paranoicaliy pro- 
tective of his sister and the Englishman 
is slightly to the right of Ivan the 
Terrible. The women are merely por- 
trayed as long-suffering. 

The plot continues predictably 
enough, with the pop star and his 
manager turning out to be wicked 
exploiters. If Duckin ' «' Divin' wasn't 
so energetically and warmly per- 
formed. It would seem shallow and 
patronizing. As it is it's hugely enjoy- 
able, not only far the performances but 
for the songs as well. There’s a verit- 
able show-stopper about a policeman 
who stutters when tie takes off his

helmet that by itself would justify a 
visit to the show. 

In the Groove is a shameless excuse 
to link together a repertoire of Forties 
songs. Hie songs, crafted onto a flimsy 
plot about demobilization, VE day and 
a Labour victory are well performed 
and the gags range from appalling lo 
mediocre. But if you like “Chatanooga 
Choo Choo", Max Miller, “Buddy Can 
you Spare a Dime” and you’re in- 
terested in seeing a trio of Churchills 
singing “Aim Misbehavin’’, then this 
cabaret style show is ( literally) right up 
your street if you’re a Londoner. 

A special tribute is due lo the 
Bubble performers. Ten in all, they 
act, sing, dance, skate and all seem 
adept on at least three musical instru- 
ments. Their repertoire of four shows 
(also on offer is David Holman’s 
excellent children's plav, Frankie's 
Friends) three of which nave compli- 
cated music, demands a lot from them. 
It's the warmth with which they per- 
form that should ensure this summer 
season’s success.

Neither do you 
net the portrayal of Asians as meek 
victims of a hostile culture. What you 
do see is strictly governed by Tara 
Arts’ avowed policy of showing Asian 
life in Britain through Asian eyes. 
Thus it’s perfectly acceptable to pre- 
sent negative Asian images - the 
stereotyped (and exploiting) entre- 
preneur, the mother who speaks no 
English and doesn't want to adapt at all 
and the father who beats his daughter 
then kicks her out because of her 
liaison with a boy from an inferior 
Asian social group. 

The optimism comes from me 
humour, the strange mix of classical 
eastern dancing and disco/body pop- 
ping and the energy with which the cast 
of five play eighteen parts.

Relating theory to practice 


Magellan Perspective for Preschools: A 
Thinking Book for Teachers. By Ruth 
Saunders and Ann M Bingham-

Following the White Paper on teacher 
education both pre-servicc and in-, 
service courses are being revised and in 
many cases radically changed. A major 
objective of this exercise is to equip 
teachers with the ability to relate 
theory to practice, not in terms of 
oversimplified generalities, but in mi- 
nute detail. In so far as the White 
Paper's requirement that lecturers in 
education should have iiad recent 
experience as successful practitioners 
in schools can help meet this objective 
it is to be welcomed, but lecturers will 
also need to be able to deal with some 
difficult problems involved in the 
1 selection . presentation and interpreta- 
tion of theoretical material. These 
problems are illustrated by two very 
different approaches to the rela- 
tionship between theory and practice 
taken by two books which are both 
likely to become well-used texts in 
teacher education courses. 

The theory selected by Ruth Saun- 
ders and Ann Bingham -Newman is 
Piagetian. They dealnot only with the 
aspect of the theory concerned with 
the development of important con- 
cepts in number and about the physical 
world but also, and with more emph- 
asis, with the aspect concerned with 
conditions such os activity, diversity, 
change and intellectual honesty that

facilitate intellectual development. 
They have thus chosen theoretical 
material in terms of its relevance to 
effective classroom practice: the for- 
mer aspect of the theory has implica- 
tions for the kinds of materials that 
might be provided bur the latter aspect 
can help teachers to deal with ques- 
tions of now to interact effectively with 
children. 

Their approach is to show how this 
theoretical material can inform prac- 
tice. The theory is presented with the 
minimum use of technical language 
and each theoretical principle is trans- 
lated into principles for preschool 
practice which cover devising daily 
schedules, planning activities, arrang- 
ing the classroom, observing and inter- 
preting children's behaviour, setting 
them gohls and interacting effectively 
with [Rem. These principles for prac- 
tice are, in turn, illustrated by detailed 
specific examples and suggestions. 
There is always the danger that 


teachers will merely try to imitate 
specific examples instead of using the 
principles to devise practice related to 


the particular conditions of their own 
pupils, as has happened with many 
curriculum projects. Saunders and 
Bingham-Newman have tried to avoid 
this by presenting “Teacher-Tasks" 
throughout the text whose aims are to 
help tne reader understand the theory 
and to provoke her into relating it to 


anecdotal. Examples of children's 
work in a variety of activities including 
modelling, drawing, writing, environ- 
mental work ana mathematics are 
described. Each example is of good 
quality work showing now inventive, 
thoughtful and well-motivated chil- 
dren can be, and is indeed, as Rowland 
acknowledges, selected to illustrate 
these qualities. It is a book that may 
well inspire many teachers. Whether it 
can also help them to achieve and 
sustain work of similar quality is more 
open to doubt, for that requires two 
things that are lacking in this book - 
much more detailed description of the 
rale of the teacher and an amplified 
account of theoretical principles. 

ft is when onjj sgnrcJigs for a theore- 
tical underpinning that the major dif- 
ference between the two books 
emerges. In Rowland's work there is 
no presentation of a coherent and 
amplified theory. Instead, a final chap- 
ter claiming that “educational theory 
finds its most appropriate expression 
within the practice of sustained de- 

vrinh'nn" nr.wntc i 


throughout the text whose aims are to 
help the reader understand the theory 
and to provoke her into relating it to 
her own conditions. 

Rowland's book also presents de- 
tailed description of classroom work, 
but there the similarity to Saunders' 
and Bingha in-Newman's book ends. 
His account of work in a class of nine to 
eleven-year-old children is mainly 


oyer it; that learning is not transmitted 
directly by teacher to learner but 
reconstructed by the latter; that 
teachers need to engage in “conversa- 
tions” with children that help them to 
gain awareness of this control. These 
are sound educational principles but 
need to be qualified in ways that can 
only be achieved by a thorough-going 
theory. They do not of themselves 
constitute a theory and the “sustained 
description" illustrates them but does 
not give the kind of empirical support- 


one demands of a theory. 

At first glance one might suppose 
that the short list of references at the 
end of each chapter provide such- 
empirical support were they not so.- 
suspiciously dispcratc. A rending of 
the text confirms the suspicions and 
the references arc mainly of tlic : 
“name-dropping" kind where "as X| 
claims" is inserted with insufficient 
elaboration of what X claimed. Unfor- 
tunately some of the references do not 
even illustrate the examples very well: 
Dewey’s statement about spontaneity 
in art is referred to in an example of a 
mathematical exploration; Donald- 
son's claim that children may enguge in 
formal operational thought before the 
age at which Piaget says it emerges is 
quoted in connexion with a discussion 
about God’s existence which docs not 
really involve a train of propositional 
thought; and Popper's notion of falsi- 
fication in science is introduced in a 
discussion of an example which, 
though it does illustrate good thinking 
by a group of children of this age, does 
not involve attempts to falsify a 
hypothesis. 

This maverick approach to theory 
mars a book whose exciting examples 
of what children can achieve may well 
prove useful to many teachers. Its 
danger is that it might encourage the 
same approach to theory, where it is 
used slectiveiy to support practice in a 
post hoc fashion rather than to inform 
practice in the manner advocated and 
illustrated by Saunders and Bingham- 
Newman.

“Reading around" means different 
things in different contexts. Reading 
around the class is not the same as 
reading around the subjects, a practice 
piously commended by A level 
teachers but often skimped by their 
students - not so much out of wilful 
idleness but often because of a genuine 
inability to find the material. Little real 
excuse for this in English literature, of 
course. Continuing series, guides, pre- 
faces, introductions to and explana- 
tions of all the major authors regularly 
thunder from the presses. Herewith, 
one man’s viow of some of the latest of 
some of the best: reading around 
materia) which could well be read 
around the class (in their own time, 
naturally). 

Longman Preface Books ore in- 
tended to give “modern and author- 
itative guidance" on the lives and 


ters series. But the short book is very 
good on the relationship of the novels, 
especially Felix Holt and Middle- 
march, to the intellectual development 
of Mary Ann Evans. Robin Qilmour's 
study of Vanity Fair is Volume 74 in the 
Arnold Studies in English Literature 
series and even shorter. But in less 
than 60 pages it cuts a clear path 
through the oook, one eye on Thack- 
eray's “famous little Becky Puppet", 
the other locked on Bunyan (from 
whom Thackeray borrowed his title) 
and the wider implications of the 
novel. No-nonsense guidance in a 
pocket-sized edition. 

The American Twentieth Century 
Interpretations series is more rigorous- 
ly academic. Each volume gathers 
together essays and articles on a single 
“great work of literature". And like 
tne series, these too tend to be Amer- 
ican. There is a lot of useful material, 
and names and facts to stun any 
examiner in each of the recent volumes 
devoted to Tennessee Williams' 77ie 
Glass Menagerie, John Steinbeck's 
The Grapes of Wrath and Arthur 
Miller’s Death of a Salesman. The 
last-named also includes Sighle Ken- 
nedy's penetrating yet constantly en- 
tertaining essay, ‘‘Who Killed the 
Salesman?” 

Macmillan's Modern Dramatists 
series goes from strength to strength 
with a new batch of titles examining 
the work of Oscar Wilde, Henrik Ibsen 
and- a tall order this in just 200 pages- 
George Bernard Shaw. As with pre- 
vious volumes in the series the spot- 
light is on the plays as plays, as works 
for the theatre. Although all three 
books also set the playwright in con- 
text (David Thomas has written a 
particularly illuminating account of 
Ibsen's aesthetic principles), the stu- 
dies of the plays, backed up by pages of 
photographs of notable productions, 
will be as valuable to producers, 
designers and students nf drama as I 
they will be to the general reader or A 
level candidate confronting A Woman 
of No Importance. 

Text and Performance, a new series 
of books (also from Macmillan) aimed 
squarely at sixth-formers and under- 
graduates, takes this approach even 
further. There are reviews of actual 
productions. In Hamlet Peter Davison 
casts an eye over Laurence Olivier’s 
film version and stage production 
including John Gielgud’s of 1934 and 
the RSCTs “David Warner Hamlet " of 
1965. He is an academic and. like 
Michael Scott on Antony and Cleopat- 
ra and T F Wharton who discusses 
Henry the Fourth, Parts J and 2, there 
is a slight whiff of the academic’s 
suspicion of anything theatrical in what 
he writes. Maybe “proper" reviews of 
the productions would be a better 
complement to the first half of each 
book in which the text itself is consi- 
dered.

Recently I met a drama teacher who 
had decided to re-train as an educa- 
tional psychologist. “There’s no prom- 
otion for drama specialists was his 
frank admission.

Without this perception of his hero's 
life, M le Vot's biography is no more 
than a catalogue of events.

There is more real feeling 
of the man in Sheila h Graham's racy 
personal memoir, Beloved Infidel. Re- 
cent biographies, from Mizener to 
Broccoli, concentrating more on the 
man than the novelist, nave elaborated 
thefolie a deux with Zelda. the follies 
of loneliness without her. Hemingway 
etched a bitchy portrait in A Moveable 
Feast. Every writer on the Jazz Age has 
a telling anecdote about the dashing 
young couple’s beauty and eccentric- 
ity, the aura of dissipated genius they 
exuded. M le Vot does not even 
include a photograph. 

Quite arbitrary areas of Scott's life 


are chosen for attention. Every hotel a standard 
the Fitzgeralds stayed in is detailed but 
their daughter Scottie is scarcely men- 
tioned. Hie stormy relationship with 
Hemingway is discussed, oddly 
enough, by reference to third and 
fourth parties, from memoirs and 
critical essays. In bis chapter “The 
Crack-Up" Ic Vot discusses the dar- 
kest days of Fitzgerald’s life and an 
essay he wrote then, chiefly by refer- 
ring to a Critical essay by one E M 
Cioran. Cioran defines Fitzgerald as 
one “having a Pascalian experience 
without a Pascalian mind". To a 
French intellectual, no doubt this ex- 
plains everything. To the English read- 
er, It's clear as mud. Where is the

That is a 
pity as there certainly is scope for a 
book on Scott and Zelda’s attempt to 
remain true to each other and them- 
selves in the face of madness, fame and 
their own weakness.

French’s terms, are "masculine" and

18 2), is a collection of writings by a 
psychologist who had considerable in- 
fluence on social policy in Britain from 
the end of rhe last war until his death in 
1979. Many of them relate to his interest 
in retarded, mentally handicapped and 
maladjusted children, the psychological 
principles behind society’s provision for 
them, and the effects of this provision on 
their development and well-being. Also 
included is a key contribution to the 
nature/nurture debate on race and IQ 
sparked off by Arthur Jensen at the 
beginning of the Seventies, Jack Tizard 
argued against Jensen’s theory thnt 
genetic differences are responsible for 
observed differences between groups 
growing up in different environments . 
Although this is essentially a memorial, 
it is also a welcome chance to look again 
at this influential work. 

Early Teenage Pregnancy , (by J K 
Russell, Churchill Livingstone £6.95. O' 
443 02359) is written primarily from 


medical evidence, but Professor Rus- 
sell is also aware of the possible social 
repercussions when very young gift 
get pregnant.

level of achievement, tne pack shows 
them how to do it. 

And when Hargreaves notes that 89 
per cent of teachers want more home/ 
school liaison and that parents want 
more homework, the pack suggests a 
neat solution. By emphasizing the 
pupil's own management of time, use 
of out-of-school resources and the 
involvement of parental help to main- 
tain study schedules, the way is opened 
for a mature dialogue between pupil, 
parent and teacher. All good stuff and 
all possible if learning skills become an 
accepted part of the secondary curri- 
culum. 

But what exactly are "learning 
skills”? 1 asked Sam McKeown, the 
ILEA Adviser for Technical Educa- 
tion, who edited the pack. 

“Learning skills,” he explained, 
“are skills which enable children to 
learn more effectively by taking con- 
trol of their own learning. They are 
generally transferable from one sub- 
ject to another". So a maths teacher 
might show the class how to plot a 
graph or produce a pi chart and the 
sociology teacher might ask them to 
use the same technique in her lesson. 

But learning skills are much more 
than that. As the supplementary pap- 
ers explain, they are about teaching 
children strategies which allow them to 
concentrate more carefully on a given 
task, develop their understanding by 
relating information to their own ex- 
perience and reframing the task in 
their terms. It means understanding 
the objectives of the work - both what 
is to be learned and how it can be done 
and, above all, it means questioning: 
What is the point of the lesson, 
programme, chapter? What points are 
Being made7 Do I agree? Why not? 
There is no room for fudsins with this 


sort of approach. It means developing 
the pupil s ability to know what In- 
formation they want, how to extract it, 
recognize bias, use it and present It. 
And not just from books but Glms, 
posters, personal reminiscences. 

It is an exciting prospect and the 
ILEA has been committed to learning 
skills since 1982. when Trevor Jaggar. 
the Chief Inspector for Schools, set up 
jiis working parties. But in recognition 
of the fact that schools are traditionally 
asked to make radical changes with 
insufficient preparation, the Authority 
has trodden carefully. INSET has been

organized both in schools and in 
teachers' centres, there is a newsletter 
for feedback and the broadly-based 
resource pack has been sent to every 
school. 

Progress is patchy, says McKeown. 

So far about halt the Authority’s 
schools have some sort of programme 
under way - most at fifth and sixth 
form level. The long-term intention, 
however, is lo introduce pupils to 
learning skills as they enter secondary 
school. 

Thus the pack offers Self Manage- 
ment, Homework, Listening and 
Observing, Notetaking and Reading 
Skills from the earliest years. Essay 
Preparation, Project Work, Self 
Assessment and Examination Prepa- 
ration are for the older pupils. 

I like the self assessment bits. In 13 
years of schooling nobody ever asked 
me whether I might work better in the 
morning or the wee small hours, or 
suggested that notes in diagram form 
might work better than verbatim re- 
cording. And certainly no teacher ever 
saw any merit at all in talking about it! 

Even as an adult who habitually 
spends time researching, collating ana 
presenting, I found the section on 
reading - “SQ3R-Survey, Question, 
Read, Review, Recall”- quite enlight- 
ening. And when I asked around I 
found that many literate adults of my 
acquaintance are unable to "skim" or 
"scan" efficiently. Without doubt wc 
would all have benefited from the 
pack's dual emphasis on self know- 
ledge and the development of precisely 
ajialysed skills. 

“We would hope that with practice, 

' older pupils could assess the material 
they were using and evaluate their own 
ana their teacher's performance over 
the year,” I was told by Laurie 
Gooahand, Headmaster or Quiutin 
Kynaston School in North London. 
He is as enthusiastic about learning 
skills (he Is joint author of the pupil's 
guide) as he is about the Hargreaves 
Report (to which his school submitted 
evidence). 

What did other teachers think? Ben 
Taubman, Head of Fifth Year at 
Kidbrooke School, had a few reserva- 
tions. He liked the big A4 teacher’s 
guide- “I’ll use that as a basis for much 
or the work on learning skills. 1 shall 
definitely use the material on Project 
work. Homework, Assessment and 
Exam Preparation. It's very good 
there, though I'd like to see it go 
harder with more about the papers 
themselves, what they look like, now 
you find your way around them, how 
to assess your performance in the 
mocks.” 

The notetaking and essay writing 
sections were less successful, he 
thought, perhaps because they were 
too general. "But then it’s very diffi- 
cult to talk to such a wide age and 
ability range and that shows in the 
pupil s guide. Which is not to say that I 
don’t think it isn't an excellent starter. 
In the end the results can only be 
good.”

Simon Callow begins bis book Being 
an Actor remembering the letter he 
wroted bA a stage-struck 18-year-old 
aiblng Lord Olivier’s advice on hoW 
best to start in the business. That was 
back In the old days when the National 
Theatre was at the Old Vic and Olivier 
the man in charge. Now, his successors 
have got so heartily sick of latter-day 
young Simons - that or they’re taking 
theirposition very much more serious- 
ly - thdy have pfoduced an exhaustive 
pack called Careers in Theatre. 

Olivier suggested Callow look a job 
in the Old Vic box office, which is one 
way of breaking into the profession; 
the new pack considers the more 
orthodox routes. It gives realistic, 
down-to-earth advice on what it takes 
(and generally it takes two A levels) to 
become not just an actor, but a 
playwright, a director, a designer, 
stage manager or theatre adminis- 
trator. 

£*f)VttiQU&b tfie difficulties of breaking 
into the overcrowded professions are 


not glossed over, there is also plenty of 
practical advice. Would-be actors and 
backstage workers are urged to lake 
every opportunity of getting Involved - 
with school, college and amateur pro- 
ductions until something better comes 
along - and told where and how .to 
apply for places on drama and theatre 
studies courses. There is even a section 
on the notoriously difficult business of 
persuading the local authority to part 
with a grant. .

Goodbye to Gadzookery! 

Jill Paton Walsh visits Geoffrey Trease to mark his seventy-fifth 

birthday 


This summer Geoffrey Trease cele- 
brates his seventy-fifth birthday, and 
his fiftieth year as a writer for children. 
He is celebrating in the best possible 
manner, with tne publication of a 
book, his ninety-third since Bom 
Against the Barons, published in 1934. 
Better yet, the new oook, Cormorant 
Venture, completes a trilogy, (the 
others are MandeviUe and Saraband 
For Shadows,) which isTrease’s first, 
and so far only attempt to write several 
books about the same characters. The 
challenge of writing several stories 
about the same people, without simply 
offering a repetition of “the mixture as 
before , has long, lie says, preoccu- 
pied him. Then the research for his 
adult biography of the first Duke of 
Newcastle snowed him how richly 
crowded a life one man could lead in 
the 1630s and 40s, and he set his 
Mandeville going on an equally colour- 
ful course. 

The genesis of the Mandeville tril- 
ogy (published by Macmillan) beauti- 
fully illustrates Trease’s scope as a 
writer. There has been a long and 
fruitful cross-fertilization between his 
I children’s fiction and the research for 
his adult work. He has published IS

the present, a time in which earnest- 
ness and seriousness are too often 
taken to be the same thing. Neverthe- 
less, Trease is an important writer. 
Bows Against the Barons did two 
crucial things for the historical novel-, it 
stripped it of what Trease has called 
“Gadzookery” and it stripped it of 
attitudes and values ftom the vanished 
world of Imperial pre-First World War 
England. True to his generation 
Trease was a left wing thinker, and his 
Robin Hood was a kind of early 
communist revolutionary, a hero of 
the redistribution of property. Many 
people, Trease himself included, have 
changed their minds since then, about 
politics, and about the extent to which 
open partisanship is compatible with 



older children 50 years ago is a book 
for younger children now. Correspon- 
dingly a book for children now can be 
older by Implication, and have a range 
of interests tar greater than would have 
seemed “suitable for children” in 1930. 
The fate of dissidents in a totalitarian 
slate, for example, would not have 
seemed to him in his earlier working 
yean a topic likely to Interest the 
young; but The Iron Czar (published 
1975) is about just that. And the new 
book, The Cormorant Venture, con- 
cerns “the dilemma of the law-abiding 
progressive, the man who despairs of 
the King’s policies, but shrinks from 
the cost of revolution.” In case that 
makes it sound heavy, let me add that 
it is also an adventure, with a rapid, 
thrilling, intricate plot, and a love story 
with a nappy ending. _ . 


In 50 years of writing for children, 
has the job changed much? He says, 
with lively enthusiasm, that the in- 
creasing sophistication of the young 
has altered the age range of books. 
What would have been a book for 


Anyone who writes historical fiction 
for the young, or who enjoys reading it* 
owes an incalculable debt to Geoffrey 
Trease, who more or less invented it in 
its modern form - free of suffocating 
quaimness, highly accurate but not 
leaden with learning, and sharply con- 
temporary in the hidden commentaiy 
it makes upon human affairs. His 
readers must by now number millions, 
and unlike many more recent writers 
his first book is still in print - and in 
nine languages! 

But among all these reasons for 
rejoicing at his birthday, and his 
half-century as a writer, nobody who 
knows him could forget to number his 
kindness. He is the most generous and 
the least self-important of writers; he 
has worked long and devotedly for the 
Society of Authors; he remembers the 
faces, the names, and the titles of new 
authors, and takes a generous interest 
In them. His kindness to me goes back 
to a time when I had only one title to 
my name, and that yet to be published. 
Colleagues of every vintage are wel- 
comeaby him, like readers of every 
vintage. 

I am sure he is too busy thinking 
about the next book to do much 
looking back this year; and self-con- 
gratulation is not much his style; but 
surely he has every reason for it.

Speculative fiction about the future 
has tended to overcome the difficulties 
of imagining new ways of living by 
borrowing from the past: after a cata- 
clysm, mankind has returned to a 
feudal or primitive state. A select few, 
masters of high technology, manipu- 
late the rest. The lone hunter/warnor, 
exercising primeval skills of cunning 
and strength, overcomes the pallid and 
corrupt overlords. 

Very few writers take the risk, as Jan 
Mark does in her story “Captain 
Courage and the Rose Street Gang” in 
Aldan Chamber's anthology Out of 
Time (Bod ley Head £3.95 paperback), 
of portraying a future which is like the 
present, only more so. A future in 
which children still play, mothers still 
scold, and the small rivalries of I 
friendship and family still dominate I 
daily life. Jan Mark's tower block kids, 
named after characters in the long- 
running Arthurian TV scries that 
keeps them glued to the set each night 
(Sir Lancelot seems to be killed in one 
episode, “but they were sure that he 
couldn't really be dead, as he would be 
needed tomorrow night”), will be 
instantly recognizable to today's chil- 
dren, as will Beowulf Hopkins - 
“whose name came from a cult serial 


on BBC3" - and his fancy new toy, a 
speaking moving hologram of a 
“Twentieth-Century Commando". 


The only problem with Captain Cour- 
age is that instead of growling menaces 
he utters only the feeble platitudes that 
belong to the character of Nineteenth- 
Century Granny. Human error and 
technological advancement are still, in 
Jan Mark's future, hand in hand. 

“Captain Courage and the Rose 
Street Gang" not only portrays real 
children speaking in real voices, it is 
also very funny. The rest of the stories 
in Out of Time predictably cannot keep 
up the pace it sets. Chambers does 
stray out of the conventional SF arena 
for his authors, but the results are not 
very happy; Jill Paton Walsh, for 
instance, is not at ease with the 


; computers in her story "Program 
i Loop". 

Aidan Chambers also includes com- 
petent but unexciting stories by two of 
the most prolific SF writers for chil- 
dren, Monica Hughes and Douglas 
Hill. Hill's recent novels Allen Citadel 
(Hetncman £6.95) and Exiles of Colsec 
(Gollancz £5.50) arc typical of his 
style: short, pacy, violent, empty. 
Alien Citadel is the final story of one 
trilogy. Exiles of Colsec the first part of 
another, though in neither case does 
this put. the reader at any disadvan- 
tage. Hill’s prose is highly-coloured 
(“Unbelievable, mind-crumpling hor- 
ror had stalked into the room**); its 
main drawback is its over- reliance on 

I con junctions at the start of sentences. 
There is not a fresh idea, or n moment 
of quiet perception, in cither book: 
which is probably just how Hill’s 
readers like it. 

Monica Hughes is not a formula 
writer. Both her recent novels. Space 
Trap (Julia MacRac £6.25) and Devil 
on My Back (Julia MucRae £6.25), 
attempt to provide something beyond 
the momentary thrill. She can be 
clumsy - Devil on My Back is marred 
by its reliance for its title and the 
expression of its central theme on a 
frequently quoted "song” so inexact in . 
its scansion it would be impossible to 
sing - but in general she writes with 
fluid confidence. In Space Trap, Valer- 
ic blunders into a trap while angrily 
pursutira her resented brother and 
sister. She is kidnapped across space 
by aliens who study her as a curiosity. 
Her feelings of jealousy nnd spite 
towards her siblings vfe with her 
deeper attachment in a most interest- 
ing way. At one point she is taken to 
the zoo and shown a prize exhibit: “It 
had a pale face, with matted hair 
hanging from head and chin. It blinked 
in a dazed way and then teetered on its 
matchstick legs over to the trough. 
There it squatted, scooped the slop in 
its front paw and ladled! it into a fleshy 
hole in the front oF its hairy face.” It is

He 
returns to ArcOne, only to discover 
that his father's seeming evil is really 
cunning diplomacy. The message is 
simple: if mere is hope it lies in (lie 
proles. 

Cnrol Main's Planet of Evil (Hoddcr 
and Stoughton £4.95) is pulp children's 
SF of a vetv low order: condescending, 
muddled, lacking in verve or original- 
ity. There is none of the tight, relent- 
less movement that makes Douglas 
Hill’s zap-pow approach so seductive, 
and none of the respect for the reader 


that distinguishes Monica Hughes’s 
work. Wc can surely offer children 
belter than this: if only, as Kestrel has 
done, by reprinting the best work of 
the 1960s. 

John Christopher's Tripods trilo 
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The City of Gold and Lead (Kestrel 
£5.50) and The Pool of Gold (Kestrel 
£5.50), has worn surprisingly well. 
Indeed, it seems to me a more impress- 
ive achievement now than I had re- 
membered, though not as challenging 
or as fully achieved as his later Sword of 
the Spirits Triology. The world has 
been taken over by alien beings who 
can only live in the special atmosphere 
of their domed cities, from which they 
venture out in huge metal Tripods. 
From these they rule a neo-meoieval 
world made obedient by the process of 
“capping" at maturity. Wifi Parker, 
soon to be “capped”, begins to question 
the adults' placid, contented sub- 
servient. and flees to join the few free 
men still resisting the Tripods' rule. 
The best book is the middle one. The 
City of Gold and Lead, in which Will 
enters a city of aliens as a slave. The 
conditions there turn strapping young 
men Into haggard wrecks in a couple of 
years; Wills narrative of his time 
there, and the subtle relationship he 
built up with his master, is vivid and 
sharply realized. Christopher’s final 
volume is badly structured, but the 
trilogy as a whole still compels atten- 
tion. It has had a considerable influ- 
ence on subsequent writers, to be 
traced, for instance, in Hilt's Alien 
Citadel. 

Nicholas Fisk's early novels Trillions 
(Kestrel £5.95) and Space Hostages 
(Kestrel £5.95) have also kept their 
appeal. They arc fast-moving narra- 
tives shaped by a deftly probing intelli- 
gence. In Trillions, storms of alien 
interlocking particles of a mysterious 
nature provoke an extreme militaristic 
response; only 13-year-old Scott 
makes contact with the trillions, 
understands their purpose, and takes 
on himself the burden of using their 
power for the good of mankind. It is an 
absorbing and provocative talc. In 
Space Hostages, a group of children are 
marooned in space by a madman, in a- 
ship designed as a government bolt- 
hole in a nuclear war. The pathological 
egoism of one of the children, the local 
bully. Feeds on the situation to create a 
tense and desperately dangerous cli- 
max. Fisk tried to do too much in this 


short novel, but he keeps his attention 
firmly where it should be, on the 
people, not the machines.

Lynne Reid Banks spent five days in 
Belfast living with n Catholic family to 
obtain background material for her 
novel Maura s Angel. It is the story of 
an 11-ycar-old Catholic girl (father in 
the Proves and a brother in the Maze) 
whose Guardian Angel mysteriously 
materializes at her side. That five days 
is too short an acquaintance with Irish 
“Troubles" is revealed in the 
rudimentary way the political back- 
ground to the lives of this Catholic 
family is explained: “The good Lord 
Himself can do precious little to stop 
Irishmen fighting" is Maura’s mother's 
comment on a civil war that is pre- 
sented as a macho game played by men 
for reasons of personal vanity, while 
apolitical women get on with the real 
business of cooking, childcare and 
coping. 

This weakness apart Lynne Reid 
Banks is otherwise passionately on 
women’s side - she is very good at the 
depiction of the domestic world of 
female hard labour, Ma und Maura's - 


washing clothes in the bath, dressing 
mentally retarded Colleen, frying 
bacon, changing the baby etc etc. The 
presence of the delightful but bungling 


presence ot tne delightful out bungling 
Angel (“Angela”) allows Maura a Tittle 
space for reflection, and the realiza- 
tion that the future is not fixed but 
could be hers to determine. 

Robin Jacques' sensitive, meticu- 
lously executed pen and ink illustra- 
tions are just right.

Novels for adolescents have always 
been about problems which might be 
exercising the minds of their readers: 
for Charlotte M Yonge it was whether 
an unthinking prank ought to bar one 
from Communion, or the pain of 
caring for somebody who took a 
frivolous attitude to one’s faith. For 
today’s writer, it is one’s own or one’s 
friend’s homosexuality, or one’s 
mother’s sexuality, or caring pas- 
sionately about nuclear disarmament 
In a heedless world. And still what 
makes such a novel work is not the 
presence or absence of such concerns, 
or the reader’s attitude to them, but 
the writer's power to engage the 
reader’s attention and involvement 
with the characters. 

Charlotte Yonge can still do it, 
whatever one’s view of her beliefs. 
Tony Drake, alas, despite the decency 
of his intentions fails to do it in There 
Will Be a Next Time because there is a 
kind of inertness in his story about a 
group of youngsters living for a week in 
a “Protect anaSuTvive” shelter to draw 
attention to their sense of its inad- 


equacy: the account of Jennie's temp- 
tation to abandon her friends and take 
off to Devon with the insouciant Lou 
doesn't produce the tension it is de- 
signed to, perhaps because the out- 
come is too predictable, but more 
because Jennie simply does not regis- 
ter strongly enough as an emotional 
centre. 

On the other hand, Martin registers 
a little too strongly as the emotional 
centre of Who Lies Inside so that this 
otherwise well worked-out and unsen- 
sational novel about a young rugger- 
player's realisation of his homosexual- 
ity becomes from time to time a little 
sentimental and self-indulgent. The 
tortuous title, which refers to the 
thoroughly reasonable feeling Martin 
has of his gayness as a new self which 
has developed within him, is an exam- 
ple of this: there are plenty of possible 
titles which would be as appropriate 
and less pretentious. But it would be 
sad if such flaws were to diminish the 
readership of this novel, since it charts 
the growth and fluctuations of Martin's 


looks like a happy and serious rela- 
tionship, it does not explore the possi- 
ble pains of love. 

Catherine Storr does do this in 
Two's Company, in which two sisters 


embark on a holiday flirtation with two 
young men, one of whom is a serious 
homosexual, while the other is a 
predatory bisexual. The young narra- 
tor loves Val and has to face the fact 
that her love is inevitably fruitless; her 
sister steeps with Steve and is deso- 
lated by the discovery that he has 
merely exploited her. The parallel with 
their mother’s acceptance of her hus- 
band's infidelity, as the price of keep- 
ing the home together although it hurts 
and humiliates her, is delicately 
drawn, and this is almost a very good 
story. Only a kind of self-conciousncss 


about describing the Dordogne, as if 
there was an obligation to write a 
travelogue as well as a novel, dimi- 
nishes its power. 

The title Love me. Love Rome, 
indicates clearly that there will be a 
similar effect in Peggy Woodford's 
new novel about a young singer, 
Claudia, but there is a deeper problem 
here. It is that Ms Woodford likes her 
heroine too much. Claudia describes 
herself as “a selfish cow at heart", but 
nobody agrees with her. All the young 
men who know her fall in love with 
her, the grand old man who coaches 
her is comforted on his deathbed by 
thinking that the quality of her voice 
makes a fitting swan song far him. 
There is a strong vein of daydreaming 
here: even when a harsh reality or 
Rome intrudes and Claudia's host is 
gunned down by terrorists, he is only 
wounded, not killed. The potential 
disaster is, after the intial shock, 
reduced to his son's lament that they 
will be unable to go ski-ing for Christ- 
mas: nothing too bad can happen 
around Claudia. 

Niceness is no problem for the 
heroines of either Southerly Buster or 
All Ends Up, both of whom take out 
their anger on their friends and family 
unsparingly. Christobel Maltingleys 
Julie, furious that her mother is having 
a late baby, almost ruins what may be 
the last beach holiday for years by her 
behaviour. Admittedly this does not 
stop young men from becoming 
attached to her, or a strange, interest- 
ing girl called Kylie Tram becoming her 
friend: again, there is perhaps an 
element of wish-fulfilment here, but 
when Julie finally accepts the human- 
ity of her little sister, it is a moment of 
sentiment almost without sen- 
timentality. 

Gina Wilson's Claudia is also con- 
cerned about her mother’s sexuality, 
but retrospectively at first, though she 
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Colin McNaughton and Allan Ahlberg have produced a series of four jolly 
pictures books called Foldaways (Granada £2.95 each) in which every page 
folds out to reveal a joke. This illustration is taken from the cover of Circus ; 
inside the lion appears to be dealing with only the tamer as all the clowns are 
hidden in the fold.

too hns to cope at last with the coming 
of a sibling. Illegitimate, she finds it 
hard to forgive her mother either for 
bearing her unmarried or for seeking 


now to marry what Claudia reckons a 
dreary man. Her bitterness and unpre- 
dictability play skittles with her rela- 


tionships with an old and a new 
inend, and add to the stresses of their 


visits to the old family home where 
Aunt Belle is brilliantly covering the 
pain and terror of her slow death from 
cancer with booze. Of course, part of 
her trouble is her perception of Aunt 
Belle’s condition and her rage at not 
being told. This is a real novel in a 
sense not attained bv the others discus- 
sed here: there is a density to Claudia's 
being, and a complexity in her reac- 
tions which is painfully satisfying. 

However, writing a serious novel is 
not the only satisfactory way of dealing 
with adolescent problems: another is 
to see the joke. You Win Some. You 
Lose Some, sequel to A Proper Little 
■Nooryeff, is a very funny account of 
Jamie's desperate attempts to lose his 
virginity, surrounded as he is at the 


ballet school by girts who could surely 
help. Sometimes nis extreme naivety is 
somewhat implausible, especially 
when he fails to realise that he has 
proposed to the appalling, and indeed 
somewhat caricatured Doreen. But 
the scene in which the hunter becomes 
the hunted as his room-mate reveals 
his homosexuality and tries to seduce 
him is extremely funny without being 
in the Least offensive: Steven is simply 
doing what Jamie had been doing 
himself, and there are similarly no 
hard feelings when he is rejected. I did 
regret the implication that Steven wns 
leaving the ballet to become a male 
whore. Of course writers must be free 
to let their characters do what comes 
naturally, but some readers are likely 
to make undesirable generalizations as 
a result. Still, as the friendship be- 
tween the two lads continues on the 
same mockingly agreeable level after 
this revelation, 1 may be being over- 
sensitive; certainly when Steven is set 
beside Timothy Ireland's Martin and 
Catherine Starr’s Val, it is clear that 
the homosexual in the adolescent 
novel toduy is no simple stereotype.

Susan Thomas meets the artist Dick Bruna 


The Japanese arc wild about Dick 
Bruna. So are the Arabs, the Austra- 
lians and, for all ] know, the Amazo- 
nian Indians. But the Japanese are 
wilder. 

So what is it about the little Dutch 
artist, creator of Miffy, Poppy Pig and 
Farmer John, the man whose books 
have delighted two generations of ' 
toddlers, that appeals to them so' 
much? Here experts rave about the 
user-friendly chunky format, simple 
one-concept-per-line text, bold use of 
colour, suspended animation and eye 
contact. But the Japanese? Dick Bru- 
na, when I asked him, was not sure. 

“Perhaps", he said, stroking that 
surprising revolutionary moustache, 
"it is because I make them so simple 
that children anywhere can identify 
with them. Certainly it is so that 
though they are translated into 29 
languages I have only once had to 


make an alteration in a book." Which 
was ? "To remove the chimneys from 
the house in the Arab edition." 

It can’t have been easy. Every object 
in a Bruna book is clarified, simplified, 
reduced to its purest form. Each page 
may be drawn a dozen times and each 
element on the page may be the result 
of a week's observation and sketching. 
Mr Bruna feels for his characters as a 
father for his children. 

“It is true”, he said, the hazel eyes 
sad behind the gold frames. “You see I 
am not a good businessman. In the 
beginning when my books first became 


educational play boxes - a Japanese 
idea." As I had spent the morning 
failing to do the sewing cards in one of 
these, we talked about books instead. 

“Always it is the same. First the idea 
- that gets more difficult as you get 
older - so I am glad sometimes when 
children write to me with a story.

Fame, 15 million books; and fortune 
have not spoiled Mr Bruna. Small, 
courteous nnd grandfatheriy with 
bright squirrel eyes neat designer’s.

We meti pria day in London, drank tea 
and talked briefly before he flew away 
to New York, or maybe it was Tokyo. 
He seemed as remote from the pub- 
lisher's hyne as Poppy Pig from the 
horrors of Intensive farming. 

Yet, as he explained, he was in the 
middle of liis annual fortnight's prom- 
otional tour. “It is enjoyable - the rest 
of the year I spend in my studio 
working on books, posters and now

These days, when youngsters fre- 
quently (it not habitually) sit up at 
night to take in the latest video-nasty, 
jt must be a real challenge, dr a 
headache, for your mere word-smith 
to reach through to those bludgeoned 
sensibilities and tread the fine border 
between horror and bathos. Jack Pre- 
lutsky and Arnold Lobel make a stylish 
team as writer and illustrator of a nice 
Kite in classy Gothic nightmares. The 
Headless Hprseman Rides Tonight is a 
rombre but elegant gallery of dilapi- 
dated mummies, staring zombies, and 
gargoyle ugly-muas. The title poem is 
the longest and the illustrations here 

B articularlv are superb - shades of 
ergmann s The Seventh Seal. The 
poems are all very regular in form, 
generaHy a ballad style, sometimes a 
bit slickly engineered, but certain to be 
effective if read aloud with a little 
relish, particularly as some young 
readers might find themselves labour- 
mg with.vocabu^such as “priritor- 
dial’ , labyrinthine" and “sarcopha- 
gus” - however essential they may be 
for the horror-buff, it is a virtue of a 
book like this that it reminds the

John Rlcc is into Space, has worked 
as an Arabic Interpreter for the Army 
Intelligence Corps, has a super family, 
runs in London Marathons, and zaps 
schoolkids with his own poetry prog- 
ramme called “The Zoom Show . 
Added to which he writes very enjoy- 
able, energetic and accessible poems 
which aren't going to be invited to 
become members of The Great Tradi- 
tion, but which will certainly turn a lot 
of ordinary kids on to the fun and 
magic of words - their own words. The 
poems in Rockets and Quasars cele- 
brate a life lived somewhere between 
Kentish suburbia and the wilds of 
Space, and with their gentle; whole- 
some and sometimes scatty humour, 
provide many inventive forms which 
younger children particularly would en- 
joy imitating. Here, as with The Head- 
less Horseman, the interplay between 
the printing, design, illustration and 
text makes for a stimulating read. 

It’s not quite clear if Martin Hon- 
eysett drew his own cartoon illustra- 
tions for hjs Animal Nonsense Rhymes, 
but whoever did them, they .have an 
essential quality which the poems as a 
whole lack; mania. Most nonsense is a 
' fine and paradoxical mixture of sense 
and iriadness, and if one or the other 
predominates, the mixture sags.

Brief- 
to the uncorrupted infant eye seeing 
alias strange when not familiar, anim- 
als and humans are much of the same 
kind, but the first are the more accessi- 
ble Babar, Rupert Bear and Tiger 
Tim (if you go so far back) are persons, 
not jungle creatures. The danger is in 
unpleasantly mixing the real and the 
formula. (Thus, Animal Farm isn't 
really about animals - but it is just 
enough to be damaging.) , 

In the Woods by Ermanno Cristmi 
and Luigi Puriceili (Neugebauer 
£4,50) is a really beautiful book that 
presents its creatures as themselves. 
The approach is inviting: you, the 
invisible, silent watcher, go through 
the woods and see its birds and animals 
about their own affairs. Fieldmouse, 
pheasant, beetle, owl. rabbit, squirrel, 
vole, and as much of a young deer as 
the page will take (first, slender legs, 
then face) - all are shown life-size. The 
pictures run continuously; spread out, 
full width, they would make a mural. A 
butterfly, as if to tempt you on, 
appears throughout. A lovely book. 
But a key would be acceptable. 

High praise Indeed for Annegert 
Fuchshuber's A Mouse Tale (Dent 
£4.95), with its ravishing illustrations,

They peer through the 
trees. “There!" Ladders, saucepans, 
wheelbarrows are cast away; everyone 
turns, runs home and hides.

Meanwhile 
the bear, a mild puzzled creature, 
wonders what the fuss is about, and 
ambles back to his den. Every child 
will, I trust, he on his side. I don't know 
why C Pomcrnniz gets a credit for the 
words.

The Pony, (he Bear and the Parrot, 
by Sigrid Heuck (Dent £4.95), is a 
successor to tha t we ll-dcse rved 
favourite The Pony, the Bear and the 
Stolen Apples and follows the same 
design. (As the laic unfolds, certain 
words arc replaced with pictures ; these 
words the child will of course supply.) 
When winter comes, pony ana bear 
decide to leave their apple orchard and 
travel south fur warmth. A rescued 
parrot offers lo be their guide. Trans- 
port includes a basket lifted bv 100 
coloured balloons. But neither burn- 
ing desert nor fearsome jungle please, 
and they return. Not quite ns magical 
as its predecessor but still an admirable

In Brown Bear, Brown Bear, What 
Do You See?, by Bill Martin Jr and Eric 
Carle (Hamish Hamilton £4.5«). each 
sizable double page presents iis crea- 
ture, huge, simple, bold and bright, 
asking the title question: What do you 
sec?

She has clocked 
up over 20 million paperback sales to 
children in her own country , and over 
here her popularity is increasing fast.

J ’usl recently her first visit to London in 
ivc years provided me with the chance 
to discuss with her what this might be. 
Does she, for example, still yearn for 
her own childhood, or wish to be a 
child again herself? 

“Absolutely not!" Judy Blume re- 


Facts before feelings 

Nicholas Tucker meets Judy Blume 


E lied firmly. “It's the lime you have 
:ast power over what happens to you. 
I think that adults both forget this and 



romanticize it." 

Here, then, was a paradox: a best- 
selling child's novelist writing about a 
contemporary childhood she would 
never wish to live through. herself. So 
who or what helped make being young 
today such a formidable experience? 

"I get this enormous post-bag from 
children, up to 2,000 letters a month. 
Soon I’m going to publish a selection 
from them, more or less to bang adults 
over the head, reminding them how 
difficult it often is to be a child. But the 
worst letters I get ore about school - 1 
heard recently from a girl who feels 
sick every day about the idea of getting 
out of bed, she was that scared. But 
this wasn't anything to do with the 
teachers: she was terrified of the other 
children.'.’ 

It was from just such a situation in 
her daughter's own school that Judy 
Blume wrote Blubber, describing the 
pointless tormenting of a slightly over- 
weight child. Her other novels chart 
different problems children suffer 
from, such as worries about sex and 
body changes during puberty, difficul- 
ties in making or Keeping friends, 
sibling rivalry or certain disabling 

g hobias. More fundamentally, many 
Iume characters are concerned about 


trouble in the family, noticeably di- 
vorce and separation. But her latest 
book. Starring Sally J Freedman as 
herself , is an autobiographical harking 


back to a time when family break-ups 
hardly seemed to exist. As someone 
who is herself twice divorced, was she 
at all nostalgic for what now looks like 
a lost state of innocence? 

“I'm not sure. So many people who 
stayed together then were very unhap- 
py. As for today, where the child has 
no control over the parents' split-ups 
and is put into a situation where he or 
she still has to cope, they do come 
through, but with wnat pain I Of course 
they would rather avoid this, but they 
have at some time to learn that nothing 
in life is easy, and childhood is as good 
.a place for discovering that as any 
other.” 

Following on from this rather grim 

S icture of childhood, Judy Blume sees 
er novels not as great literature but 
more as important aids with which 
readers can reassure themselves that 
they or their friends are not the only 
ones to suffer from family or other 
discord, and that so long as they hang 
on things do eventually improve. She 
does not view these books as depress- 
ing, since ber characters often enjoy 


themselves in other ways and do on the 
whole battle through to n better under- 
standing of whatever is disturbing 
them. Nowhere is this message clearer 
than in her treatment of sex in Forever, 
the first British puperback edition 
of which will be published by Fan 
Books this September. It is a remark- 
ably explicit work by traditional stan- 
dards, describing sexaul technique as 
well as feeling and with no muralistic 
come-uppance in the last chapter. But 
.did she ever worry that this novel may 
be laying down rigid sexual blue-prints 
that the young and impressionable 
may feel bound to follow? Isn't each 
person's sexual development some- 
thing best left for them to discover for 
themselves? 

“1 think that children have a certain 
curiosity about what happens, and it’s 
good for them to have these facts 
before they have feelings. Satisfying 
curiosity could also mean they don't 
have to rush into a sexual relationship 
before they are ready. The other 
reason I wrote Forever was because my 
daughter when she was 14 once said: T 
would really like to read a book about 
a boy and girl who are nice kids and 
they do it and they love each other and 
nothing bad happens to them.* So I

Goodnight, Moon Room, by Mar- 
garet Wise Brown with pictures by 
Clement Hurd (Patrick Hardy £5.95), 
is a pulMab lift-flap book, wnich may 
affect Its durabiciiessi but It is not only 
relevant to our theme but a particular- 
ly delightful example. The text, In. 
simple rhyme, moves round the room 


of the little sleeper, with all its detail: 
“three little bears / sitting on chairs, / a 
little toy house, / a young mouse. . 
the real moon shines through the 
window, yet the picture on tne wall 
shows the cow Jumping over that 
other, of nursery rhyme. The pausing 
required by the spaced out words ana 
tab devices gives an expectant, dream- 
like air to tne whole, hard to describe 
but very appropriate. I can’t imagine 
anyone fever discarding this book. ' 

Jackin the Bush, an Australian book 
by Barbara Giles and Betty 
Oreenhatch (Kestrel £4.25), conveys 
both in pictures and text, quite daz- 
zlinnly, the sheer euphoria of a little 
boy's midnight escapade under the full 
moon. Jack wakes in “a room full of . 
moon". 

Why, I'll go up to the moon. Says 
Jack. 

It's just up the hill, says Jack In the 
road. 

I'll go to the moon tonight. 

With nothing on but his boots he runs 
out, through the garden into a lake full 
of moon, into the moonlit Bush. 
Wallaby, owl and wombat watch and 
warn, but he fears nothing at all, not 
even Black Noorie. “I've been to the 
moon and I'm back,” he calls to his 
mother as he skips home at last. U I am 
Jack in the Moon, I am Jack in the 
Bush.” And so he is, and so would you 
be too if you did the same. 

I Want to See the Moon by Louis 
Baum and Nild Daly fBodley Head 
£4.95), is an attractive book, humor- 
ous, true, with child-angled detail Bnd 
a final moment to stir the imagination. 


Little boy Toby wakes; tells Daddy 
that he wants to see the moon. Dad 
.offers him a glass of water, a read by 
the fire, a game with bricks, this and 
that - but no. Then he takes the boy 
into the garden. Black clouds fill the 
sky. But the wind blows, and there’s 
the bright moon in the dark blue night 
with white doud all around. Tills 
artist’s best book yet. In much the 
same spirit Lucy and Tom's abc, by 
Shirley Hughes (Bodley Head £3.95), 
gives a splendid page to M for Moon - 
“the most marie light of all" - which 
Lucy and Tom nave crept out to watch. 
Twenty-six implicit tales; a treat this, 
abc. 

My Friend the Moon, by Branko V 
Radicevic and Eugen Sopko (Abelard 
£5.50), deals in those satisfying ex- 
tremes of fairy tale - the poor, the rich, 
the good, the bad - and their day- 
dream-wish reverses. A little orphan 
boy, owning nothing but a parcel of 
books, goes to work for a ricn greedy 
man. He has to toil all day, but in the 
night he reads. “You waste my can- 
,dlesr' shouts the greedy man. “Use the 
moonlight I” He does just that, for 
every dusk the moon comes down a 
silver ladder, slides through the 
keyhole and gives the boy wise coun- 
sel, news, advice. He becomes (we are 
told) a wise and famous raori. The 
pictures have the right sense of mys- 
tery - except perhaps for the boy 
himself. Should he really look (in the 
nicest possible way) so modem and- 
undeprived?
